Such were the thoughts that darted 
through the mind of the writer during 
his attendance at the funeral of the 
late Joseph Poor of Peabody. Many 
were the valuable traits of character he 
left behind him that might be dwelt 
upon with interest. The writer has 
known him from his youth — was even 
employed by him when only a boy of 
twelve years of age, and has been inti¬ 
mate with him ever since. 

As he advanced in age, he became an 
advocate of moral reform in all its 
brandies, an earnest abolitionist, a 
warm-hearted, sincere temperance man 
always carrying his opinion at the bal¬ 
lot-box, even if he acted alone. lie 
never shrank from saying or doing as 
a politician what he believed lu be 
right, but calmly and sternly moved 
forward to action. As a business man 
he did not rush around with much force 
and rapidity as has plunged so many 
into the vortex of failures, but moved 
on slowly, seeing his way clear as he 
went, and remaining safe in all busi¬ 
ness transactions. About forty years 
ago he became a true follower of the 
Lord Jesus Christ, and coming out 
from the world took his stand in the 
cause of him who loved and gave Him¬ 
self for him: and as the stars in the 
heavens over us “ light their candles 
from the sun’s flame,” so he, regarding 
Christ as the “ Sun of righteousness,” 
depended on Him for righteousness 
and strength. 

He was always liberally contributing 
to benevolent objects whenever pres¬ 
ented to him, constant upon his atten¬ 
dance at divine worship on the Sabbath 
and at meetings for prayer when his 
health would allow it. Under the 
painful dispensations of diviue Provi¬ 
dence, he did not murmur, as did the 
patriarch Jacob over the coat of his son 
Joseph, but yielded true submission to 
the will of Him who has promised to 
“ make all things work together for 
good to them that love and obey him.” 
His cast of mind did not resemble that 
of John Foster, as described by Dr. 
Cheever, “ a huge, powerful steamer 
thrown upon its side by a tremendous 
storm, the fire still burning, the engine 
still crashing, and the wheels buried ou 
one side, but still plunging in the deep 
on the other side, the iron wheels thun¬ 
dering in the air amid the tempest.” 
Through whatever he was called to pass 
whether prosperity or adversity, he 
would appear both calm and self- 
possessed. Closely studying the works 
of President Edwards, the elder, and 
adopting his theological opinions in the 
main, he might have well been styled 
an Edwardsian. 

Ten years ago, as he advanced in age, 
beginning to grow feeble, he gave up 
business. But losing no interest in be¬ 
nevolent and religious objects, he gave 
a close attention to them all till near 
his end; then, as the leaf of the aspen 
is held up by so slight a stem that the 
weakest zephyr shakes it, his mind, 
growing weaker and weaker for the last 
three months, seemed tremulous and 
his low voice would quiver in a few mo¬ 
ments if he attempted to speak on any 
subject, political or religious.

Ohio, that are worthy of mention. It 
is true Ohio has always been a Repub¬ 
lican state at the presidential elections. 
Until recently, though, she has been 
so at other elections. For two years 
the democratic party has been in con¬ 
trol there; they had all the machinery 
aud organization which was necessary 
to give them every advantage. Then 
again, the prohibition party had a 
nominee in the field. Granting that 
they cast anywhere near the votes 
claimed, the victory for the Republican 
party is all the more of a triumph. 
The defection to that party is entirely 
from the Republicans. 

It is useless to deny that the demo¬ 
crats had anticipations of being able to 
carry the State. But the independents 
are the sorest crowd. Where is the de¬ 
fection which was going to the side of 
the democratic partyV For it is ad¬ 
mitted on all sides, that both parties— 
all parties considered the election of 
great moment—in fact the turning 
point in this extraordinary campaign. 

The light has been made by Blaine 
and the Republican party on the ground 
of protection to Americau labor. By 
this sign they have conquered. The 
people are seeing the fallacy of the free 
trade policy of the Democrats. Hosts 
of Irish Americans cast their first Re¬ 
publican ballots. It is a great victory, 
and assures, as certainly as anything 
in the future can be predicted, the 
election of Blaine and Logan in No¬ 
vember.

Col. Stone has given the public his 
views on the pension bill of Mr. Lover¬ 
ing, and they are similar to what we 
stated in these columns before his nom¬ 
ination. He is in favor of a more lib¬ 
eral bill—he would favor the payment 
of a pension to every disabled soldier, 
whether that disability was incurred iu 
the service or later, but he will not 
pledge himself to the Loveriug bill be¬ 
fore Congress. lie thinks, as does 
Henry Cabot Lodge, that a bill, the 
outgrowth of the different schemes now 
before Congress, will tiud favor with 
our legislators. Aud he wishes, if 
elected, to be free to vote for what he 
considers the best interest of the sol¬ 
diers. This is the only correct view to 
take of it. The soldiers who will vote 
against Col. Stone on this account, and 
vote for a fossil like Spofford, will cer¬ 
tainly make a mistake. 


We can not understand how any vo¬ 
ter who was ever honestly identified with 
the Republican party can vote for Gro 
ver Cleveland. When the open viola¬ 
tion of the seventh commandment is 
apologized for by a Christian minister 
like James Freeman Clarke, it can be 
seen to what straits the men of his ilk 
are driven to. Without any regard to 
party affiliations, the elevation of such 
a man to the Presidency would be a 
lasting disgrace to this nation. Then, 
again, and this is reason enough, no 
advocate of the protection of American 
labor can consistently vote to put the 
Democratic party in power. They have 
done nothing for American labor, and 
none know it better than these Inde¬ 
pendents. The views of Grover Cleve¬ 
land, as shown by his silence and by 
the plain utterances, of late, of demo¬ 
cratic orators; the platform of the party 
itself which was shown by Butler to be 
the enemy of the rights of the laboring 
men—this is not what these men, form¬ 
erly of the Republican household, have 
been in the habit of endorsing. 

As to their unwillingness to vote for 
Blaine, if they are honest in their in¬ 
tentions, we have no quarrel with these 
men. But we beg them to consider 
what a vote for Cleveland means. And 
we beg to remind them that there is a 
candidate in the field against whose 
character there has never been the 
faintest suspicion; and whose party and 
all his supporters are pledged to uphold 
and foster American labor. That man 
is Benj. F. Butler. Next to a vote for 
Blaine we regard a vote for the Peo¬ 
ple’s candidate as the most consistent. 
In fact it is the only consistent thing 
we can see for a man who is not a dyed 
in the wool democrat to do, unless he 
votes for James G. Blaine. 


The News from Ohio this morning, 
shows conclusively that the indications 
are not in the direction of the demo¬ 
cratic party. Our opponents arc claim¬ 
ing, as they did in Maine, that they 
have done well in keeping down the 
majority so much; but this will hardly 
help them in the final result. It may 
succeed in keeping up their cour¬ 
age, and we suppose that is some con¬ 
solation to them. There are several 
points about the Republican victory in 


The nomination of Richard S 
Spofford, of Salisbury, by the Demo¬ 
crats of this Congressional district, 
places in the field a man who is a fail- 
representative of the old line democra¬ 
cy. Out of politics for the past dozen 
years or so. he is neither progressive 
or liberal in his ideas. He can tell all 
about the democracy of Jackson’s 
time, he can tell all about the treaty of 
Washington—and his speech of last 
week is surely no improvement, as to 
oratory, over what his competitor can 
do. We were led to anticipate a fin¬ 
ished orator, an able speaker, and a 
man whose ideas would reach the com¬ 
mon people. Mr. Spofford is neither 
of these. Tiresome as our opponents 
are fond of calling Col. Stoue’s speech¬ 
es, what must they have found that of 
Mr. Spoffoid last Wednesday evening? 

As we said he, is a representative of 
old line democracy. That democracy 
which threw cold water on the suppres¬ 
sion of the rebellion, which aided the 
South iu every way, which opposed 
emancipation and the resumption of 
specif payments—in short which has 
opposed for the past twenty-four years 
everythiug of prosperity to the country. 

In striking contrast to him is the 
man who aided in putting down the re¬ 
bellion in person. A man who if he is 
not as ready a speaker, for instance, as 
Gen.Cogswell, can speak directly to the 
point at iss e. Spofford is a Demo¬ 
crat and not a People’s man; aud this 
despite the taffy which he dealt out at 
the close of his speech to the laboring 
men. We followed his remarks on the 
tariff closely; we were unable to see 
why he did not dodge the issue as much 
as Cleveland in his letter of acceptance. 
Either a free trader or protectionist 
could find satisfaction in his speech. 
He would be a good man for Nasby to 
send out on an electioneering campaign, 
as he could bear down heavy on free 
trade in some sections, and on protec¬ 
tion in others. 

We certainly hope the Democrats 
will keep him on the stump. In such an 
event we think his defeat is certain. 
We know of Republicans who are not 
friendly to Col. Slone. He might lose 
their votes with some candidates in 
opposition. But they will never take 
Spofford. 


We are told that the democratic 
idea of a “ tariff for revenue only ” 
will not produce any such disastrous re¬ 
sults as have been predicted by the Re¬ 
publican party. Fortunately the change 
in tariff proposed by the democrats is 
not a new thing, and those who have 
studied the history of tariff legislation 
in this country can easily acquaint 
themselves with the facts. 

That history would repeat itself iu 
this case can hardly be doubted. We 
claim that the depression in business 
now is owing largely to the uncertainty 
iu the minds of our business men as to 
whether the attempts of Morrison. Car¬ 
lisle and their supporters in the last 
session of Congress are to be renewed. 

If they should be successful we believe 
still further depression would result. 

Are we right in this matter? Let us 
see. In 1844, forty years ago, the dem¬ 
ocratic platform contained a plank stat¬ 
ing that “ no more revenue ought to he 
raised than is required to defray the 
necessary expenses of the Govern¬ 
ment.” How is this different, materi¬ 
ally, from the “ tariff for government 
purposes exclusively?” After the cam¬ 
paign of 1844, the uext Congress re¬ 
pealed the protective tariff of 1842, and in " 
the tariff for revenue took its place in 
1847. What followed is a matter of 
history. The democrats were in power; 
and this tariff, which was as near free 
trade as they could get it, continued un¬ 
til the breaking out of the war, when 


by the secession of the Southern mem¬ 
bers a Republican Congress substituted 
protection to American industry. In 
1848, the very next year after this 
democratic tariff went into force, our 
imports from Great Britain were $4S,- 
849,000. In 1853 they were $117,842,- 
000, an increase of over $50,000,000. 
This was one result, and a result which 
would happen again. England is only 
waiting to crowd the products of her 
cheap labor on this country again. But 
our exports fell off correspondingly. 
The balance of trade was constantly 
against us, and there was no gold in 
the country. Factories were closed; 
mechanics were thrown out of work, 
and the entire business of the country 
was so depressed that President Fill¬ 
more, in his message to Congress Dec. 
2, 1851, said:— 

“ The value of our exports of bread- 
stuffs and provisions, which it was sup¬ 
posed the incentive of a low tariff and 
large importations from abroad would 
have greatly augmented, has fallen 
from $68,701,821 in 1S47 to $26,651,373 
in 1850, and to $21,848,653 in 1851, with 
a strong probability, amounting almost 
to a certainty, of a still further reduc¬ 
tion in the current year.” 

In a later message he again called the 
attention of Congress to the subject, 
showing that matters were going from 
bad to worse. He made three strong 
points against the existing tariff which 
would be exceedingly good campaign 
literature at the present time. These 
assertions of President Fillmore were 
borne out bv the existing state of the 
country. They are history. They 
should be read by every opponent of a 
protective tariff in the country: 

The first is the effect of large impor 
tations of foreign goods upon our cur¬ 
rency. Most of the gold of California, 
as fast as it is coiued. finds its way di¬ 
rectly to Europe in payment for goods 
purchased. 

In the second place, as our manufac¬ 
turing establishments are broken down 
by competition with foreigners, the 
capital invested in them is lost, thous¬ 
ands of honest and industrious citizens 
are thrown out of employment, aud the 
farmer, to that extent, is deprived of a 
home market for the sale of surplus 
produce. 

In the third place, the destruction of 
our manufactures leaves the foreigner 
without competitiou in our market, and 
he consequently raises the price of the 
article sent here tor sale, as is now seen 
iu the increased cost of iron imported 
from England. 

This is what a democratic president, 
unable to be blind to the state of the 
country, wrote to a democratic Con¬ 
gress. But it was unheeded. Business 
went on from worse to worse till the 
terrible panic of 1857. That year, 
President Buchanan, the last president 
under democratic rule, in his message 
to Congress said that u In the midst of 
unsurpassed plenty in all the produc¬ 
tions aud in ail the elements of natural 
wealth we find our manufactures sus¬ 
pended, our public works retarded, our 
private enterprises of different kinds 
abandoned, and thousands of useful la¬ 
borers thrown out of employment and 
reduced to waul.”' And this was the 
result of the tariff policy which is pro¬ 
posed now b}' tbe democratic party. 
Can any one give any reason why the 
same thing would not happen again r 
And yet they tell us the tariff is not an 
issue. 

In a work by Prof. Roberts, an excel¬ 
lent authority on such matters, entitled 
Government Revenue, we find the fol 
lowing clear statement, which iu con¬ 
nection with the messages of Presi¬ 
dents Fillmore and Buchanan is inter¬ 
esting. It will be found on pp 114 of 
that work: “ If the purpose had been 
deliberate to drive gold out of the 
country, it could not have been more 
effectively carried out than by the tar¬ 
iffs of 1846 and 1857. The importa¬ 
tions became unhealthy in magnitude 
and the balance of trade was coutinu 
ally against us. The consequence was 
that when the rebellion became flagrant 
the nation was poor in its coffers and 
the people were lacking in gold. The 
financial tasks were greatly magnified 
when the great struggle was forced up¬ 
on the government. If the policy of 
the nation had not been changed in 
1846, no one can now question that the 
United States would have been in much 
better conditiou to meet the strain aud 
pressure which were requisite for pre¬ 
serving the Union.” 

Do the business men of the country, 
do the laboring men of the country 
w r ant a repetition of this experience? 

If they do not, they should be careful 
how they vote to put the democratic 
party again in power.

HOME HAPPENINGS. 


As there has been a desire expressed 
to have the next fair of the Essex Ag¬ 
ricultural society held in this town it 
may be interesting to the public to 
know the conditions under which the 
fair is held at different places, and the 
inducements that it is customary to 
offer. The matter of deciding where 
the fair shall be held is settled by the 
meeting of the Trustees, held in No¬ 
vember. At this meeting the different 
cities and towns make an offer for it, 
anc\ if Peabody wants it, it will depend 
on how her offer compares with the 
others. The society requires the free 
use of all necessary halls, a large hall 
for the exhibition of fruits, vegetables, 
manufactured articles, etc. Our town 
hall is just adapted for that purpose. 
A hall for the society to meet in ou the 
first day. The Institute hall would 
answer that purpose. The use ot' a 
church for the annual address on the 
second day. The South or Methodist 
church would answer. On the second 
day a hall would he required for the an¬ 
nual dinner. No better place than the 
skating rink could be suggested. A 
field is required for the exhibition of 
livestock, implements, etc., and land 
for the plowing piatch, where anywhere 
from twelve to twenty teams lake part, 
using 1-6 of an acre and headlands for 
each team. That is a matter easily ar¬ 
ranged as there are numerous fields 
handy. A sufficient police force would 
be required on the exhibition and plow¬ 
ing fields. A general co-operation of 
all citizens is desirable, as the placing 
of the articles in the hall and much of 
the work must necessarily be done by 
citizens in the immediate vicinity, un¬ 
der the direction of the society’s officer. 
Peabody has not had the show since 
1861, when it was South Danvers, and 
since then the large towns in the coun¬ 
ty have nearly all had the fair. We 
trust those who are interested will at 
once move in the matter, and that our 
.store keepers will see the advantage to 
themselves and heartily co-operate. If 
the members of the society residing in 
town would start the movement, there 
is not much doubt but what the fair will 
come here next season. 

The Blaine and Logan llifles of this 
town turned out about 160 torches last 
Thursday evening to take part in the 
parade at Haverhill. They with the 
4Salem battalions were met in Danvers 
by the Danvers battalion, and escorted 
to the Boston & Maine depot, where a 
special train took them to Haverhill. 
They were accompanied by the Salem 
Brass Baud. Several gentlemen at¬ 
tended them as honorary members of 
the Major’s staff. About 200 tickets 
were sold from this town. The demon- 
-stration at Haverhill was a complete 
success. There were from 1500 to 
1800 men in line, and they presented a 
fine* appearance. A novel feature of 
the procession was a company of one 
hundred “Mother Hubbards”from Low¬ 
ell. All had clean shaven faces, and 
were attired in long night gowns and 
eight caps, carrying tallow dips in their 
bands. They created intense amuse¬ 
ment along the route. The Peabody 
battalion received much applause for 
their flue marching and orderly deport¬ 
ment. A collation was served which 
required one hundred and fifty gallons 
of coffee and 2200 rations. The boys 
had a good time and will remember 
their visit to Haverhill long after the 
campaign is over. They reached home 
about half past oue o’clock. 

Dr. Beardsley began a course of in¬ 
teresting lectures at the Peabody Insti¬ 
tute last Monday which are very highly 
spoken of.—“Very many of the physi¬ 
cal ills and infirmities so prevalent are 
the direct result of the violation of the 
laws of health, which we may know, 
and are therefore preventable. There 
is no more imperative need on the part 
of the people than a better knowledge 
of the human system. These facts lift 
into prominence the unusual privileges 
proffered in the lectures of Dr. Beard¬ 
sley. The doctor possesses the happy 
art of slating great facts in a most sim¬ 
ple and interesting manner, relieved of 
the burdensome nomenclature usually 
so potent in such lectures. With the 
minikin, charts, and profuse illustra¬ 
tions a better knowledge of physiology 
may thus be obtained than in private 
reading of months. No person can 
afford to lose the course of lectures to 
he given by the doctor on practical 
physiology at the Institute.” Subject 
this evening the eye and ear. 

We regret to learn of the continued 
ill health of the wife of Rev. Mr. Chip- 
man of the Baptist church. Mr. Chip- 
man will take a vacation of four or five 
weeks and accompany his wife to the 
South where she will remain during the 
winter. Should she not recover suffi¬ 
ciently to stand our New England cli¬ 
mate, his resigination would have to be 
accepted, a thing the society do not 
wish to do at present.

Mr. Haskell’s nomination was made 
unanimous.

When artificial somnambulism is 
complete consciousness is abolished ex¬ 
cept as it is revived bv suo’irestions 
from the opera;or. Anaesthesia is so 
complete that a largo number of the 
grayest surgical operations have been 
performed under it. In fact, artificial 
anm-sthesia was first induced in this 
manner, before the use of ether or 
chloroform became known. No death 
is known from tins anaesthetic; some¬ 
thing which cannot be said of any of 
the chemical hypnotics. The onlv ob¬ 
jection to the employment of this in 
preference to cnloroform aud ether is 
the fact that only a limited number of 
persons can be thus influenced, and 
that a considerable time is 
put the subject under it, 

The more confidence the operator 
has in iiis own ability, and the greater 
the belief of the patient in the alleged 
powers of the operator, the more often 
and the sooner will these effects be 
brought about. With every repetition 
of the process the easier will the effects 
be induced. Some subjects are liable 
logo into the “condition” at will, by 
simply concentrating the attention on 
one subject for a very few minutes. 

llie so-called “trance speakers” 
(when not arrant frauds) are examples 
of self-induced artificial somnambu¬ 
lism. Tae late Dr. Geo. M. Beard, of 
Ni3\v York, devoted a great deal of at¬ 
tention to rate subject of “trance,” mi- 
dor which term he included all varieties 
of somnambulism, natural aud artifi¬ 
cial. Ho thought any strong impress¬ 
ion on tiie mind—such as terror, won¬ 
der, expectation, etc.—was suflioient tu 
abolish the powers of a large number 
of the brain colis, while a section of 
them became unnaturally active; and 
that the phenomena of serpent charm¬ 
ing showed that the same influences 
worked upon the lower animals as up¬ 
on men. In the somnambulistic condi¬ 
tion the memory is sometimes almost 
incredibly exalted; words, sentences, 
whom, pages of books, heard or read 
but once, are sometimes repeated with 
the accuracy of the phonograph. Tiie 
faculty of language may be greatly ex¬ 
alted—persons who have never shown 
any such tendency may speak in rhyme 
for hours, or use the choicest words, 
whose ordinary ianguage is of the most 
commonplace order. Similar devia¬ 
tions from the ordinary methods of ex¬ 
pression have been noted in persons 
under the influence of opium, alcohol, 
and Indian hemp, as well as in mental 
derangement. They are in no way 
proofs of anything supernatural. New 
combination* of ideas are formed, but 
absolutely nothing new has been added 
to the stock of human knowledge by 
these remarkable utterences. The Py¬ 
thoness of Delphi and other wonderful 
oracles of the eider times are probably 
rhyming somnambulists of this order, 
who were under the direction and con¬ 
trol of cunning priests.

Cigars And Smoking in Cuba. 


risk for cigars in 


In Cuba, if you 
Euirlish in a tobacco shop, you will get 
eicarets. They call cigars tobacco; 
eigarets are called clirarros. Cigars 
are exceedingly cho.-in there. The 
famous Henry Clays, which in this 
country command 30 cuius and arc not 
then sure to be sell there for 

#U) a hundred. You can get very 
good cigars for four or live cents; and 
the favorite with gentlemen of taste, 
the great black Brevas, sell for from 
six to eight cents sing.y. These Brevas 
are certainly delicious on lop of a 
hearty dinner. They are not pretty. 
They are rough, coarse, badly made 
in appearance, and are usually twisted 
a little awry. But, as the Irish say, 
they have the real stuff iu them. 
Russia, which in all the markets of 
the world, is the most tasteful buyer 
and carries off the best of everything, 
manages to get all the best Brevas. 
America couid have them, but America 
is not a good buyer. She considers 
the looks of things rather than the 
quality. They tea the most astonish¬ 
ing siories about cigars in Cuba, in¬ 
vesting mem witii brains, stomachs, 
and nerves. Every Cuban will positive¬ 
ly assure you that if you let a cigar get 
old and dry, you run a risk of its 
having acquired disease, vices and bad 
habits. They say it may get obstinate 
and smoke crooked; it may have 
drunk iu bad odors and made itself 
sick. They positively assert that 
cigars get sea-sick on the ocean, and 
in that condition are not fit to smoke. 
But sea-sickness greatly improves them 
and in ten days or two weeks after 
they have been landed they are so 
greatly improved as to be worth half 
as much again as they were before 
they went to sea. The consequence is, 
that the Cubans in New York who had 
cigars sent to them from home are 
envied by their friends in Cuba, and I 
heard of at least one case of a man in 
Havana who has all his cigars sent on 
voyages up or down the coast and 
back again before he smokes them or 
offers them to his friends. 

Cigarets are sold at two packages 
for five cents in Cuba. The "Cubanas 
are the best. The Cubans open the 
ends, unroll them, and roll them up 
again. In the Honradez factory the 
new American and French machinery 
for making ready-roiled eigarets has 
been introduced. The machines turn 
out 1,500 pretty little cylinders of paper 
loaded with tobacco every hour. But 
I did not see any Cuban smoke one. 1 
asked an old smoker why this was, and 
told him that cigaret-smoking was 
never popular in this country until the 
trick of making them all ready for use 
was put into practice. “Well,” said 
he, “they will never be popular here. 
We like to unroll the cigaret and see 
what it is made of; and we like to roll 
it up again so as to be sure it is rolled 
just right.” It really seems to me a 
mercy that this case, for the people 
would smoke themselves into solid ma¬ 
hogany if it were not or this practice. 
The time they take to unroll and roil 
their eigarets is the only rest their 
bodies get while they are awake. 
While walking along the streets of 
Havana as you glance into the open 
houses you will frequenty see iu the 
big, cool hallways a man seated by a 
little table rolling eigarets. He will 
be pleased to have you walk in and 
look at him. He has a heap of small 
pieces of straw paper and a mound of 
black, flaky tobacco, and his hands 
twinkle in the rapidity of their move¬ 
ments. He wears a s range-looking 
brass thimbie on one linger, and bv a 
poke and a dab with this he folds and 
presses in the ends of the paper on 
each cigaret. Thus are the workmen 
of the cigaret factories scattered ail 
over the city. Each man gets a cer¬ 
tain number of sheets of paper and a 
certain weight of tobacco—sufficient for 
the manufacture of 3,000 eigarets a 
day—the usual product of an active 
man’s spare time. The paper and 
tobacco are weighed before he gets 
them, and he must bring back eigarets 
of exactly that weight. These work¬ 
men are the hall porters in the private 
and business houses, and earn a little 
extra sum in this manner. 

The highest-priced cigars that I saw 
in Havanna sold at wholesale for $50 
a hundred. They w r ere jet black and 
very smoothly made. Each one was 
wrapped in silver foil. The value of 
them seemed to lie in the variety of 
perfect leaves of the great size required 
for their manufacture .—New York, Sun . 


In the flowery kingdom, says Wong 
Chin Foo, in the Brooklyn Eagle , men 
get tired of life, of society, of the end¬ 
less struggle for existence and retire to 
some retreat where they can pass their 
remaining days in quiet, study, and 
benefaction. These retreats (mi-au) 
correspond to the monasteries ot Chris¬ 
tian lands. They are invariably long 
brick buildings, one story in height, 
simple and solemn in arcnitecture, and 
located either upon the mountains or 
in the depths of forests. Around the 
building is a windowless wali, symbolic 
of the busy life forever shut out from 
view. Iu the grounds and upon the 
surrounding land nature is assisted, 
but never interfered with. The flowers 
bloom and die, the trees grow gnarled 
and crooked, the weeds and creepers 
thrive until sometimes it would seem 
as if no human being lived iu the vi¬ 
cinity. Closer examination will show 
that every plant producing beautiful 
flowers and wholesome food and fruit 
is carefully watched and watered, and 
every resource of vegetation in supp ly¬ 
ing human wants husbanded to the 
last degree. This also is a symbolism 
of the brotherhood who tenant these 
retreats. To them the useful flower 
and tree represent the good of hu¬ 
manity; the weeds, the evil. The duty 
of a true manhood is to aid and develop 
those who are righteous, but not to 
injure the wrong-doer, leaving to 
nature the task of eliminating the latter 
from her great economy. These re¬ 
treats do not belong to specific orders, 
as iu the western civilization, but are 
founded by one or more persons for 
the simple sake of rest. The forms 
and ceremonies of admission amount 
to nothing. Any person who has failed 
in life, who has lost those he loved, 
who has sinned and repented, who is 
old and unable to work, is eligible. He 
presents himself, giving his name, ad¬ 
dress, and history, transfers to the 
brotherhood all he possesses, promises 
obedience to all lawful commands of 
the brother superior, loyalty, friend¬ 
ship, and sympathy to his fellow- 
members and devotion and aid to all 
human beings in sickness or distress. 
He is then admitted, given a new 
name and a new costume, assigned a 
room, instructed as to his duties, and 
the initiation is complete. From now 
on his iife is fixed. Study and conver¬ 
sation, the cultivation of the field and 
garden, or the improvement of the re¬ 
treat and the instruction of brothers 
who have been less favored, are his 
daily duties. At times lie is sent out 
to obtain subscriptions for the common 
fund, or to nurse uie sick or feed the 
starving, but these occur infrequently. 

The government of these brother¬ 
hoods is a pure autocracy. A brother 
superior governs for life. At his death 
he appoints a successor; if the appoint¬ 
ment lapse or be not made, the" broth¬ 
ers elect one of their own number. 
The regulations are about the same as 
in monasteries, omitting the element 
of religion. Cleanliness, sobriety, in¬ 
dustry, chastity,intellectuality, charity, 
and humanity are the seven stars of 
their heaven. No woman is allowed 
to cross tho threshold of the retreat; 
no wine, stimulant, or narcotic per¬ 
mitted except for medical use; no 
quarreling, loud conversation, game of 
chance, indelicate or vulgar talk is al¬ 
lowed. Disobedience is punished by 
reprimand, suspension, temporary os¬ 
tracism or expulsion, according to the 
degree of the offense.

To make the paradox complete, this 
doctrine, apparently tho most despair¬ 
ing that has ever been professed, has 
inspired prodigies of devotion iu the 
most various of races; the church of 
Nihilism has remained to our days, 
without notable schism, the most com¬ 
pact religious body of the East. This 
is certainly a most extraordinary fact 
in the history of the human mind. 
Strange iu its destiny, Buddhism is 
still more so in its philosophy, its doc¬ 
trine, its legend of its founder, in the 
odd stvle of its sacred books.”

Mr. McCarthy made a short speech 
consisting mostly of a series of worn out 
arguments in favor of the Democratic 
party and the corruption of the Repub¬ 
lican party. The chief interest of the 
eveniug centered upon Mr. Spofford, 
who is the democratic candidate for 
representative to Congress from this 
district. Mr. Spofford began by com¬ 
plimenting the battalion and the line 
ball, and proceeded to deliver from 
manuscript the speech which he has 
delivered iu every town and city where 
he has spoke in the district. He said 
that the Democratic party entered the 
campaign with no doubtful issues; the 
platform of principles had the old time 
flavor; the candidates were worthy 
men, and it was especially gratifying 
to see the cordiality with which mem¬ 
bers of the Republican party had rati¬ 
fied the acts of their Convention. In 
this old county of Essex, with a pros¬ 
pect of fusion of all the elements ol 
the opposition, we see the democracy 
responding to the demands of labor 
with quickened pulses. He claimed 
that the assertion that there was no 
difference between the two parties was 
hasty. The parties were divided upon 
antagonistic issues. The Republican 
party has been under the control of 
men whose life had largely been spent 
in Europe, who bring hither no virtues 
but their detested opposites, and who 
copy foreign customs. To these the 
Democratic party gives no encourage¬ 
ment. 

Mr. Spofford referred to the central¬ 
izing tendency of the government of 
the party in power. That in the opin¬ 
ion of Col. Stone, his opponent, the 
government is no longer a Union of 
states, but a consolidated nation, like 
the German nation. Cities play a more 
important part than states, and that the 
government possessed all power neces¬ 
sary for the exigencies of empire. 
This Mr. Spofford considered a danger¬ 
ous doctrine, and one which had been 
repudiated by so good a Republican as 
Senator Edmunds in the North Ameri¬ 
can Review. 

In regard to the present condition of 
business the speaker did not attribute 
it to natural causes, not to waDt of mer¬ 
cantile skill on our part, hut solely to 
that false policy which had closed to 
this country the markets of the world; 
he thought a change in the policy was 
expedient, if only for a change. He 
believed iu the inauguration of a policy 
whieh would open the markets of the 
old world. He was not to he classed as 
a free trader nor as a protectionist. He 
was a free trader in that raw ma.eri tls 
should come in free. This is the rule 
of the world. He was a protectionist 
as far as fostering American labor. 
The speaker then paid his respects to 
the foreign policy of the Republicans. 
The less said about it the better. It 
was a record calculated to make Ameri¬ 
cans blush with shame. 

Iu regard to the labor question, he 
expressed much sympathy. The de¬ 
mand of labor he considered to be the 
recognition of equality iu every respect 
before the law; that no man should ob¬ 
tain advantages not obtainable by all. 
That they should have a free field and a 
fair chance. Wherever the rights of 
transit are impeded, wherever the bur¬ 
den of the public debt is not borne by 
all alike, wherever the hours of labor 
are not so shortened as to contribute to 
the rest aud recreation of the sous and 
daughters of toil, wherever laud is ag¬ 
gregated in a few hands, wherever 
fraud aud monopoly lift their head, 
there is the arena of conflict. He em¬ 
phasized the idea that these views 
which he expressed were not new. 
That he hacl earnestly urged them in 
1869. 

The chairman then introduced Mr. 
James Keville, Jr., of Amesbury, who 
delivered his speech iu a ready man¬ 
ner. It was devoted principally to a 
specification of the demands which had 
been made and not acceded to by the 
Republican party. These he mentioned 
as a reduction in the hours of labor, 
the abolition of Prison Contract labor, 
the granting of an education to chil¬ 
dren uuder fourteen years of age, and 
the petition to Congress for a law pro¬ 
hibiting foreign contract labor. If, 
said the young man, you want all these 
things accomplished, vote for R. S. 
Spofford for Representative. 

Prof. Concannon,of Boston, was the 
last speaker. He brought down the 
house more frequently than the previ¬ 
ous speakers by sharp arraignment of 
the Republican party. The Salem 
Brass Band furnished music for the 
rally. 


SPARKS. 


An alarm of fire was given Sunday 
morning about 10 o’clock by the blow- 
iug of the chime whistle on King Up¬ 
ton’s glue factory on Washington 
street. Hose 1 was the first out, fol¬ 
lowed by H. & L. and steamer 2, all of 
whom went nearly to the works when 
it was reported that there was no fire. 
Hose 2 and 4 came up Washington 
street and Hose 3 made good time and 
were not far behind the other appara¬ 
tus. It is said that there was a slight 
fire in one of the dwelling houses near 
the factory, but the reason given at the 
works was that the steam leaked out of 
the whistle. While proceeding to the 
fire, Driver Duntley of the steamjer, 
smelled smoke of burning cloth, but 
did not know where it came from, until 
some one on the fire box of steamer 2 
called his attention to the fact that his 
vest was on fire. He quickly pulled it 
off aud put out the conflagration, bu^ 
not until it had nearly ruined the vest. 
When the alarm was given he had put 
his pipe in his pocket all lighted, hence 
the fire. The moral of this is: do not 
smoke a pipe, hut stick to cigars. 

“Jack,” a large dog belonging to G. 
W. Pepper, is a regular fine dog. Sun¬ 
day when the alarm was given, he 
started as fast as he could go and ran 
up Central street to meet Ilose 3 and 
ran as fast as they did, and then re¬ 
turned with Steamer 2, going as far as 
the engine house. The dog came out 
of an engine house iu Lowell, when he 
was brought here, aud has not forgot¬ 
ten his old life. He should belong to 
this department now aud would make a 
great pet at the engine house. 

Hose Company No. 3 are having a 
frame with the picture of the carriage 
and all the members in it, to be hung 
in their hall. It will be similar to the 
one in the H. & L. room, and was got 
up by Taylor & Preston of Salem. 

Engineer Folsom has been at work 
for the past few days putting ou an ar¬ 
rangement of weights, ropes aud pul¬ 
leys by. which to open the floors of the 
engine house, the drivers having them 
under their control and after they get 
ihto their seats all they have got to do 
is to pull a rope over their heads and the 
doors will fly open and fasten them¬ 
selves back. It was first put on the 
doors of Hose 1, and it worked so well 
that it was decided to adopt it ou all. 
This will do away with considerable of 
the danger to the men in opening the 
doors. 

The old banner, carried by the Gen. 
Foster Engine Company No. 2, years 
ago in all their parades in past years, 
has beea placed in the room of the 
Board of Engineers in the Town 
House. The banner is of silk, has the 
name of the compauy, with their motto, 
date of organization and a picture of 
the South Church on the square, with 
the Foster throwing a stream of water 
over the steeple. It has been for some 
time past in the charge of George W. 
Ton* of Hose 1, and he is the one who 
presented it to the department. 

The Engineers have been around 
putting the hydrants in order for the 
winter, and testing them. 

R. H. Brown & Co. have placed the 
Harden Hand Grenade iu their factory 
for fire purposes. 

The hydrant at the corner of Central 
and Elm streets was found to be brok¬ 
en, by Engineer Folsom last Saturday, 
while going his rounds testing those iu 
his district. He reported it, and a new 
one was put in Saturday night. 

We noticed quite a number of out¬ 
siders riding on the apparatus, taking 
up the places of firemen. The pieces 
of fire apparatus are neither horse cars 
or pleasure barges, and what room 
there is on them is for the use of fire¬ 
men only. 

There should be a gong on both the 
steamers, as Sunday when the alarm 
was given the streets were full of peo¬ 
ple and several nearly got run over by 
standiug in the road. z.

Society begin rehearsals in Lyceum 
Hall, Salem. The Oratorio of the 
Messiah will be the first work.

Do they know that 
the effect of British rule in India, now 
completed by free trade, has totally de¬ 
stroyed all the native manufactures, 
some of them the oldest and their prod¬ 
ucts the finest known to commerce? 
No; the free traders forget to tell you 
the effect free trade with England has 
had on countries exporting food and ca¬ 
pable of maintaining manufactures of 
their own.

The Senatorial District whose re¬ 
publican delegates have nominated 
Gen. Cogswell, is a close one, at best, 
lion. X. A. Horton, the last Republi¬ 
can senator, barely pulled through. For 
the past two years, a democrat has been 
chosen. With the hope of changing 
the course of the current, the Republi¬ 
cans nominated a man popular with the 
masses, and the strongest Republican, 
in our judgment, who could have been 
named. 

At the'same time he will need the 
entire vole of his party. And to gain 


this, all minor differences should have 


been harmonized in the Convention. 
Marblehead had given the district two 
nominees; they were good men and 
true; they ought to have been elected; 
now that the democrats had placed a 
weaker man in nomination than Spar- 
hawk, it was but natural that Marble¬ 
head should feel that in going to Salem 
for the nominee some consideration, in 
other respects, should be paid to her 
claims. 

It is plain enough that no considera¬ 
tion was paid to anything or anybody, 
at the Senatorial Convention save Sa¬ 
lem itself. The Convention, is so con¬ 
stituted by the present apportionment 
that Salem can name every nominee 
for Senator, and every man on the 
State Central Committee from now un¬ 
til the end of all time. They can en¬ 
tirely ignore Peabody, Marblehead and 
Lynn field, as their united vote is not a 
majority. This is what they did. Not 
content with the nomination of Cogs¬ 
well, which was a good one, they must 
have Hubbard Breed on the Central 
Committee, whose only qualification, 
that we know of, is that he has h^d it 
one year. 

When it was found that Peabody and 
Marblehead were a unit against his 
election, it might be natural to suppose 
that for the sake of harmony, for the 
sake of the election of Gen. Cogswell, 
Mr. Breed would have withdrawn. In¬ 
stead of that, he urged his own claims 
to the position, although he had no 
right to speak in the Convention. Pie 
even went so far as to condemu a for¬ 
mer Chairman of our Republican Com¬ 
mittee, who happened, fortunately, to 
be a delegate, for not appointing him 
(Breed) to the position the year previ¬ 
ous. But he aud his friends must have 
ate a good dish of crow, instanter, 
when they were promptly informed by 
Mr. Proctor, that- he had consulted 
leading Republicans in that city who in¬ 
formed him that Breed was not fit for 
life position; that he could call names, 
iff necessary; and that some of them 
were there as delegates him in the 
Convention. Mr. Proctor came out of 
that little brush with great credit to 
himself aud considerable confusion to 
the friends of Mr. Breed. 

The facts in the matter appear to be, 
that no Salem man could be a delegate 
to that Convention without previously 
pledging himself to support Breed. 
And it is also intimated that it was a 
punishment to Marblehead for sending 
Stone delegates to the Congressional 
Convention. Marblehead had a right 
to send Stone delegates, or any other, 
without the dictation of Salem. Pea¬ 
body would have sent ^ Stone delegates 
had the caucus been held a week later. 

Save that the claims of Peabody, at 
some future time, can pe ignored in 
the same manner, we have no particu¬ 
lar interest. If Salem had presented a 
man unusually popular in this district, 
it might be overlooked,. for once, that 
» - ' > 


The democratic press in this Con¬ 
gressional district, notably the Valley 
Visitor of Newbury,port, are seriously 
exercised because of the failure of the 
People’s party to endorse R. S. Spof¬ 
ford. The claim is made that it was 
the wish of Gen. Butler that he should 
be so endorsed, which may or may not 
be true, though why it should be 
material is not as clear. It is clear 
enough, though, that Mr. Spofford can 
not go to Congress without the aid of 
the Butler men. And none see this 
better than the Democrats. Hence 
these tears. 

It is also evident, and has been for 
the last two elections, that Cot Stone 
owed his election to the refusal of these 
same Butler men to fuse with the 
Democrats. To the same cause Col. 
Stone will owe his election this year, ii 
he is sent to Congress again from this 
district. 

It is not surprising, therefore, that it 
should appear of great moment to 
Mr. Spofford, that the People’s party 
should fuse with the Democrats; and of 
equal moment, also, to Col. Slone that 
they should not fuse. Neither is it 
surprising that influences should have 
been brought to bear, by both parties, 
for the accomplishment of the end in 
view. Nor that influence, in the way 
of money, should have been exerted 
where it was thought to do the most 
good. 

This, it would seem by the story told 
in the Convention by Lewis li. Power, 
is just what has been done. All at¬ 
tempt was made, whether successful or 
not does not matter, to purchase the 
influence of G. H. Litcbman in favor 
of fusion. Mr. Litcbman was called 
up in the Convention and did not deny 
it. He denied. that he yielded to the 
temptation, and asked them if they 
supposed he could turn the party one 
way or the other. This was well put. 
And we think it may be very doubtful 
if he could have done so. That he 
might have thought he had the ability 
to do so may not be the matter of so 
much doubt. 

But the sequel to the matter is of 
some consequence. It is intimated, 
as we are informed, that Litchman had 
an offer from the other side, as well. 
And if he did,that might have been car¬ 
ried out. Because the Convention, and 
by his assistance, did refuse to make a 
fusion with the Democrats. Whether 
it was sufficient of a trade to enrich the 
coffers of any one; whether Col. Stone 
was any poorer by the operation, is 
what we should like to know. 

It must be interesting to those of the 
People’s party who are honest in the 
avowal of their principles, and we 
think there are some of them, to find 
that they are entirely at the mercy of 
leaders whose only care is for their own 
enrichment. But this has been the 
case with the labor movement from the 
beginning. Unprincipled leaders, who 
cared only for their own aggrandize¬ 
ment, have led their followers which¬ 
ever way they would. With the growth 
of the party this will cease; aud Mr. 
Litchman, even Gen. Butler, may some 
day find that he does not hold any Con¬ 
vention or any nomination in his vest 
pocket. But the voters of this district 
ought to rebuke all such bribery. If 
Col. Stone has offered money to Litch- 
mau,to buy his party,—and if such was 
offered, that was the object,—he should 
not be elected. The same is true with 
regard to Spofford. And we are not 
sure but that the wisest course for the 
voters of this district to take, is to re¬ 
buke both candidates, if these stories 
are true, and elect John I. Baker as the 
next Congressman from this district. 


Several weeks since, a committee 
appointed from the Lyceum and Libra¬ 
ry Committee of the Peabody Institute 
were instucted to wait on the Board of 
Selectmen, aud request that they grant 
the use of the large Hall for the lec¬ 
tures free of charge. These lectures 
have been held in the Institute until 
last year, when the experiment was 
tried of having them in the Town Hall. 
It was a success. More people, on an 
average, attended them than could be 
admitted to the Institute. It was there¬ 
fore considered that enough of interest 
was taken by our citizens in attendance 
upon them to warrant a change perma¬ 
nently. 

But the lectures are free. A fund 
established by Mr. Peabody pays for 
them. But it does not pay for the use 
of the Town Hall. And if the town 
has outgrown the Institute as a lecture 
hall—if in order to extend the privilege 
of attendance to all citizens of the 
town t it is wise to hold them in the 
large Town Hall, who is to defray the 
expense? If the money for the rent of 
the Hall comes from the Institute fund, 
it must be taken from the amount 
which might otherwise be appropriated 
for lectures. 

It was therefore thought by the Com¬ 
mittee that if the town would grant the 
hall free, several more lectures could 
he given, and the people receive just 


that much more instruction in accqfd-; 
ance with the terms of the bequest. 
After some deliberation, the Board of 
Selectmen have declined to grant the 
wish of the Lyceum ancl LibVary Com¬ 
mittee. It is probable, therefore, that 
a special town meeting will be called, 
to see if the citizens will not authorize 
them to grant the free use of the ball, 
that there may be more lectures aud 
that all may be accommodated. AY e 
cannot conceive of any objection that 
can be made to the proposed arrange¬ 
ment. 


Gen. William Cogswell is a man 
whom every voter in this Senatorial 
district should feel a pride in voting 
for. He is a man of liberal views aud 
of marked ability, who would not only 
represent the district fitly in the Mas¬ 
sachusetts Senate, but who Would have 
been a strong candidate for Congres¬ 
sional honors, had his friends been al¬ 
lowed the use of his name. He has 
voted the Republican ticket and is a 
loyal Republican—but is not a bitter 
partisan. lie is a friend of the labor¬ 
ing man, and we know of no reason 
why every Butler man in this district 
should not support him at the polls 
Surely he is more in sympathy with 
their views than is the candidate on 
the democratic ticket. And we fail to 
see why the People’s party should be 
expected always to fuse with that party 
whose principles they profess to abhor. 
Gen. Cogswell will need every vote he 
can gel, aud he should get the full 
vote of the liberal meu of this district.

And it shows how hopeless they con¬ 
sider their cause. It shows that the 
People’s party is progressing and mak¬ 
ing sorry inroads in their ranks. But 
the thing itself is the height of folly. If 
Butler, himself, had any idea of receiv¬ 
ing aid from the Republicans, it must 
have been dispelled after his letters 
announcing his candidacy. Then again 
Butler never yet run a campaign except 
for himself. And, finally, if the story 
were true, the Republican Committee 
who are running this Presidential cam¬ 
paign would never “ give it away. 
No one will be deceived, who stops to 
think seriously about the matter. 


AVe are glad that an effort is being 
made and in earnest, to induce the Es¬ 
sex Agricultural Society to hold their 
next Annual Fair in Peabody.

; The People’s Party held their Con¬ 
gressional Convention in Salem, Wed¬ 
nesday, Judge I. W. Andrews, of Dan¬ 
vers, presiding. It was a lively and 
enthusiastic meeting. After several 
I hours were spent in talk, some of which 
reflected quite severely upon a certain 
prominent advocate of Gen. Butler in 
this County, and also upon some of the 
adherents of Cleveland and Hendricks 
in Newburyport w r lio tried to pack a 
caucus iu the interest of Mr. Spofford, 
it was voted not to fuse with the Dem -1 
ocrats, and Hon. John I. Baker, of 
Beverly, was unanimously nominated 
for Congress. Mr. Baker was not in 
the convention, hut will doubtless ac¬ 
cept the nomination, as lie has agreed 
to stand by the action of that body, 
whatever it may have been. The next 
day they held their County Convention 
and the “circus” was continued. Fi¬ 
nally John J. Sheehan, of Salem, was 
nominated for county commissioner, 
receiving 69 votes to 31 for Frank E. 
Farnham of this town. The Councillor 
Convention was then organized and 
Edward II. Lomasney, of Lynn, was 
nominated, receiving 61 voles to 51 for 
Robert Tan* of Gloucester. Mr. Lom¬ 
asney declined and the convention ad¬ 
journed subject to the call of District 
Committee and no nomination was 
made. 

The registration law is so framed 
that certain citizens are completely dis¬ 
franchised, who by all the force of 
common sense should have the right to 
deposit their ballot for national and 
slate officers. For instance there is the 
family of Mr. Peter Sim, in which 
there are five voters. They have lived 
in this commonwealth nearly all their 
lives, and have answered all the require¬ 
ments of voters except they were so 
unfortunate as to change their resi¬ 
dence from Peabody to Salem about 
the last of May. This simple fact de¬ 
bars them from voting anywhere next 
month. They cannot say they have 
lived in either Peabody or Salem six 
months next preceding the November 
election. In equity and fairness they 
should he as»essed in one place or the 
other aud allowed to deposit their vote 
for national and state officers, although 
it may not be just that they should vole 
in municipal affairs-

Even as the Lord confounded the 
language of all the earth, at the build¬ 
ing of the tower of Babel, so the vari¬ 
ous theoretic opinions of the hour, have 
confounded the mind of humanity in 
regard tp “woman’s work,” her sphere, 
and her usefulness.

realized, iu some cases, and however 
near the ideal may be approximated in 
many others, society is being continu¬ 
ally reinforced by a multitude of youth 
of both sexes, turned loose upon it from 
homes that are merely places to sleep 
and feed in, from the hands of parents 
whose only claim to the name is, that 
they have brought them into the world, 
and clothed and fed them a few years, 
that done, considered their services at 
an end. These untrained, undisciplined 
become an easy prey to evils already 
existing, or the originators of new 
forms of vice; and thus the safety of so¬ 
ciety is imperiled. The safeguards 
thrown around children in their own 
homes, and the training they receive 
there, are not proof against the seduc¬ 
tions that meet them on every hand, 
as they go forth into the world of active 
life, as many melancholy instances 
show. 

Evil influences, vicious practices, 
are not confined to the slums and sew¬ 
ers, but penetrate their death-dealing 
virus, like noxious gases, in schools 
aud homes. While this is the case, it 
seems very short-sighted and a narrow, 
as well as a dangerous policy, for wom¬ 
an to confine her work to her own 
home. What elevates society at large, 
elevates her own household; and what 
degrades society, degrades the home 
circle soouer or later. 

When Harriet Martineau visited 
America, a little less than half a ceutu- 
ry ago, she was told, that the abolition¬ 
ists were unsexing women, so that good 
men found it necessary to republish in 
this country good liltleEnglish books on 
her appropriate sphere. “But what is 
her appropriate sphere?” inquired Miss 
M. “Why, certainly a special and dif¬ 
ferent one from man’s” was the reply. 
“But if so, she should have a special 
aud different Christ.” “But, dear Miss 
Martineau is it possible you think wom¬ 
en have the same duties and rights as 
men?” “I think,” she replied, “her 
powers ought to settle that question.” 
Thus it seems easy for the reader to 
realize, that to-dav, public sentiment is 
more nearly in accordance with Miss 
Martineau, while a vote for Belva Lock- 
wood, for President of these United 
Slates should not be considered the 
sum total of all Woman’s Work.”

She Wanted to Walk. 


“One of the most excited mobs I 
ever saw in my life was the one which 
attempted to hang Junius Brutus Booth 
at Cincinnati the morning after Lin¬ 
coln’s assassination.”

He came up to the desk, and as 
he did so I informed him that I thought 
it would be best for him not to go out 
in the streets. He looked at me in 
amazement, and asked what I meant.

He replied that he had not. I didn’t 
like to say any more, and he walked 
oft.looking greatly puzzled. Going to a 
friend, who was standing near, he asked 
in a rather excited manner what that 
young man meant by talking that way, 
and wanted to know if I wasn’t crazy. 
The man told him no, that 1 was the 
clerk. More mystified than ever he 
returned and demanded my reason for 
the remark. I saw then that he was 
in ignorance of the tragedy, and 
reluctantly informed him that his 
brother had killed the President. He 
was the most horrified man that I ever 
saw, and for the moment he wag over¬ 
come with the shock. I suggested to 
him that it would be better to go in his 
room, and he did so, being accompanied 
by one or two of his friends. 

“He had scarcely gone up-stairs be¬ 
fore the room was ill led with people.

The mob watched 
the house so ciosely that it was four or 
five days before he had a chance to 
leave. We finally smuggled him away, 
however. 

“I’ve seen four or five different ac¬ 
counts of that circumstance, but none 
of them were correct. The story that 
he was disguised as a woman to effect 
his escape is all wrong. He left in his 
ordinary clothing .”—Louisville Courier 
Journal.

REPUBLI CAN RALLY 


Last evening the Republicans held 
another rally at the town hall. The 
Blaine & Logan Rifles turned out about 
75 torches and taking the speakers at 
the hotel, marched down Main street to 
the Institute and countermarched to 
the hall. There were about 800 pre¬ 
sent. The Salem Brass Band played a 
very taking medley, and were heartily 
encored. After cheers for the candi¬ 
dates, J. Fred Ingraham introduced 
Hon. B. C. Perkins as President of the 
meeting. Mr. Perkins said we meet to¬ 
night the same grand old party, unbro¬ 
ken from Lincoln to Arthur. Gen. 
McClellan said the Democratic party 
was the same, it had not changed. The 
only danger to our candidates is over 
confidence by our victories in Maine 
and Ohio. We have to honor the name 
of one of the foremost men in the Na¬ 
tion, foremost for equal rights to every 
man in this country, James G. Blaine. 

The other is a man who by his lidelity 
and courage is worthy of the suffrages 
of this couutry, John A. Logan. We 
^re confronted by. the same old party 
who have blocked the wheels of this 
country’s progress since and before the 
war. In 1872 some bolted the nomina¬ 
tion of Grant to discipline the Repub¬ 
lican party, among them Sumner and 
Shurz, but they returned. There are 
others this year who propose to disci¬ 
pline the pcrty and if Mr. Cleveland 
represents their views, if he conies up 
to their standard of intellect and mo¬ 
rality, they can vote for him, hut I say 
he is not the man for that high office, 
politically, morally or any other way. 
The chairman then introduced Hon. 

W. W. Rice of Worcester.who said the 
great presidential contest produces 
good things and chief among them is 
to discuss political questions, take our 
healings and see what our duty is. The 
Republican parly is the graud old par¬ 
ty. You hear people say there is no 
difference between the parties. Let ns 
see. What is the Democratic party? 
Where begun? its purposes and desti¬ 
ny. It was co-eval with the slave par¬ 
ty. It had great men as its supporters, 
but they did not have principles suita¬ 
ble for the benefit of the country. The 
founders of the Democratic party op¬ 
posed the Federal constitution, were 
for state rights. Jefferson was a state 
right man, and the party has been the 
same from that day to this. Those 
great statesmen were from the South 
and were in favor of slavery. They 
built the Democratic party and there 
the party stands to-day. The party, 
under the lead of Jefferson, obtained 
power and held it sixty years. • W hat 
wa 3 the result? The nation was on the 
verge of dissolution, it could borrow 
money only at 12 per cent. In 1S60 
the people arose in their might aud 
took the government into their own 
hands. The war was fought. The 
Democratic principles on one side and 
Republican principles on the other. 
The contest was gained. What is the 
result—24 years of prosperity, such as 
no nation ever saw before. Is theie 
anv difference between the parties? 
Gen. McClellan says the Democratic 
party is just the same as it always was. 
The Democratic party has no princi¬ 
ples. 

The Republican party say every citi¬ 
zen is entitled to protection under the 
fiiur of the nation, not the flag of thirty- 
eight states. The pn t eliou of indi s 
try and ;al>or and to build up American 
labor by a protective tariff, that is the 
doctrine or the Republican party. The 
Democratic party is opposed to protec¬ 
tion, why v Because three-fifths of the 
Democratic party are at the South a*nd 
the South are for free trade. One party 
on one side and one on the other. 
Here the speaker dwelt at length on 
the tariff question and told why Great 
Britain is a free trade country after 
protecting her industries until she was 
the market of the world. Aud now 
she wants a market for her goods and , 
that market is America, with fifty-five 
million of free people. But the Re¬ 
publican party says we will build up 
around this people by protection aud 
keep Great Britain out of this market. 
The wages of the laborer are 77 per 
cent, more in this country than in Eng¬ 
land and the cost of living is only 13 
per cent. more. Men are finding this 
out and coming out of the Democratic 
parly and taking sides with the grand 
old party to protect their homes and 
American labor. I talk of this with 
pride and I can talk of our candidates 
with equal pride. Here he spoke of 
the necessity of returning Col. Stone to 
Congress. Said he knew the Demo¬ 
cratic candidate, he represented great 
railroad interests and he had met him 
in Washington. Will he tell you where 
he stands on the tariff question? Our 
candidate, I have no words of apology 
f or —the great idol of the Republican 
party, Janies G. Blaine. If 1 had the 
time I would like to take those Mulli¬ 
gan letters from beginning to end, let 
ter by letter and line by line, and if J 
■did, your verdict would be acquittal 
without leaving your seats. After those 
letters were sent to the Senate, Garfield 
made him his confidential adviser, and 
on the fourth of November we will give 
him the victory. A mighty Repuhlicaa 


army will bear our great leaders to th e 
President and Vice President’s chairs 
of these United States. 

lion. Geo. A. Harden of Lowell 
was the next speaker and his many 
points were still more forcibly made by 
witty illustrations. He said he wished 
he could make a speeGli like the able 
gentleman from Worcester, but then he 
had rather play the cornet like the lead¬ 
er of the band. Probably though he 
would not get more than ninety-nine 
out of “ Old Hundred,” if he did. I 
should infer from remarks from your 
president that the Republicans carried 
Ohio. That is a mistake. Did you 
read the Boston Globe? The Globe 
said the Democrats carried Ohio, said 
Maine’s 20,000 majority was a Repub¬ 
lican set back. When Ohio went hack 
on the Democrats they said we had met 
another defeat. They will go along 
whistling after Nov. 4th just as if they 
had given us another set hack. If they 
are willing to take their revenge in 
these kind of set backs, all right. I 
have got the Democratic platform, it is 
just 48 inches long in solid minion type. 
Gen. Butler said he studied it twenty-six 
hours and then gave it up. If he 
couldn’t make anything out of it, there 
is no use for the rest of us to try. The 
Democratic platform says the Republi¬ 
can party is a reminiscence. A remi¬ 
niscence of what? of freedom and the 
Democratic party, one of oppression, 
Republican of loyalty, the Democratic 
of treason, Republican of equal rights, 
Democrats of tyranny. They say change 
is necessary,because we have §100,000,- 
000 surplus in the treasury. Nothing 
makes a Democrat mad so quick as to 
say surplus to him. A Democrat never 
leaves a surplus. New York City has 
no surplus, Boston has no surplus and 
Lowell under Democratic rule for two 
years now has no surplus. In 1860 
they left no surplus in the treasury. 
They talk as if this surplus was a great 
thing; are we going to steal it? We 
waut it to pay our debts. What is 
§100,000,000 to a country like ours. 

We don’t appreciate this country be¬ 
cause it is so large. We raised corn 
enough this year to pay the national 
debt, to say nothing of the wheat, etc. 
That would give surplus enough to 
scare the Democratic party to death. 
The Democratic party has always been 
against protection; they believe in the 
silver dollar as coined to-day. They 
say they believe iu a free ballot and 
free count. How do they count? They 
start into this contest with the solid 
south and we all know how the south 
is made solid. If there is an Irishman 
here, I want to say to you, you couldn’t 
get a foot of land in Ireland but as 
soon as you are a citizen here you can 
go and get 160 acres of land for noth¬ 
ing, so much at least has the Republi¬ 
can party done for you. And when 
you see the Irishmen coming into the 
Republican party you see the Inde¬ 
pendents commence to paddle their 
way to the half way house of St. John 
or Belva Lockw T ood, but don’t worry 
your gizzard about that. The Republi¬ 
cans are as solid as a rock, while the 
Democratic party is spit right in two, a 
little on one side. When he met 
man belonging to the People’s party he 
said “shake.” If you have a People’s 
party in town, cherish it, for the hud 
will blossom in the Republican party. 
Why have we Prohibitionists, simply 
to prohibit James G. Blaine from beiug 
president. A man who was ever a Re¬ 
publican and says conscientiously that 
he can’t vote for Blaine I respect him, 
the one who will vote for Cleveland I 
abhor. What are the principles adopt¬ 
ed by both parties? Who established 
them? the Republican party, and main¬ 
tained them. Take the Democratic 
party with its principles and put the 
banner of purity in its hand and still it 
is the same old party.

DEMOCRATIC RALLY. 


The democrats held their second rally 
in the Town Hall Thursday evening. 
The Battalion turned out and escorted 
the speakers to the hall, where llufus 
li. Brown, Esq., was introduced as the 
chairman of the meeting. Mr. Brown 
said he was glad to see so mauy present 
ready to tell of the faith that was in 
them. The democratic party was the 
old party—organized when the govern¬ 
ment was fouuded. It has been in 
power the larger part of the time since. 
Other parties have arisen and passed 
away. The present Republican party 
is the old Anti slavery party strength¬ 
ened by the Whig party. Its rallying 
cry in the beginning was principles— 
not men, now it is men—not principles. 
This charge is warranted by the man 
put in nomination—a man whom the 
state of Maine sent to Washington to 
make laws—but who used his influ¬ 
ence for his personal advantage. He 
believed the people were honest, and 
wanted honest men, and that they 
would declare on the Fourth of Novem¬ 
ber that James G. Blaine was not one 
of them. The democrats present a 
man who has been mayor of Buffalo, 
Governor of New York, and who pre¬ 
sents qualities of which statesmen are 
made. He proceeded to introduce as 
first speaker Col. Jonas H. French of 
Boston. 

Col. French said he was glad to see 
so many present who were voters. He 
was told that in Gloucester to-night 
they were going to paint the town red. 
But he noticed as he passed the depot 
where the Republican battalion were 
waiting to take the cars, that they were 
not going to do it with master work¬ 
men; for they were mostly boys to do 
the work. He said as many could vote 
In Massachusetts as the law would al¬ 
low. It was free suffrage if you had 


hearers—that the democratic party is a 
party of free trade. There was no 
greater falsehood. (The speaker then 
read from a portion of the platform, 
which seemed to favor protection.) 
They did not propose to take off duties 
where it would injure the interests of 
American labor. They proposed to re¬ 
duce taxation. The tariff is a tax- a 
burden. They proposed to so reduce 
it that burdens should be removed from 
the people. In regard to the; Morrison 
tariff, that was a clean reduction of 
20 per cent; with the understanding 
that if the 20 per cent, reduction should 
reduce the revenue more than to corre¬ 
spond with the tariff of 1846, it should 
not operate. He was in favor of re¬ 
moving the duties on raw materials, 
Gov. Robinson said England desired to 
obtain possession of our market. We 
had fifty millions of people which she 
wished to supply. England herself has 
two hundred and seventy-five millions 
for whom it manufactures goods. If 
we would open our markets the speaker 
was perfectly willing to take the chan¬ 
ces of the ability of the American mer 
chants to take England’s market and 
give her ours. 

Col. French then referred to Gen. 
Butler. Ile said he approached the 
subject with regret. He understood 
his characteristics—he loved the man. 
But Butler weut to Chicago a delegate 
of the democratic party. He was one 
of the committee ou resolutions; at a 
late moment he presented a resolution 
so worded that they could not accept 
it. It was proposed to the Convention, 
and defeated. He then left the Con¬ 
vention. It was his duty to have ac¬ 
cepted the result.

Dr. Gerdner, a surgeon attached to 
the staff of Bellevue Hospital recently 
performed successfully an operation 
whereby he removed a large piece of 
skin from the body of a suicide and 
transplanted it upon the arms of a pa¬ 
tient whose flesh had been denuded of 
its covering. The operation conflicts 
with the present theories which main¬ 
tain that the fluids of the tissues be¬ 
comes poisonous after death, and when 
placed in contact with the fluids of the 
living body produce pyaemia, or blood 
poisoning, which is generally fatal. 

The causes that led to the operation 
are as wonderful as the successful is¬ 
sue itself. Charlie Johnson a little 
boy, during the summer of 1883 was 
struck by lightning, the electric cur¬ 
rent passed through his body, tearing 
oft the clothing. The boy, 'who was 
sitting by an open window, was thrown 
to the floor, where he remained uncon¬ 
scious for several hours. He was sub¬ 
sequently removed to the hospital, 
where it was found that the greatest 
injury was done to the brain. Con¬ 
trary to all expectations ho had recov¬ 
ered and regained the full possession 
of his faculties. It was noticed, how¬ 
ever, upon his admission that the skin 
on his left shoulder and arm to the el¬ 
bow had a peculiar dark purple hue 
suggestive of gangrene. The applica¬ 
tion of stimulating lotions failed to re¬ 
store the activity of the blood vessels. 
Gradually the parts died and dropped 
off, leaving the muscles exposed, with 
ragged edges that bled under the 
slightest provocation. 

Dr. Gerdner, under whose attention 
the sufferer came, resolved to try the 
experiment of transplanting a large 
piece of skin at one time. As living 
prisoners were not willing to part with 
that useful part of their anatomy, Dr. 
Gerdner was obliged to look about for 
some other means. It is a well-known 
fact that the skin is one of the tissues 
of the body that will not reproduce if 
once its functions are destroyed. To 
avoid the evil results of a pressing ci¬ 
catrix the doctor hit upon the idea of 
using the skin of some body as soon 
after death as possible. An opportu¬ 
nity presented itself a few days after, 
when the body of a young German su¬ 
icide was brought into the morgue 
about three hours after life was ex¬ 
tinct and while still warm. Dr. Gerd¬ 
ner regarded this as the most favorable 
time for his operation, aud ho prepared 
his patient for the experiment. A few 
clever strokes from the scalpel blocked 
out a piece of skin slightly larger than 
the area to be covered on the boy’s 
arm, to allow for the shrinkage of the 
integument, which is very elastic, and 
in a few minutes more the piece was 
dissected off clear down to its muscu¬ 
lar attachments. 

The boy’s arm was cleaned of the 
scars and excoriations and the piece, 
about a foot square, cut up into small 
sections, about one-quarter of an inch 
square, was placed upon the arm. The 
work occupied about two hours, at the 
end of which the arm was completely 
covered with the new skin, ranged like 
tiles upon a hall floor. Bandages were 
applied and stimulating lotions spread 
over it. The little vessels from the 
muscles penetrated the new tissues and 
set up a healthy circulation and the 
new skin took upon itself all the func¬ 
tions of the original integument. Two 
of the little pieces refused to attach 
themselves and died, sloughing away 
without doing damage to the surround¬ 
ing parts. Nerves appeared, and sen¬ 
sation in the new covering became al¬ 
most perfect about a month afterward. 

The operation, in the face of an ar« 
tide which lately appeared in a Ger¬ 
man medical paper, which describes a 
similar case, proves that the work oi 
the American surgeon antedated the 
German operation .—New York World.

For several years I have been troubled 
with Catarrh, which seriously interfered with 
my public speaking, aud which baffled all my 
attempts to get permanent relief.

SECOND-HAND SHOPS IN 1 ’AItlS. 

There has been a good deal said in 
written about Parisian shops, but there 
one division of these tempting establishments 
that has received but scant justice from the 
foreign chronicler, and that is the multitude 
of second-hand shops wherewith Paris 
abounds. From the aristocratic Rue de 
Paris down to the ragpickers’ quarter, the 
Rue Mouffetard, there is not a street in the 
commercial quarters that does not boast of 
one or more of such establishments, while 
certain streets, such as the Rue de Provence 
or the Chaussee d’Antin are lined with them. 
They are of every grade and every style, 
from the lordly and elegantly and fitted-up 
store, whose proprietor deals only in antique 
cabinets, bronzes and tapestry, Louis XY. 
jewelry, old miniatures and ancient lace, all 
more or less genuine and especially the less, 
down to the dingy little booth stuck in £ 
corner behind some massive building wherein 
old stores and old shoes are vended to whom¬ 
soever comes to buy. All the elegancies and 
ornaments of a lady's wardrobe, for in 
stance, may fill one window; robes of satin 
and velvet, fans of point-lace and mother-of 
pearl, India shawls, cleaned gloves, battered 
hats with crushed feathers and faded ribbons, 
fine point-lace and half-worn nndergar* 
inents, satin slippers and Honitou hand¬ 
kerchiefs, all blended in one bewilderin' 
chaos. The shoes of an opera dancer are 
tangled up in the lace of a cardinal’s robe, 
nn ivory bound prayer book serves as a 
support for an inlaid box of cosmetics, a 
photograph album bound in plaques of 
malachite is half hidden under a pile of 
cambric sheets, and a carved crucifix re¬ 
poses on a sofa-cushion of enAvoidered 
velvet side by side with a broken opera- 
glass. Groups and figures in imitation 
Dresded and plates in supposed old Rouen 
contend for admiration in the other window 
with trinkets set with pale blue sapphires, 
flawed diamonds, discolored pearls or dingy’ 
opals. In these windows may be read the 
story of half of the vanished fashions of 
fifty years back. The china toilet-set of the 
late Adelaide Neilson, for instance, every 
piece painted with her monogram, encircled 
with wreath of roses, formed for a long time 
the chief ornament of a bric-a-brac shop on 
the Rue du 4 Septembre. I can lay my 
hand, figuratively speaking, on the service 
of antique delf that the King of Holland 
suffered an American adventuress to carry 
off from one of his minor palaces.

I am told by foreign tourists that while 
many of our fences are reflected in those of 
other lands, the counterpart of the zigzag 
fence is to be seen in no other country.

a lavish era of unlimited forestry. Histor 

does not record the name of the inventor 
but I have long since learned to cherish t 
profound respect for the unknown indi¬ 
vidual. It is hard for me to imagine in the 
person of this primitive rail-splitter the 
picture of an untutored backwoodsman, and 
I never follow the course of one of these 
fences without feeling a certain conscious- 
: ness that its original builder must have seen 
his work through eyes artistic as well ae 
practical. The careless abandon of its 
lines—a repetition of form in which ab¬ 
solute repetition is continually defied by the 
capricious convolution of the grain, for 
there are no two rails made in the same 
mould—and their gray satiny sheen, their 
weather-beaten stains of moss and lichen and 
ever-changing play of lights and shadows 
from their waving weeds and vines, make 
the old rail fence truly an object of real 
beauty in our landscape.

LOUIS PHXLIITE’S FLIGHT, 

In the collection of Adolphe Cremieux*s 
letters aud sayings, recently published under 
the title of “En 1848, ” there is a passage 
giving some hitherto unpublished details of 
Iiouis Philippe’s flight from the Tuileries. 
The passage runs as follows : “After several 
vain interviews with the King, Cremieux ar¬ 
rived once more at the Tuileries just as the 
mob was pouring into the Place de Caroussal 
and a butchery beginning. He was met by 
the Due de Montpensier, who asked what 
had happened. ‘I think all is lost, Mon¬ 
seigneur,’replied Cremieux. ‘The people 
press forward, the troops are shooting at 
only one place close by. The King must 
try to save himself. ’ Louis Philippe had 
heard what was said, and when Cremieux 
approached was already changiughis uniform 
for a black suit and had taken off his Order 
of the Legion of Honor. The Queen was 
present, and was soou joined by several 
ladies weeping, and dressed in mourning, 
The Duchess de Montpensier threw herself 
into her husband’s arms, who requested 
Cremieux to lead her, but this was pre¬ 
vented by M. de Lastevrie, who came 
forward. The representative of the people, 
so soon to be a member of the Provisional 
Government, begged the royal family to 
hasten their preparatic ns, and received a 
bitter reply from the Queen. ‘ You mis¬ 
judge my impatience, madame, * said Cre¬ 
mieux; ‘the danger in which the King 
ktands is my excuse.’ Four ladies, of whom 
one must have been the Duchess de Nemours, 
und each of whom had a child in her arms, 
were still in the room. Orders were issued 
for four carriages to wait in the Place de la 
Concorde. The King asked for his keys, 
i.nd a bunch was brought; he took a large 
portfolio from the table, and the company 
entered a passage leadiug to the garden ; 
Cremieux foremost with the Due de 
Montpensier, then the King aud Queen, and, 
lastly, the ladies and children, The Tuil¬ 
eries garden was reached through the 
Pavilion de l’Horloge. National Guards on 
foot and horseback silently saluted. ‘Dc 
you think we ruu any danger?’ The Due 
do Montpensier asked Cremieux, who, en¬ 
couraging him, promised to accompany the 
party as far as St. Cloud. In the Place de 
la Concorde only one carriage was waiting, 
and was immediately entered by the Duchess 
de Nemours, with three other ladies and the 
children. ‘What is to become of the King 
and Queen?* cried the Due de Montpensi&r. 
The King, who only now became aware of 
the state of the case ran up to the carriage, 
tore open the door, aud exclaimed : ‘ Get 
out, all of you.’ The occupants at once 
obeyed, and Louis Philippe aud the Queen 
hastily took their places. One of the la lie 3 , 
probably the Duchess de Nemours and her 
fluid were thrust in after, and the King 
■ried ‘Drive on!’ The coachman did not 
hear. Cremieux repeated the order, aud 
he horses were driven off at a sharp tr u 
When Cremieux turned round the Piaee de 
la Concorde was almost empty. The Due 
ie Montpensier, who seemingly had found 
another carriage, had disappeared with the 
rest of the family. For a moment Cremieux 
remained standing quite amazed at the 
sudden solution of the difficulty, and then 
catching sight of the Palais Bourbon on the 
other side of the Seine, he remembered his 
next pressing duty. Shortly after he an¬ 
nounced the flight of the royal family to the 
Chamber.

CORRESPONDENCE. 

Messrs. Editors: —Having recently 
visited Kewbern, N. C., I thought it 
might interest some of your readers 
who were there twenty-two years ago 
to learn something of the present ap 
pearance of the place. 

I went by rail from Norfolk to Eliza¬ 
beth City, went on board a steamer at 
2 P. M., thence down the Pasquo- 
tauk river into Albemarle Sound, passed 
Roanoke Island and on through Pam- 
plico Sound, up the Neuse river to 
Newbern, where we arrived at sunrise. 
Taking my traps, I started for the Gas¬ 
ton House, which to all appearances, 
had not been swept or garnished since 
the rebellion broke out. Here I took 
breakfast, and after a little turn about 
the town, called on Mrs. Bangert, for¬ 
merly Miss Caroline Jacobs of Pea¬ 
body, who, with the hospitality charac¬ 
teristic of her family, insisted upon 
my making her house my home during 
my stay in Newborn. 

After wandering about the lower part 
of the town and visiting many places 
of interest, I started for our old camp 
ground. Passing through the cemetery 
I found the space between it and the 
entrance to our camp all laid out with 
rude streets and mostly covered with 
rude negro cabins. The camp ground 
was planted with cotton, rice, corn and 
sweet potatoes, making it difficult for 
me to locate everything, as I should 
like to have done. The live oak tree at 
head-quarters was gone, but Fort Row¬ 
an remained as a land-mark. Thither 
I worked my way, passing the earth 
works so skillfully engineered by Lieut. 
Thompson, and drank from the well 
near the railroad, from which many 
barrels of water were borne by Mr. 
George Marsh and others to quench the 
thirst of Co. C., and to cool the coppers 
of our popular caterer, William Lunt, 
L>q. 1 he next day I went over our 
old regiment parade ground and on to 
Fort Totten, where I found the earth I 
works well defined, but the magazine 
has been demolished, and the ground 
inside the earth works is in a hi<d) 
stale of cultivation. The finest cotton 
that I saw in the south was growing 
around the fort. Several colored wom¬ 
en who washed for our regiment were 
around the camp ground; one of them 
had the book in which the accounts 
with our company were kept. 

I crossed the Neuse river several 
times and found forts Anderson and 
Chase quite well preserved and most of 
the stockade timbers in the river stand- 
ing. Saturday I walked six miles down 
the railroad to the place where the bat¬ 
tle of Newbern was fought, and found 
nearly the spot where Col. Merrit and 
Adi. Stearns fell. The rebel works are 
easily traced, lul the stillness of death 
reigns; only vegetable life is seen. 
Having gathered a few memento< s I re¬ 
traced my steps to Newbern. I next 
visited the old cemetery and found it in 
fairly good < oiidition. The remains of 
Union soldiers have been removed. In 
the center of the grounds is a rnouu- 
ment, erected by the Confederates, 
and inscribed “Our dead.Thence I 
went to the National cemetery situated 
near that portion of the Neuse where 
we used to bathe. The cemetery is 
well laid out and is nicely cared for bv 
a Goman, who was badly wounded in 
the war. He informed me that there 
were eighty-three national cemeteries 
in the country and that the keepers 
were appointed for life. There were 
between . three and four thousand 
graves in the grounds and I copied 
from the books the names of two sol¬ 
diers of the fifth regiment. 

Tnere are eight thousand inhabitant's 
in Newbern, five thousand of whom 
are colored. A large majority of the 
people are poor, earning merely a scan¬ 
ty subsistence. Money is scarce and 
high, and on the whole there seems to 
have been but little improvement in 
the country since we left. There is lit¬ 
tle encouragement for young men in 
this region, although it is finely situ¬ 
ated at the junction of two broad riv¬ 
ers, is well watered, and the raising of 
fine fruits might be successfully carried 
on. 

Ou leaving Newbern I took the cars 
north by Batchekler’s Creek; by Gum

There is an ancient sa ying in a most 
venerable book, witli which we are per¬ 
suaded that your readers are conver¬ 
sant,*that “the hoary head is a crown 
of glory when found in the way of 
righteousness.’* This verse seemed to 
us peculiarly appropriate and opportune 
as we looked into the face of the Hon. 
John Sherman at twelve o’clock noon in 
Faneuil Hall, one day not long before 
the election. Of the solid sense which 
he uttered that day, of the loyalty of 
his tone, of the intensity and fullness of 
his thought, and the searching power 
of his arguments, it is not our purpose 
to speak at length. We were glad to 
notice among those who listened with 
us that day r , certain of your readers, 
and we are sure that there are very 
many more who have read the verba¬ 
tim report of Mr. Sherman’s eloquence. 

It is needless io inform them that the 
honorable gentleman from Ohio made a 
ringing speech, and, if we may be al¬ 
lowed a comparison, there appears con¬ 
sequently as great a distance, perhaps 
between Mr. Sherman and Mr. Cleve¬ 
land, as the Hon. Carl Schurz very in¬ 
geniously and craftily professes to have 
discovered between George Washington 
and James G. Blaine. 

The iuterest in Mr. Sherman’s speech 
considered as a campaign effort will 
now naturally be less; but that speech 
well deserves to be preserved and stud¬ 
ied for the wisdom it contains. We 
had, however, intended at the outset to 
refer especially to some impressions of 
the person and presence of the distin¬ 
guished orator. The central ligure on 
that historic platform, surrounded by an 
eminently respectable company of Mas¬ 
sachusetts gentlemen, some distin¬ 
guished and all well known; confronted 
by an audience of more than average 
intelligence aud respectability; and 
more than all, regarded from those time, 
honored walls by the faces of grand old 
patriots to whom it is the glory of Mas¬ 
sachusetts to refer; there was in Mr. 
Sherman’s presence no trace of weak¬ 
ness, no suggestion of any incapacity 
or inability to rise to the level of his 
surroundings. By virtue of intellect, 
by virtue of moral worth, by virtue of 
an honorable public career, he was 
rightfully the foremost man in all that 
company. A person, tall aud thin al¬ 
most to emaciation, a head small, but 
well formed aud well set, a brow high 
and intellectual, eyes deep set and 
piercing, a firm and determined mouth, 
and in the stiff, straight, iron gray hair 
a suggestion of that mane-like over¬ 
hanging which helped to give the name 
of “lion face” to Daniel Webster’s 
physiognomy. 

Mr. Sherman would hardly be called 
an orator by those who consider that or¬ 
atory consists largely, if not wholly, in 
excellence of speech and elegance of 
gesture. There is a thickness and a 
hoarseness about his voice, and a cer¬ 
tain plain, rough, unaffecting honesty 
about his exterior, which would seem 
to deny him any claim to elocutionary 
excellence. But if oratory is the pow¬ 
er of persuation, then Mr. Sherman is 
indeed an orator; for the spirit of the 
man breaks through all barriers, and all 
minor defects are rapidly put out of 
sight and forgotten, when that eloquent 
spirit claims the attention, elevates the 
thought, instructs the mind and con¬ 
vinces the man. Mr. Sherman’s whole 
presence is indeed a fitting exponent of 
that character which has made him an 
able and trusted servant of the people 
in the Senate of the United States, aud 
which enabled him to hold an honora¬ 
ble portfolio in the cabinet of Gartield. 
And the Republican party may well be 
proud that such men as John Sherman 
are the results and the representatives 
of its principles. 

We have no dissent from what we 
believe to be the common judgment of 
sensible people, that the frequenting of 
“dime museums” and kindred catch¬ 
pennies is not a mark of an especially 
refined taste. There are several of 
these institutions in Boston, about the 
doors of which there is something of a 
gathering by day and night. About 
these entrances there are the usual 
flaming and monstrous depictions of 
what one may expect to meet with in¬ 
side, and what will be the recompense 
of his sacrificed dime. The passer by 
is also loudly called upon, sometimes 
by the scraping of a fiddle, and some¬ 
times by the violent and the indescriba¬ 
ble thrumming of some unknown musi¬ 
cal instrument which seems to be pecul¬ 
iar to these places, to inspect such 
monstrosities as abnormally fat women, 
man-birds, etc. We have until now 
deemed it becoming to pass them by. 
But the peculiar pretensions of the 
wonderful Krao have iuduced us for 
once to break oyer that rule. Krao is a 
little girl whom her managers and pro¬ 
prietors have seen fit to decide upon as 
the long sought for missing link be¬ 
tween man and ape. It is said that she 
was picked up somewhere in Siam, and 
is a representative of a race of “missing 
links.” She is about the usual size of 
a girl of nine or ten years, slightly and 
sparely built. Her cranium is claimed 
to be square, but her head presents no 


of the mat of jet black hair which cov¬ 

ers it almost to her eyes. This lack of 
forehead is no very unusual thing eith¬ 
er. There are very many specimens 
whiter and higher up in the develop¬ 
ment scale, who elect to have no more 
forehead than this little heathen. Her 
striking peculiarities are, first, pouches 
inside her cheeks, second, short black 
hair all over her body, third, prehensi- 
ble fingers and toes. Until some relia¬ 
ble scientist shall relegate her, as the 
representative of her race, to her prop¬ 
er position in the development theory, 
we shall, being as we are more or less 
suspicious of the ways and means em¬ 
ployed by the managers of such institu¬ 
tions, have little confidence in the mis¬ 
sing link assumption. It matters little 
for the purpose of the exhibitor wheth¬ 
er it be a “missing link” or a “man os¬ 
trich” which reduces the dime through 
the idle curiosity of the public.

WATERTOWX. 

Watertown, on the left bank of the 
Charles River, in the south easterly 
section of Middlesex County, Mass., 
eight miles from the metropolis, is oue 
of the most ancient and beautiful towns 
of the Commonwealth. It has Belmont 
on the north, Cambridge on the east, 
Boston aud Xewton on the south, and 
Waltham on the north-west. It em¬ 
braces several beautiful eminences, oc¬ 
cupied by elegant private mansions and 
villas, embosomed in beautiful trees, 
and surrounded by grounds arranged 
with taste and kept in perfect order. 
The Payson estate and the Adams es¬ 
tate are among the most splendid in 
the country. The people are engaged 
in market-gardening, in the manufac¬ 
ture of paper, woolen fabrics, clothing, 
dye-stuffs, and iron-castings, or in busi¬ 
ness in the neighboring city. The 
streets, fences and buildings of this de¬ 
lightful suburban towu are kept in ex¬ 
cellent order, and nearly every side¬ 
walk is concreted. 

The United States Arsenal, estab¬ 
lished in 1810, occupies an area of about 
forty acres on the left margin of the riv¬ 
er, aud contains machinery for the man¬ 
ufacture of the military arms aud muni¬ 
tions cf war. There is at present at 
the United States Arsenal, a testing- 
machine invented by a man at a cost of 
&125,000, which will test the strength 
of a single hair, or a piece of iron a 
foot in diameter, for which the invent¬ 
or received the grand medal of honor as 
one of the most useful inventions of 
the age. The town furnished three 
hundred and ninety-two men for the 
war of the Rebellion, of whom«sixteen 
were lost 

Watertown, in early times, received 
but little injury from the Indians. One 
instance, however, of Indian vengeance 
on a citizen of this town was the fate of 
Capt. John Oldham. Before the settle¬ 
ment of Massachusetts Bay, he had re¬ 
sided in Plymouth, from which place 
for some misconduct he was expelled. 
He, however, was highly respected iu 
Watertown. He became a distin¬ 
guished trader among the Indians, and 
went to traffic with them at Block Isl¬ 
and. The Indians got possession of 
Oldham’s vessel, and murdered him iu 
the most shocking manner, but the 
murderers spared two boys and two 
Narragansett Indians. This atrocious 
deed excited great indignation in all 
the English settlements, and was one 
of the immediate causes of the celebrat¬ 
ed Pequot/ War. 

In 1039 an order was found rn the 
records, the meeting-house being ap¬ 
pointed for a watchhcuse for the use of 
the towu. The first schoolhouse was 
erected in 1649. The Provincial Con¬ 
gress, over which Joseph Warren pre¬ 
sided, assembled in the meeting-house 
of this town, April, 1775. From this 
body General Warren proceeded on the 
morning of the seventeenth of June to 
the battle-ground where he fell. Pre¬ 
vious to his departure, he desired the 
ladies to prepare lint and bandages,

The special town meeting of Mon¬ 
day afternoon was in a certain sense 
hardly a town-meeting, as there were 
only twenty-five or thirty present. It 
was a mistake in calling it in the after¬ 
noon; it is' always a difficult matter to 
get an attendance unless something of 
special interest calls the citizens togeth¬ 
er, save at the regular annual meeting. 

In regard to the need of money for 
free text books for the schools, the 
town will have to meet the debt any 
way; if they don’t appropriate the mon¬ 
ey at a special meeting, it will have to 
be voted at the annual meeting. There 
is no escaping the provision, which is a 
law of the State. 

In regard to the matter of the free 
use of the hall, that there was little op¬ 
position among our citizens was shown 
by the small attendance. The oppo¬ 
nent of the measure in the meeting, 
seemed to be principally Mr. S. F. 
Blaney, who is usually the chief advo¬ 
cate of lavish expenditure on the part 
of the town, but in this matter of not 
more than one hundred and fifty dol¬ 
lars, and that, too, to supplement a gift 
of five times that amount to the town, 
Mr. Blaney appeared to be opposed to 
it. 

One would thiuk, by some of the ar¬ 
guments brought forward, that the Ly¬ 
ceum and Library Committee had 
something to gain by the free use of 
the Town Hall. Nothing can be fur¬ 
ther from the truth. This Committee 
have a certain sum of money every 
year for lectures. It may be that the 
Trustees could give them more (say out 
of a reserve fund) if they chose. But 
they have not done so. They found, if 
they could have the use of the hall free, 
they could give our citizens a few more 
lectures. If they don’t want them, 
surely the Committee will find no fault. 
Why should they? They don’t get any 
benefit, and their only object was to in¬ 
crease the advantages of the fund. 

The argument made as to precedent 
will not hold for a moment. There can 
be no similar case come up in town. 
If there ever should the precedent 
ought to be established. The Pea¬ 
body Institute with its fund be¬ 
longs to the town. It is not a 
charitable association. Suppose the 
hall is wanted by the Essex Agricultu¬ 
ral Fair free. They ought to have it. 
We have no sympathy with that pub¬ 
lic (?) spirit which wants to see $2.00 
returned to the town for every one dol¬ 
lar invested; which will never holdout 
any inducements for a manufacturer of 
any kind to locate in our midst; and 
which wneu it accepts a gift to the town 
is disposed to quarrel because it is not 
twice as much. 

But we think the secret of the oppo¬ 
sition to the request of the Lyceum and 
Library Committee came from the fact 
that the committee should have the pre¬ 
sumption to appeal from the decision of 
the Board of Town Fathers to the peo¬ 
ple. True, they once decided not to 
o-rant the free use of the Hall and then 
reconsidered their action; but then it 
was the Grand Army who wanted the 
Hall, and they and their sympathizers 
represented a considerable number of 
men. 

But when it was found there was but 
a small number present, we cannot see 
why a motion should have been lost, to 
adjourn so that the people could come 
out aud express their opinions. The 
laboring men were unable to be pres¬ 
ent in the afternoon. But they and 


Whatever else may be said, there 
is no tidal wave. It is barely a victory 
either way. The Republican party has 
at all events held its own. Massachu¬ 
setts has given an old time majority for 
Gov. Robinson, aud a handsome plural¬ 
ity for Blaine. She has gained Repub¬ 
lican Congressman, and so has the 
country. The democratic majority in 
the next House will be uncomfortably 
small. 

Not the least cause of rejoicing is a 
gain of several Republican Congress¬ 
men in the South. It was well said 
by a Republican orator during the cam¬ 
paign, that as Ions as there was a solid 
South he was in favor of a solid North. 
There can never be true harmony of in¬ 
terests in this broad country so long as 
one section of it continually votes one 
way, and the other coutinuaily in oppo¬ 
sition. It cannot be that the true in¬ 
terests of the North and South lie in 
continual opposition. One thing is ad¬ 
mitted on all sides, that the progress of 
the South in industry, manufacturing, 
or education is not in proportion to the 
opportunity afforded by the results of 
the war. Neither will the money of 
the North, wanting investment, find its 
way thither without more encourage¬ 
ment than is afforded at present. The 
progress in manufactures which has 
made the North what it is must be ex¬ 
tended Souih—the old feeling of ani¬ 
mosity engendered by the war must be 
put aside,—in short the solid South 
must be broken up, before this nation 
will enter upon a general prosperity.

Other towns are per¬ 
fectly willing to do this, but Peabody, 
following its natural propensity, is 
slow in making auy efforts towards 
having the Fair here. 

It will be necessary to have the 
Skating Riuk as it is the most suitable 
place, and it must be offered to the So¬ 
ciety free. There is no doubt that the 
holding of the Fair will be a benefit to 
our storekeepers. It will be a benefit 
to the entire town. But before the 
executive committee can decide to 
come, it will be necessary to have about 
one hundred and fifty dollars pledged. 
This should be done at once. Mr. 
Grosvenor has a paper at his store, and 
if those who are interested will aid the 
cause a little, the Fair may come to 
Peabody. The Naumkeag Street Rail¬ 
way and the Lyun Railroad Co. have 
each subscribed $25. It ought not to 
be difficult to have the rest pledged. 
If it is not done—and at once—some 
other town, of more public spirit, will 
rei the Fair, and its benefits. Now let 
our merchants and citizens take hold.

Tiie one hundred or more Republi¬ 
can voters who stayed away from the 
polls last Tuesday are responsible for 
the defeat of Col. Batchelder, aud the 
narrow escape of Gen. Cogswell.

HOME HAPPENINGS. 


Mr. Edwin B. Balcomb has just com¬ 
pleted a house on Franklin street for 
William Perkins, which does credit not 
only to Mr. Perkins himself but to the 
builder. It stands ou high ground at 
the top of the hill, and from the lower 
part of the house, even, a commanding 
view of nearly the whole town can be 
obtained. The house is two stories, 
built for two families, with five large 
rooms on each floor, and four finished 
attics. The portico and front entrance 
is an odd desigu—drawn especially by 
Mr. Balcomb, who, by the way, is a 
fine architect as well as builder. The 
•entrance opens into a large hall nearly 
in the centre of the house, from which 
open two rooms on either side of exact¬ 
ly the same size. In the rear of these 
on each side, are two rooms of equal 
size with a kitchen in the rear of these. 
They are so constructed that a family 
occupying the house can use one side 
for the living side just as well as the 
other. Either room in front will do for 
a parlor. Either room in the rear of 
those just mentioned will do for a din¬ 
ing room, and the kitchen is so arranged 
that entrance can be made to whichever 
■room is used as a dining room with 
equal facility. The pantry is a large 
-closet set in a sort of semicircle equally 
convenient for each room. The kitch¬ 
en has a hard pine floor, and the entire 
house is fitted up with all the conven¬ 
iences which can be desired. The 
second story is finished just like the 
first one, and there are two finished 
attics 13x16, and two 12 feet square. 
The upper tenement is now occupied 
by Geo. C. Prescott, the lower one is 
still unoccupied, though we are in¬ 
formed that Mr. Perkins has had nu¬ 
merous applications for it. It is a well 
built house in every respect, and Mr. 
Perkins expresses himself as perfectly 
satisfied with the work of the different 
artisans. The cellar was dug by Quint, 
the architect and builder was Mr. Bal¬ 
comb, the mason work was done by 
Hood & Sargent of Salem, the painting 
by B. F. Woodbury, and the plumbing 
by D. B. Lord. 

The following from the Gloucester 
Advertiser speaks of the enterprise of a 
Peabody gentleman and we could add 
that he has similar places in Lynn, Sa¬ 
lem and New bury port, besides numer¬ 
ous wholesale teams which are sent to 
other places:—We were recently invit¬ 
ed to inspect the new fresh meat refrig¬ 
erator of J. B. Thomas, in this cit} T . 
At this depot fresh meat is received di¬ 
rect from the great provision houses in 
•Chicago in refrigerator cars, and at once 
transported to the ice house of Thomas. 
Twenty-five tons of ice at a time are re¬ 
ceived and stored in the upper part of 
the building directly over the ice house, 
•and thus the contents are kept with 
perfect ease from two to three weeks 
without injury. There can be seen sus¬ 
pended from long lines of hooks im¬ 
mense quantities of quarters of beef, 
etc. The city r butchers are supplied 
from this extensive depot with all kinds 
of meats in a perfectly sweet and fresh 
condition, and as they are not bought 
through two or three middle men in 
Boston and elsewhere, but are received 
direct from the greatest fresh meat 
market in the world, which is unques¬ 
tionably the city of Chicago, the prices 
are very reasonable. On beholding the 
quantity of meats at this depot a few 
days ago we made the remark that 
when a boy, “it would have been a 
year’s stock for Gloucester.” We 
were told that some fifty or sixty beef 
cattle are required for the present 
weekly trade of this city. At the pres¬ 
ent time hardly an ox is ever slain in 
the city proper. In former years the 
city butchers visited the country and 
made their purchases of cattle, and 
large numbers of sheep and oxen were 
driven through the streets to the 
-slaughter houses. 

The annual report of the Eastern 
Railroad Company for the year ending 
Sept. 30, 1884, just completed, makes 
a very good showing in consideration 
of the fact that the year has been a 
remarkably poor one for railroads all 
ever the country. The gross earnings 
in comparison with those of 1873 show 
a decrease of $15,911.78, and the net 
income has fallen off only £9668.16. 
The operating expenses were reduced 
£3243.62, which is a very creditable 
reduction in view of the fact that four 
new locomotives, and one spare tender 
two new express cars, three freight 
cars and the \ value of 86 cars in trusts 
are charged to this recount. 

Bill Curby who left here some time 
ago to work in Chicago, has tired of 
labor and joined the regular army—a 
first class place for William. At pres¬ 
ent he is at the Columbus Ohio bar¬ 
racks, fitting himself for the frontier, 
after which he will be assigned to a 
regiment now stationed at Omaha 
K ebraska. 

A very convenient storm door has 
been added to the residence of Mr. 
Charles Symonds on Washington|street. 


The special town meeting last Mon¬ 
day afternoon was attended by about 
twenty-five people. S. A. Southwick 
was chosen moderator. Upon taking 
the chair iie stated that 100 voters was 
required to appropriate money. 

F. E. Farnham moved an adjourn 
ment to 7.30 Saturday evening, that a 
fair expression of public opinion might 
be reached.

C. Patterson was a little worried about 
the letting of the hall free as there had 
been no appropriation for running 
expenses. 

Mr. F. E. Farnham again asked, iu 
justice to the voters of the town who 
were directly interested and could uot 
get out in the afternoon, that the meet¬ 
ing be adjourned to Saturday night. 
This was opposed by R. H. Brown? 
who thought there were sufficient funds 
in the hands of the Trustees for extra 
lectures if there was a demand for them. 

Rev. Mr. Hudson thought it would 
be more satisfactory to the School Com¬ 
mittee to have the town appropriate 
the money needed by that body, and 
he was in favor of adjournment* 
A vote was taken and stood ten to 
ten, when the town clerk voted in 
the negative, making elevei^that way. 
The meeting then dissolved.

A man named Ed Wilson was 
brought into the Sisters’ Hospital, on 
Tuesday, from a camp in the timber 
I beyond Gloster to be treated for injur- 
| ies received by falling from a tree in¬ 
to which he had been chased by a 
wounded bear. The way it occurred 
was this: He and another man were 
chopping wood in the timber west of 
Gloster. While so engaged Wilson 
looked up and saw a huge bear placid¬ 
ly contemplating them from a distance 
of fifty yards. The bear was sitting 
upright, with *its “arms apparently 
folded, and seemed much interested in 
their manner of cutting aud splitting 
cord wood as if it might have some no¬ 
tion of going into the business itself. 
When descried the bear was standing 
perfectly still, showed no signs of hos¬ 
tility, and was simply and only an in¬ 
terested spectator. 

The wise thing for the men to have 
done under the circumstances would 
have been to leave the bear alone. So 
thought Wilson’s companion, and he 
said as much. But Wiisou thought dif¬ 
ferently. He had a Winchester rifle 
and, noticing that the bear had a white 
spot in the center of his breast just the 
right size for a nice mark, he said he 
believed he would take a shot at it. 
The other advised him not to do it and 
became suddenly conscious that he was 
wanted at camp. Wilson looked at 
the bear again. It still sat motionless 
and the white mark on its breast look¬ 
ed so tempting that without more ado 
he raised his gun, aimed, and fired. 
But instead of hitting the white, which 
would have been a death shot, the bul¬ 
let struck the bear in the shoulder. 
The wound did not cripple the animal 
much, but served to suddenly enkindle 
in its breast an eager desire to eat a 
wood-chopper. 

The next thing Wilson remembers he 
and his companion were doing the 
great tree-climbing act, with the bear 
within smelling distance at their heels. 
Wilson in his excitement climbed upon 
a limb which was too weak to bear his 
weight. The limb broke and he fell. 
The distance to the ground was about 
thirty feet and he came down bang on 
top of the bear, which, on account of 
its wound, had been unable to climb 
the tree. The jolt which the bear re¬ 
ceived from the 170 pounds of falling 
mortalilv was to it a new feature of 
man-hunting, and it startled the ani¬ 
mal so that it did not wait for further 
particulars, and fled in great alarm 
and soon disappeared in the woods.—

A large and attentive audience 
gathered at the church on Sunday 
evening for the annual meeting of the 
Mission Circle. 

After singing and prayer, the “ read¬ 
ing of the Scriptures” was by the 
twelve youngest members of the Circle 
who, grouped on the platform, repeated 
in sweet clear voices that grand old 
psalm of praise the 148th. 

The other members of the circle then 
told 44 How they had spent their vaca¬ 
tion.” 

They had sat on oriental floor mats 
with the school children in India; they 
had gathered around the Bible-women 
on eastern verandas; they had listened 
to the Zulu girls in the vine-clad school- 
house in Southern Africa; they 
had walked with their little Spanish 
lends down by the shore of the blue 
Bay of Biscay; they had passed among 
the gay gilt prows of the Turkish boat¬ 
men on the Marmora Sea and had even 
listened to a Bible reader by the Great 
Wall of Chinia. And in all this story 
of their travels there was no 44 skip¬ 
ping” of hard names, for the readiness 
and facility with which these youthful 
travellers pronounced such polysylla¬ 
bles as Tirumangalum and Gueldudu 
Dalkeranyan proved either the reality 
of their journeyings or else a special 
more a pUtude for oriental language. 

The young missionary teacher Miss 
West who recently sailed for Turkey 
was pleasantly remembered in a page 
from the West missionary Catechism 
2 admirably recited by Agnes Brown, one 
of the youngest members. 

In presenting her report for the year 
the President of the Circle, Miss Fanny 
Brown, spoke of God’s special good¬ 
ness that the little band unbroken 
through another year, had been so 
prosperous in its work. 

She acknowledged the encouraging 
visits to the Circle through the year of 
Miss Floyd, Mrs. Carpenter, and offi¬ 
cers of the Essex South Branch, and 
closed by reminding the parents that 
money is not the first object in this 
work; but that the children be trained 
up to a love for missions and to unsel¬ 
fish living, making aa earnest appeal 
for the prayers and sympathies of all 
present in this department of work for 
the young people of the church. 

Mis. Dr. Burnham, from the Central 
Church, Lynn, the Corresponding Sec¬ 
retary of the Branch, held the close at¬ 
tention of the audience in a delightful 
talk to the children. She thanked them 
heartily for the pleasure she had re¬ 
ceived in listening to their travels, and 
hoped they had all returned home with 
increased desire to be little missiona 
ries in their daily life to all around 
them. Mrs. Burnham urged the parents 
present to a cordial cooperation with 
the President of the Circle in her disin¬ 
terested labors for the children. The 
Pastor, Rev. J. W. Colwell, presided 
in his usual happy manner on such oc¬ 
casions. The selections for singing 
were made with great taste and appro¬ 
priateness, for which special thanks are 
due to Mrs. John Brown and to the 
pastor of the church.

The history of election week has been 
an exciting one and will be a memora¬ 
ble one. We are yet in the midst of 
the restlessness and expectaucy which 
accompanies doubt, and it is impossible 
now to realize the significance and the 
importance of the events through which 
we have passed. Even when the elec¬ 
tion shall have been definitely settled, 
and the people shall turn again to there 
more or less neglected business, there 
will be no very general or complete re¬ 
alization of this week’s connection with 
an effect upon the history of our coun¬ 
try. In the nature of the case it mast 
be so. We are most of us too warmly 
partisan to consider calmly the outcome 
of our party’s victory or defeat. And 
even if we could by any possibility be¬ 
come thoroughly unbiased in our judg¬ 
ment, and look upon these commo tions 
from the standpoint of outsiders, even 
then, we are not able to forecast the fu¬ 
ture. Like an imposing and lofty 
building, these events must have the 
advantage of distance that they may be 
seen in their true proportions. We 
must wait, then, and pass through more 
events, and by and by, in the cold, 
clear light of unbiased and unaffected 
judgment, the true nature and bearing 
of this week’s work and worry will be 
revealed. 

In this connection, and at the possi¬ 
ble risk of repeating what many of your 
readers may have seen, we beg to refer 
to the suggestion made in a recent let¬ 
ter by a correspondent of the Boston 
Herald. We are living in a rapid age. 
A thousand and one things are daily 
occurring, which deeply interest us all, 
and we all have personal knowledge of 
much that we shall be glad to remem¬ 
ber and talk of in years to come. What 
a flood of light a continuous series of 
clippings from the four or five principle 
dailies of Boston will throw upon these 
scenes twenty years heuce! At how 
little pains and cost can be kept a scrap 
book, which shall preserve descriptions 
of how the returns came in and how 
they didn’t come in, and how the pro¬ 
cessions marched; reports of the speech¬ 
es of distinguished men; pen pictures of 
these same distinguished personages; 
in short, anything which has a bearing 
upon the questions and events which 
are now so absorbingly interesting to 
us, and which we shall hope and ex¬ 
pect to remember. We can thus edit 
for ourselves as lively and as glowing a 
history as one need wish to read. We 
shall some of us be fortunate enough to 
tell our grand-children of these things, 
and how glad we shall be to get the old 
scrap book out of the garret and read to 
them of the scenes in which we have 
ourselves been partakers. 

The retrospect of many a disappoint¬ 
ed Blaine man has lingered sadly, in 
these few clays, about that grand torch¬ 
light procession on ihe evening preced¬ 
ing the election. Whether the morning 
will ever dawn upon this night of weep¬ 
ing we cannot, at this writing, predict. 
But it was, indeed, a magnificent pag¬ 
eant, worthy of its party and its candi¬ 
date. Mr. Blaine had looked upon 
many a parade in his journey during 
the preceding weeks; and lie may have 
reviewed one or two more splendid,— 
notably that mammoth one in New 
York; but we very much doubt if, in 
view of the circumstances under which 
he saw it, he will put it aside in his own 
mind as the least important of the ova¬ 
tions which have celebrated his candi- 
dacy. It was his last cliauce to appear 
before American people as the Itepub- 
lican candidate for President. The 
morrow was to bring to him the crisis 
of his life. Granting that his mind was 
divested of all unworthy and ambitious 
longings after personal advancement,— 
and we believe that it was,—granting 
that he had lost himself as thoroughly 
as any man could in whole hearted de¬ 
sire for the success of principles; what 
human being could have stood in Mr. 
Blaine’s place on that last and memora¬ 
ble evening without a quickened pulse 
and an intense interest? lie had been 
feted by Boston’s Republicans, and he 
now stood upon the grand platform 
built out before the Brunswick for 
the occasion, surrounded by a company 
of friends, and confronted by a moving 
spectacle of no ordinary proportions. 
The flare of torches, the lurid light of 
red fire, the glare and glitter of rockets, 
bombs and candles were before his 
eyes for two long hours. Cheer upon 
cheer came to his. ears, and all for prin¬ 
cipals and expectations of which he 
was the honored representative and 
chosen exponent. Mr. Blaine had reas¬ 
on to feel confident that night that the 
best of Boston’s mind and lieatt had 
conimon cause with him, and that his 
defeat would be their defeat. We are 
glad to feel that Mr. Blaine, if he is uot 
finally called upon to take upon himself 
the responsibilities which have been 
sought for him by one half of a free 
and enlightened nation, can never be 
any less a person than that which he 
has shown himself to be,—the foremost 
man among American statesmen. 

On the afternoon of election day, 
Washington street in'the neighborhood 
of the newspaper offices presented a 
bustling and expectant appearance 


Crowds pressed about the bulletin 
boards early in the evening. The Her¬ 
ald, Globe and Traveller were early en¬ 
gaged iD adjusting their screens, upon 
which to throw returns from the slere- 
optican, and at about seven o’clock 
the returns began to be received. They 
came in with an astonishing and exas¬ 
perating slowness, even from Massa 
chusetts towns, and all predictions from 
other states were vague, unreliable and 
unsatisfactory. Everything was highly 
colored to suit the respective tastes of 
the newspapers offering the returns. 
The crowd in Washington Street before 
the Globe, Herald, and about the head 
of Water Street was dense, but good 
humored. Conspicuous in that surging 
mass were the Technology boys with 
their sticks and war cries. Some fes¬ 
tive individual indulged in impromptu 
efforts upon a disabled cornet. Fish 
horns were plentiful and distressing in 
their frequency. The temper of the 
crowd here was evidently strongly in 
Cleveland’s favor. The Herald insisted 
on trying that temper by presenting al¬ 
ternately, in the conspicuous absence of 
returns, the pictures ot Cleveland and 
Blaine. The latter’s portrait was vigor¬ 
ously hissed. The returns of the Trav¬ 
eller were naturally received in a very 
different spirit. About eleven o’clock, 
a chilly, drizzling rain began to fall up¬ 
on a tired, disgusted, diappointed, and, 
in some portions, tipsy crowd. Music 
Hall and Tremont Temple had been 
hired by some New York speculator 
for the purpose of publishing the re¬ 
turns at the rate of twenty-five cents 
per capita admission, and fifty cents for 
reserved seats. The newspaper returns 
were meagre enough, but here the ston¬ 
iness of the wished for bread was sad 
indeed. Various pictures and senti¬ 
ments were offered to the audience, 
which latter soon diminished remarka¬ 
bly; and that part which remained be¬ 
came derisive and insulting. Late in 
the evening the Republican Headquar¬ 
ters on Park Street belli about as blue 
and tail-down a collection of men as 
one of the same persuasion would care 
to see again. The cause was ostensibly 
the defeat of Lodge. It was plain that 
nothing definite would be known that 
night. 

Up to Thursday night uniutermiltent 
excitement prevailed in the city. Bus¬ 
iness men talked nothing but politics on 
the street and in their offices and stores. 
Betting everywhere was rampant and 
reckless. Bulletins waged war upon 
one another. Democratic newspapers 
claimed the election, got out their roos¬ 
ters, and exulted, somewhat premature¬ 
ly as it even now seems to us, over 
iheir assumed victory. Republican 
Journals claimed less, but conceded 
nothing which remained doubtful. The 
telegraph was worked for all it was 
worth. It seems not to have been 
worth much, however, in connection 
with the Associated Press. Great in¬ 
dignation has been felt, in some quar¬ 
ters, at the alleged duplicity of that or¬ 
ganization in manipulating news for its 
own purposes, or to serve those of Jay 
Gould. It was very noticeable that 
during the forenoons of Wednesday and 
Thursday, all, or nearly all, despatches 
favored Cleveland, while in the after¬ 
noons of both days Blaine’s star was in 
the ascendant. Stocks were corre¬ 
spondingly weak and strong. Jay 
Gould was behind the scenes. On 
Thursday evening at about six o’clock, 
the excitement culminated by a furore 
in Washington street caused by a Jour¬ 
nal Bulletin, announcing the certain 
election of James G. Blaine. There 
was a continuous howling and yelling 
and cheering lar into the evening. 
Blaine men went to bed feeling better; 
but they got up next morning only to 
realize that their rejoicing was prema¬ 
ture, that the sugar was again coming 
off the pill. 

At present writing all are looking to 
the official count of Tuesday, expecting 
that there will be a trustworthy deci¬ 
sion. It is a credit to Republican insti¬ 
tutions, and to the American people, 
that they have undergone this strain 
and excitement without riot and blood¬ 
shed.

The New York Sun on the eve of 
the election spoke nothing but the 
truth, when it said, “If Grover Cleve¬ 
land is elected President, it will be by 
the Republicans; if James G. Blaine is 
. elected it will be by the Democrats.” 

It has been a remarkable campaign. 
It may as well be acknowledged, now 
that the agony is over, that each candi¬ 
date has been a load for the party who 
nominated them to carry. No cam¬ 
paign ever witnessed so many deser¬ 
tions, equally on the one side and the 
other. Many democrats would not 
vote for Cleveland—but voted either 
lor Butler or Blaine. Many Republi¬ 
cans would not vote for Blaine, but 
\oted either for St. John or Cleveland 
or stayed at home. The excitement 
of the past week shows how closely this 
vote was divided, when the decision of 
New York State, the pivotal point, reste 
upon the plurality of a thousand votes. 

Now Grover Cleveland is elected,a pe¬ 
culiar condition of affairs is brought to 
the nation. The party which has been 
out of power since the war, resumes 
eontrol in the National government. 
That party which believed the South 
had the right to secede; which favored 
the rebellion all it could; which opposed 
the resumption of specie payments aud 

all the progress which the nation has 
made since 1860. The party which car¬ 
ried the nation through the Rebellion, 
restoring the Union, Emancipating the 
slave, and bringing prosperity to the 
country out of the ruins of the war, 
steps down and out. , 

That there will he a change no one 
doubts. AV hat will it be, and will the 
result be good or bad? This is the 
question being asked all over the na¬ 
tion to-day. Of all the candidates be¬ 
fore the people for election, Cleveland 
was the weakest, morally, intellectually, 
and in the matter of national experi¬ 
ence. There can be no comparison, in 
auy of these respects, between him and 
either Blaine or Butler. It is possible 
however, that he may develop qualities 
which will make him a good President. 

For tlie sake of the country we hope 
this will be the case. President Ar¬ 
thur would undoubtedly have been the 
last man selected for President by the 
Convention which nominated Garfield. 

But it were better, far better, had the 
Convention of 1884 selected him as 
their standard bearer. President Ar¬ 
thur has shown himself to be a man of 
whom the whole Country is proud; sor- 
tow at the death of Garfield gave place 
to admiration for the man of whom so 
little was expected, but from whom so 
much has been obtained. Grover 
Cleveland is an accident, although not 
in the same sense as was Arthur. AVill 
he be true to the interests of the wiiole 
country, as has our present Chief Mag 
istrate? 

One thing can be said in his favor, 
and this was the cause of the weak sup¬ 
port given him, both at the Convention 
aud the polls, by his own party. He 
lias not been under the control of the 
democratic machine, while Governor of 
New York, lie has displayed an inde¬ 
pendence which did not altogether 
please the leaders of the democracy. 

But he might well do so. For his own 
party did not elect him Governor of 
New York. How much indepndence 
he will show in the future, with the 
democratic hunger of twenty-four 
years’ duration, remaius for the future 
to determine. 

The smallness of the Butler vote has 
been much commented upon.

had been sent back for Steamer 1, 
which soon arrived aud was soon doing 
gieat execution. In the meantime 
Steamer 2 had been dragged to the hy¬ 
drant by the bystanders and did good 
service. The dela} r , although some¬ 
thing which could not be helped, was 
an unfortunate one as the great need 
then was of powerful streams, as the 
high service streams could hardly reach 
the eaves of the buildiugs. AATieu the 
firemen arrived on the spot the flames 
had complete control of the large dry¬ 
ing lofts, the boiler house, aud were 
rapidly licking their way through every 
jfait of the works, and the roaring, 
seething mass of flame presented a 
spectacle of grandeur, such as was nev¬ 
er witnessed here before. The fire 
started in the hot room, located in the 
building running parallel with the 
Wakefield branch railroad and spread 
to the main buildiug and drying lofts 
the combined length of this being 570 
feet, 35 feet wide and four or five sto¬ 
ries high, the sides aud ends being 
formed of shutter blinds, most of 
which were open, affording excellent 
draft for the huugry flames. On the 
railroad side the pit house, 300 feet long 
was totally destroyed and the upper 
stories of the main boiler house also. 

The small store house containing a 
large stock of manufactured glue was 
burned to the foundation. Two dwell¬ 
ing houses on AVashington street, occu¬ 
pied by the families of Edward Draper, 
Thomas Svvanton and Patrick Donovan 
were on fire at one time and it was 
feared that they would also go, but by 
hard work they were saved. The fur¬ 
niture was removed to the fields oppo¬ 
site. The large store house lately 
moved from the Bleachery, containing 
valuable stock was saved by the exer¬ 
tions of the firemen although exposed 
to the intense heat lrom two sides. 
The onward march of the fire was first 
checked at the drying loft on Washing- 
ton street, about 200 feet of it still re¬ 
maining standing. The main boiler- 
house, a building about 200 feet long 
and 60 feet high was the last to burn. 
This building contained the valuable 
machinery of the place, the big kettles 
and large quantities of liquid glue wait¬ 
ing to be drawn off to cool, and the 20- 
tou vacuum tank which fell through 
with a crash about seven o’clock. The 
oil house containing several barrels of 
oil was destroyed, and altogether there 
were eight buildings, every one con¬ 
nected, destroyed. The large cooling 
building, a one story flat roofed affair 
was saved, and was used by the fire¬ 
men to fight the fire from. 

The direct loss will amount to about 
$125,000, but the indirect losses it 
would be impossible to estimate, as the 
fire occurs just in the busy time, which 
began in September. The works were 
turning out about 25 tons of glue a 
week aud had large orders to fill. There 
was.an insurance of $74,000 on the

The recent article of Edward Everett 
Hale, in the North American Review, 
on half time in our public schools, will 
excite a deal of comment; and while it 
is doubtful if any of our public educa¬ 
tors will agree with him in the poiuls 
of the article, it may lead to discussion, 
with a tendency towards the end he has 
in view. 

The teachers in our schools will make 
the reply to the article that their judg¬ 
ment in reference to the needs of the 
scholars under their care is of more 
value than his; that their experience 
goes to show that instead of the schol¬ 
ars of our schools having to little in¬ 
struction, they do not have enough. 
There may be an exception in the case 
of the higher grade of schools, but in 
the lower grades it is hard to accom¬ 
plish the results which they think de¬ 
sirable, and which it would seem ought 
to be brought about. 

Mr. Hale’s idea is, that the scholars 
of the schools should be divided alpha¬ 
betically or otherwise into two divis¬ 
ions; that oue division should attend 
school for a specified time, say fifteen 
weeks, to be succeeded by the other di¬ 
vision for the same length of time. At 
the end of that time the first division 
should resume their studies for a short¬ 
er time, and so on. 

The natural question which would 
arise in the mind of the parents is, what 
shall be done with the scholars during 
these recesses. And of course the ans¬ 
wer to this comes promptly from Mr.- 
Hale, and is to him the strongest argu¬ 
ment in favor of the change. He 
claims that our youth know nothing 
but books; that they learn nothing at 
home regarding their duties in life, that 
they give nothing to the world in which 
they live, but are constantly receiving; 
that the instruction in home duties to 
the girl, and in mechanical employment 
and trade to the boy, is not given them 
at all. In some schools an effort is 
made to shift this instruction to the 
teacher by introducing instruction in 
sewing and knitting, or in some of the 
trades. This Dr. Hale do<?s not ap¬ 
prove. He thinks the constaut tenden¬ 
cy is towards the shifting of responsi¬ 
bility from the parent to the teacher, in 
the education of the scholar. And he 
instances the fact that the scholars, the 
young men and maidens, years ago, 
under the three months schooling of 
the country district school, made equal 
progress in book education, and decid¬ 
edly more in other branches, than does 
the hot house production of the present 
day. 

There is at any rate food for reflec¬ 
tion in the article. We advise our 
readers to peruse it. They will find 
Mr. Hale’s opinions succinctly stated, 
and many of his points which they may 
not approve, contain behind them the 
grain of truth which few educators can 
deny.

Messrs. Editors: A barbecue is 
an institution in the Western States 
and in New York. At a large politi¬ 
cal gathering where the people come 
from far and near throughout an entire 
county, as is often the case where the 
villages are scattered, arrangements are 
made to feed the hungry multitude. A 
large ox, aud sometimes more than 
oue, is roasted whole, and after the pa¬ 
rade or speech-making, whichever may 
be the attraction, it is cut up and 
served. 

It was our fortune to attend one of 
these barbecues last week in a small 
village in Tioga County, New York. 
The occasion was a celebration by the 
democrats of that town in honor of the 
election of Grover Cleveland. The 
town is a Republican town; and it had 
been a long time, a very long lime 
since the opposite party had found any 
opportunity for a great rejoicing after 
election clay. But this time was surely 
theirs. And with a spirit born of twen¬ 
ty-four long years of hunger they were 
preparing for the event as we entered 
the town. The household of whose 
hospitality we partook during our stay 
here, was democratic to the core. The 
host himself had been a life long dem¬ 
ocrat, and was one of the leaders of 
the party in town. But bis wife and 
three daughters were not a whit be¬ 
hind him. They were as much inter¬ 
ested, and as abundantly able, too, to 
give a reason ior the faith that was in 
them as the host himself. And their 
defence of the parly, and their judi¬ 
cious parrying of the thrusts of their 
Republican friends would have made 
the heart of the good-natured chairman 
of our democratic town committee leap 
with joy. Iu such-a family and with 
such surroundings why should wo not 
join in the festivities and help on the 
programme, even though we did belong 
to that party which was affectionately 
called Black Republican? And, after 
all, why should any citizen hesitate to 
join in a little rejoicing over the elec¬ 
tion of a President of these United 
Slates? Is not Cleveland the Presi¬ 
dent elect of the whole country*, and 
not of any party or section? 

The celebration was on a Monday 
night. The Saturday previous the ox 
had been killed; the place for roasting 
prepared, which was simply the digging 
of a pit or trench in the ground and 
banking it with stones like a cellar. [ 
This was done of a size to admit the ox, j 
and deep enough to admit of there be¬ 
ing several feet of live coals after the 
ox was hung over them for the cooking 
process. About midnight on Sunday 
the firing commenced. A cord or more 
of hard wood had been hauled to the 
spot and a fire was kept burning all 
night. The rocks all around the trench 
had become thoroughly heated, after 
the manner of a clam-bake, on a large 
scale, and the live coals became so 
heavy that the heat was almost insuffer¬ 
able. Directly on these coals was put 
a large pan, on the same principle as a 
roast is put into the oveu by the house¬ 
wife, and the ox, which had been all 
dressed, was hung by chains from a 
many iron bar stretched across the top 
of the pit. Over the whole was put 
another pau, and his oxship was sur¬ 
rounded by fire. The roasting soon be- 
gau. Water was kept in the lower pan; 
and gashes were cut iu the ox into 
which an abundance of salt and pepper 
was sprinkled that the meat might be 
properly seasoned at the time of serv- 
ing. 

In this case before the time for the 
festivities the ox was declared roasted. 
An abundance of bread had been pre¬ 
pared, and after the procession, all ad¬ 
journed to the place of feeding, where 
they obtained a generous sandwich of 
the beef. And we can assure our read¬ 
ers that it was good. It was roasted to 
a turn, tender and juicy, and no epi¬ 
cure could resist the temptation, unless 
prejudiced, to partake. 

The procession for the size of the 
towu was goodly in numbers. The 
houses of all the democrats were illu¬ 
minated, and fireworks and red fire 
was abundant. Not the least pleasant 
part of the procession was a large car¬ 
riage filled with young ladies, carrying 
brooms, torches and the national col¬ 
ors. It is needless to say that two of 
the young ladies of our household were 
among that number, while the other, 
who had decorated our dwelling with 
such taste that it was considered the 
finest in town, remained at home, to 
see that the writer of this aud another 
gentleman (who by the way was a Re- 
publican)properly attended to the fire¬ 
works in democratic fashion. This we 
believe was successfully none, and with 
the promise of the family to assist us 
on a like occasion at the Republican re¬ 
joicing four years hence.

In a private letter received from Mrs. 
L. L. Wood this week, she says in re¬ 
gard to an item in the Press recently, 
about the high price charged at enter¬ 
tainments in Helena, Montana, that 
they are not high for the “Great North 
West,” aud gives some of the prices 
paid for things there. Pears bring 
thirty-six cents per pound, aud peaches 
twenty-five cents a pound. This year 
apples are very common and bring ten 
cents a pound. Oysters are plenty and 
are worth one dollar a quart. Iu her 
own words we will let her describe the 
stopping of the stage in which her hus¬ 
band was a passenger.

HOME HAPPENINGS.

The new partition is cherry stained 
with black walnut trimmings, aud the 
faces of the boxes are walnut, with 
numbers in gilt.

station, and all sat down to discuss the 
situation over the viands provided. Af¬ 
ter the supper the property of Hose 2 
was put up at auction and considerable 
of it sold. At 12 o’clock the company 
left the premises, thus severing their 
connection with the Peabody Fire De¬ 
partment. 

The Board of Engineers held a meet¬ 
ing Tuesday evening and approbated a 
company of ten young men to take 
charge of Hose 2. The list is as fol 
lows:—W. L. Ward, A. H. Wagner, 
C. H. Demerritt, J. Humphrey, C. F. 
Farrington, H. Forness, H. M. Berry 
G. H. Graves, Byron Bullens and E, 
W. Pierce. The company will be filled 
up as soon as they organize. Nothing 
was done about Hose 1, as no list had 
been presented. In the meantime the 
Board of Engineers have detailed 
Steamer Company No. 2, and two 
members of H. & L. 1, to take charge 
of the carriage should there happen to 
be a fire. The new members of Hose 2 
are all young men who have never had 
any experience in the business, but 
they will soon get over that, with a lit¬ 
tle instruction. 

What has got into the firemen this 
season? Here is Salem’s Board of En¬ 
gineer’s revoking the certificates of 
eight of the members of H. & L. 1, be¬ 
cause they voted to have liquor at a 
supper held in their station. It must 
be all owing to the change in the ad¬ 
ministration, and the firemen are all 
“broke up.” 

We hear of one of the members of 
one of the hose companies at the re¬ 
cent fire, who refused to go up a ladder 
“because it was not painted.” We 
don’t give this as a fact but only as a 
rumor. 

Engineer George O. Peirce arrived 
home from Chicago, Monday night. 

The article in the Sunday Globe in 
reference to the trouble in the fire de¬ 
partment, did an injustice to Engineer 
Reed, in saying that he declined to go 
into the building, as it is well known 
that he was in the building at the time 
of giving the order. He would never 
order a fireman to go where he would 
not go himself.

Before an attack had 
been made on the eatables, Foreman 
Hooper stepped forward and in behalf 
of Hose Company No. 3, presented En¬ 
gineer Lord with a fine white rubber 
service coat, and a handsomely en¬ 
graved gold fireman’s badge, with a 
hose carriage on the front and the in¬ 
scription “Ass’t. Engineer D. B. Lord, 
Peabody F. D.,” and on the reverse, 
“Presented to Daniel B. Lord by the 
members of Torrent Hose Company 
No. 3, Nov. 21,1884, The presentation 
took Mr. Lord completely by surprise, 
but he thanked the boys for the eviden¬ 
ces of their appreciation of his services, 
and would endeavor to continue to do 
his best by them. He then said that 
he had been requested by the members 
of the Company to present their fore¬ 
man with a slight token of their esteem 
for him, and then presented Mr. Hoop¬ 
er with a solid silver badge of the same 
general design as the gold one, inscribed 
on the face. Foreman, Torrent Hose 3, 
Peabody F. D., with an engraving of a 
hose carriage, and directly beneath it, 
the initials C. II. II., and on the back 
“Presented to Charles II. Hooper by 
the members of Torrent Hose 3, Nov. 
21, 1884.” Foreman Hooper was com¬ 
pletely taken by surprise and excused 
himself from making any extended re¬ 
marks. The company then fell to, and 
discussed the viands set before them, 
c’osing with the customary cigars, after 
which an hour or two was passed in 
pleasant discourse, breaking up in the 
small hours. The badges were the work 
of Chas. A. Twilchell & Co. of Boston, 
through their Peabody Agent, and are 
really fine pieces of engravings. The 
boys of Hose 3 are always to the front 
on any occasion, whether it be work or 
pleasure. 

The hints and rumors of the past 
week, as to the action of the Board of 
Engineers in regard to the charges 
against certain members of the fire de¬ 
partment, were settled last Friday even¬ 
ing at a meeting of the Board, when it 
was decided to revoke the certificates of 
every member of Hose 2, on the charge 
of drunkeuuess and disorderly conduct 
at the Upton fire, and also to revoke 
the certificates of two of Hose 1 for 
disobedience of orders and the use cf 
disrespectful language to an Engineer. 
The action was soon noised around and 
many were the criticisms as to the 
course taken, some condemning the 
Engineers for being too hasty, and oth¬ 
ers taking the ground that no other 
course was open.

Poor not to send the notices to No. 2, 
as they wished to look further into the 
business. Saturday evening both com¬ 
panies held meetings and voted lo dis¬ 
band, and such notice was sent to the 
board; Hose 1 withdrawing Monday 
night at 9 o’clock, and No. 2 at 12 o’¬ 
clock. The members ot Hose 1 claim 
that the two members from their com¬ 
pany were entitled to a hearing, and 
they make a general denial of the 
charges against them. Tiiey say that 
the talk was with an outsider, and not 
with the Engineer. Hose 2 claim that 
they were not all drunk as was stated, 
there being several of their members 
who were present who do not use liquor 
in any form, and they do not wish to 
•have the innocent punished with the 
guilty. They also claim that the first 
liquor they received was given tin m by 
employes of the glue works, and that 
the drunkenness did not occur during 
the progress of the fire, but towards 
noon. Hose 1 packed up their furni¬ 
ture and took up their carpet, removing 
all their property to some place for stor¬ 
age Monday noon, until such time as 
they cau secure a room,'to keep up 
their organization. The town loses 
some good firemen by the operation. 
New companies will be formed to take 
charge of the apparatus, and soon 
everything will be goiug on as usual. 

Last Friday morning Steamer Wil¬ 
liam Chase of Salem, when answering 
an alarm for a tire in North Salem, was 
nearly ruined by having the flues of 
their boiler burned out. In starting out 
it is said that the automatic arrange¬ 
ment for heating the water in the boil¬ 
er did not work just right, and conse¬ 
quently the water ran all out of the 
boiler. The firemen of the steamer, 
seeing the light of the fire, and not 
knowing that the boiler was empty, ap¬ 
plied the torch, and when discovered 
the boiler was nearly red hot, render¬ 
ing it perfectly useless, providing there 
had been any occasion for usiug the 
machine. Word was sent to Manches¬ 
ter, N. H., and John Wilson from the 
Amoskeag works was sent down. He 
examined the boiler, and pronounced 
no one to blame. The engine was sent 
off Saturday and will be repaired at an\ 
expense of about $300.

PEABODY. 


An audience, only limited by the 
size of our Town flail, listened to Mrs. 
J. Ellen F ster, of Iowa, Sunday even¬ 
ing. The uartette choir of the South 
Church was; present, and rendered sev¬ 
eral selections, in a manner which is 
deserving of considerable credit. It is 
some time siuce we have heard a quar¬ 
tette whose voices are so evenly bal¬ 
anced and blend so harmoniously as this 
choir. It was a real pleasure to listen 
to them. Some selections of scripture 
were read by Rev. Mr. Sprague, prayer 
was offered by Rev. Mr. Sperry, and 
Henry H. Proctor introduced the speak¬ 
er. The subject was announced as the 
‘‘Accretions of time as related to the 
cause of temperance.” Mrs. Foster be 
gan by referring to the progress of the 
cause, and explained what she meant 
by the accretions of time. As the earth 
was not always what it is now, as cities 
lie buried where are now others, as 
water once ran over a part of the globe 
we now live, as Florida once was not in 
existence, but sprung into being by the 
coral reefs built by the insects, so our 
civilization differs from what it was in 
our fathers’ time; so forces willing and 
unwilliug give us conditions which have 
aided the cause of temperance. We a 
remember the first lecture on temper¬ 
ance in New England. How we won¬ 
dered! And there were organized so¬ 
cieties for temperance, whose members 
began by drinking the health of the 
new organization. Then followed men 
pleading for total abstiuence, not tor 
the reasons which are given now, but 
simply because the use of liquor w r as li¬ 
able to abuse—therefore it was better 
not to begin. It was a great gain when 
science said that alcohol was a poison 
The testimony came from England, 
from Benj. Ward Richardson, himself 
ft moderate drinker, who in his labora¬ 
tory found alcohol to be a poison. He 
came out a total abstainer—not because 
of any pleading for temperance, but be¬ 
cause of his devotion to absolute truth. 
This was simply an accretion of time. 

Again, ten years ago, the crusade of 
the women began in Ohio against sa¬ 
loon keepers. They plead with the 
rumseller, who yielded only for a mo¬ 
ment, then went back to increase his 
business. They then thought of the 
children, and Bands of Hope were 
formed. But this could not reach all 
the children. They then desired to in¬ 
troduce the teachings of temperance in¬ 
to the public schools. But they had no 
text book. Finally Benj. Ward Rich¬ 
ardson gave the book—not to serve 
the cause, but the absolute truth of sci¬ 
ence. His contribution was an accre¬ 
tion of time. 

Other conditions are making total ab¬ 
stinence a necessity. When the coun¬ 
try was one race—when it was sparsely 
settled, the results of intoxication were 
not so dangerous to the community. 
Now all the world is here. Can we 
live, with all this mixture of blood, set 
on fire by drink? The speaker was 
sometimes staggered by the thought. 
People are beginning to think that if 
they do not believe Richardson, if they 
are to live in this couutry with their 
wives and children, the saloon had bet¬ 
ter go. These conditions, lifting up 
the cause, are accretions of time. 

Then there is the investment of 
wealth and the great schemes of this 
country making total abstinence a ne¬ 
cessity. The great railroad companies 
are insisting upon total abstinence, nol 
always that the oflicials of the road are 
so, but they require It from the men 
who work for them. They have to do 
it. They are responsible for the lives 
of their passengers. And the employ¬ 
es will “swear off” sooner than lose a 
job. Then the dispatches of the Associ¬ 
ated Press are serving the cause of tem 
perance. The life insurance compa¬ 
nies, by their statistics showing the life 
of a temperate man, and of an intem¬ 
perate one, are serving the cause. It is 
simply a matter of business with them, 
but it is an accretion of time. 

The mistakes and blunders of citizens 
serve the cause of temperauce. It has 
been said of late that the cause has been 
set back fifty years; perhaps out of 
sight. But when the smoke is cleared 
away, it will be found] that it is only 
catching breath. Two years ago in 
Iowa a constitutional amendment was 
passed at which they all rejoiced. 
Then in a little while came the adverse 
decision of the Supreme Court. But it 
has produced a reaction, and set men 
thinking. They are inquiring whether 
government is ol the people or the 
Courts, they have balanced forces, and 
come to know that courts sit under the 
constitution, not on it. These are the 
problems which are stirring the hearts 
of the people in the West, and there is 
no such power as the heart, when it is 
stirred with a moral question. 

It is a great problem what shall be 
done with our cities. You could have 
prohibition carried in the Massachusetts 
Legislature if it were not for Boston 
So it is in New York. So it is in the 
West. In the State of Kansas there is 
a constitutional prohibition of the sale 
of liquor. But the city of Topeka, the 
capital of Kansas, said it would have 
saloons any way. A public meeting 
was held, the Governor w T as present, 


and resolutions were passed that the 
city needed the revenue, and an ordi 
nance was passed licensing saloons 
But the people in the country portion 
of the State said “Isn’t Topeka in Kan 
sas y We will see if she can rebel 
against the Slate.” The Mayor was 
summoned by the Supreme Court to 
show why be bad set at naught the law 
of the Stale. The result was the clos 
ing of all the saloous in Topeka. The 
question must be settled whether the 
cities or the people of the whole State 
shall rule. 

The General Government promises 
to every State a Republican form of 
government. But there are some 
Slates in the North that have not a Re¬ 
publican form of government. The 
constitution of Delaware is not Repub 
lican. The representation in the Leg¬ 
islature is not according to the popula¬ 


tion, but area. The people cannot 
amend the constitution—only the Leg¬ 
islature. Why talk about this? Be 
cause the women say it shall be amend¬ 
ed, and because in every home there is 
a woman and child, and the heart of 
the people is being aroused, iu favor of 
a constitutional amendment against the 
sale of intoxicants. 

In the State of Kentucky the old con¬ 
stitution is iu existence—^the old slave 
constitution. It is true, the Amend¬ 
ment to the National constitution 
makes it of no effect. It takes seven 
years, if every technicality is complied 
with, to amend it, which really means 
that it never can he amended. The 
men and women who are moving for 
temperance there are saying we must 
find some other way. Thus the mis. 
takes and blunders of citizens are work 
ing for the cause. The speaker exhort¬ 
ed her hearers, if they cared not for the 
cause, nor for their children, to take it 
in for the sake of the old flag, for uu- 
der its banner these questions are bein 
studied out. 


So the brutality of the rabble is help¬ 
ing the cause. Do they want another 
riot in Cincinnati!? The echo of the 
words “Wait till we get good and 
drunk” are making the people afraid of 
the power of the saloous. She referred 
to the attitude of the Toledo Blade, and 
the reasons given by Locke(Nashy)for 
his change from the defence of the sa¬ 
loons to becoming a prohibitionist. He 
said he rode through the streets of To¬ 
ledo, with a brewer, a friend of his. 
They counted 137 saloons. The brewer 
said he owned every one of them,— 
either the land or the building, or some 
coutroliug interest. He could reckon 
on six votes from every saloon, enough 
to carry any election. “Mr. Locke,” 
says the brewer, “ you have a big pa¬ 
per, hut I can beat you every time at 
the polls.” Locke said that in future 
lie should make it his business to beat 
the brewer at the polls. 

The liquor traffic cannot be concil¬ 
iated. They will comply with no law, 
even that they have themselves made. 
They really want no law. So the bru¬ 
tality of the rabble is serving the cause. 

Men are also studying out the politi¬ 
cal aspects of the cause, and more than 
ever of late, because of the part it 
has played in national affairs. She 
referred to the feeling here and else¬ 
where manifested against the prohibi¬ 
tionists. That people had said they 
would give no more money to the tem¬ 
perance cause and that they would vote 
to put the saloous back. “ Will you do 
this, gentlemen?” said Mrs Foster. 
“Why take this course? Haven’t the 
prohibition people a right to vote this 
way? I feel just as many of you do. 

I think it is a terrible blunder. But 
what are you going to do about it? 
We are going to stand for total absti¬ 
nence ourselves. The temperance 
cause is gaining as never before.” 


One of the first of the dealers to be 
in line for the Christmas trade is the 
popular firm of Merrill & Mackintire of 
Salem.

We have no sympathy with the par¬ 
tisan papers who are still harping on 
the disastrous results which are already 
following the election of Cleveland. 
Equally worthy of condemnation is the 
attitude of some of the democratic 
press, who cannot let Blaine alone 
now that he has been defeated, and the 
election settled. The resources of this 
country are too great to be affected 
by the elevation of any one man to the 
Presidency. 

It is true business has been poor. It 
is so always duriug a presidential 
paigu. It is true some of the mills 
have closed for a time, and many man¬ 
ufactories have reduced the number of 
their employes, and others closed 
tirely. But we do not believe the elec¬ 
tion of Grover Cleveland had anything 
to do with it. Over-production is in a 
great measure the direct cause of all 
these things. 

On the contrary, there are many oth¬ 
er indications of a revival of business. 
And this rally has come full as speedi¬ 
ly as is usual after a presidential cam¬ 
paign. And we do not attribute this to 
the election of Cleveland or the defeat 
of Blaine. We believe it would have 
come just as surely, whatever had been 
the result of the campaign. The sales 
of wool last week, aud one day* a holi¬ 
day, were over four million pounds, 
more than double that of any week for 
the past month and more, aud the toue 
of the market is of course much 
strengthened thereby. 

In the leather business, in which we, 
as a town, are lamely interested, there 
are already signs of improvement. 
There is more trade in both sole and 
upper leather; more hides are being 
bought by the tanners; there have been 
more hides shipped to this town during 
the last three weeks than for a Ion 
time. This means business, aud it is 
with pleasure that we call attention to 
the prospect that by the beginning of 
another year, our laboring men will 
have steady employment. The moroc¬ 
co busiuess, which is also large here, 
has taken a start. Orders are coming 
in and our manufacturers are feeling 
greatly encouraged. 

The market on cotton goods is more 
active. Large sales have beeu made 
by the commission dealers to jobbers, 
and in most cases at an advanced price. 
Print cloths, instead of being a drug in 
the market, have come into brisk de¬ 
mand, and at an advance of nearly 
rent a yard. The export trade in 
bread-stuffs and provisions has in¬ 
creased; and freight room in outward 
hound steamers has been engaged for a 
long time ahead. 

With all these favorable indications 
there is cause for sincere congratula¬ 
tion. The manly words of President 
elect Cleveland, a few weeks ago, give 
us faith, also, that the business inter¬ 
ests of the country shall not suffer at 
his hands. Let us not look backward 
but forward, and aid by our confidence 
and assurance that revival of business 
which is sure to come.

HOME HAPPENINGS. 


Judge Osgood of the First District 
Court has filed his findiugs as the re¬ 
sult of his inquest upon the death of 
Cyrus W. Tenney of West Peabody, 
who was fatally injured at the northern 
entrance of the tunnel on the Bridge 
street crossing, Sept. 10, 1884, by a col¬ 
lision with an engine while crossing in 
the path of a train from Danvers with¬ 
out heeding the flagman or the proxim¬ 
ity of a railroad. The Judge finds in 
accordance with the existing facts that 
the Railroad Corporation had complied 
with all the requirements of the Public 
Statutes, hut that, although the acci¬ 
dent was apparently due to the negli¬ 
gence and carelessness of the deceased 
in driving into dauger, still it was in 
evidence that the northern depot build 
ing and flag station concealed the curve 
round which the train came and it 
would have been almost impossible for 
Mr. Tenney to have seen the train in 
season had he been exercising even all 
ordinary caution and care. The Court 
therefore urges upon the Mayor and 
Aldermen the necessity of immediately 
establishing gates at this crossing to 
avoid future accidents. 

The Chicago Shoe and L either 
Review contains the following notice 
of the marriage of Miss Mamie Stevens 
who formerly lived here. We remem¬ 
ber her as a school girl and her pleas¬ 
ant disposition made her always popu¬ 
lar with her companions: “At the res¬ 
idence of John W. Stevens in Lake 
View, Nov. 2 ; J, Rev. Stowe Sawyer, 
pastor of the Congregational Church 
at Jefferson pronounced the words 
which made Mary Louise Stevens Mrs. 
John J. Me Linden. The union is in 
all respects a fitting one. The groom 
is iu the flour commission busiuess in 
this city, and well deserves the pros¬ 
perity which bis energy have com¬ 
passed.

Rev. P. W. Packard(i deaf mute) 
pastor of the Society of Deaf MuLes in 
Salem, will speak through an interpre¬ 
ter at the Congregational Church, next 
Sunday evening at 7 o’clock. An ac¬ 
count of God’s work amoug the deaf 
unites, touching the dark time among 
them previous to their present system 
of education, and the origin and prog¬ 
ress of all their educational and relig¬ 
ious efforts. This is to be followed by 
two or three bible stories such as 
“ Abraham offering Isaac” and the 
“Prodigal Son,” delivered by Mr. 
Packard in pantomine. The service 
promises to be very interesting. 

The trial of Henry J. McCarthy, for 
assaulting Prescott Grant, was before 
the police court last Saturday. Mr.

Batchelder, Dr. Pike, Officer Peasiey 
Jerry Sweeney and Janitor Patterson 
were called as witnesses.

P. Moulton for the de¬ 
fendant. 

On Thanksgiving day there were 
many long absent friends returned to 
our town and one of the pleasantest 
reunions was at the residence of Mr. B. 

F. Woodbury on Wallis street. It was 
over thirty years since the whole fam¬ 
ily were together before. A pleasaut 
feature was the return to this town of 
a brother, Mr. Wm. H. Woodbury, of 
Crescent City, Calafornia, after an ab¬ 
sence of thirty two years. There were 
seventeen at the table including mother 
and children. 

Mr. Pickering S. Hart, driver for 
Munroe & Arnold, met with a painful 
accident last Saturday morning. He 
was removing a barrel of oil from his 
team at George Clerk’s morocco factory 
and his hand was caught between the 
door and the barrel jamming three of 
his fingers so badly that one of them 
had to be amputated. Dr. Weston at¬ 
tended him. 

Herman, son of Geo. F. Barnes, of 
the Wallis school, met with an accident 
at T. E. Wilson’s machine shop last 
Saturday. He was standing near a box 
into which was being poured some hot 
habhett, when it spattered striking him 
in the face. His eyes were not injured 
but it was a narrow escape. 

Some of the residents of Central 
street have for several consecutive 
nights found tlieir gates off the hinges 
and in several instances carried three or 
four rods away. The nuisance if per¬ 
sisted in will get somebody’s darling in 
to trouble, as the party is suspected 
and patience has ceased to he a virtue 


SPARKS. 

Last Friday night the new company 
for Hose 2 was organized, under pro¬ 
test, by Engineer Pierce. No Foreman 
was elected at this meeting, and the 
following other officers were elected: 
Ass’t. Foreman, Herbert M. Berry; 
Clerk and Treasurer, William L. Ward; 
Steward, Henry Forness; Standing 
Committee, John Humphrey, Charles 
Farrington and the foreman. The fol¬ 
lowing were elected to fill the vacan¬ 
cies, and will probably be approbated at 
the Engineers meeting this evening: 
Frank Farrington, Oliver P. Galeucia, 
George Allen, John Smith and Charles 
Foruess. The objections advanced by 
Engineer Pierce were that there were 
quite a number of the members who 
were not of age, and such ones he 
wished to furnish certificates from their 
pareuts, to the effect that they were 
willing they should serve as firemen. 
The meeting adjourned until Thursday 
evening. Eight of the new men are 
voters in this town. 

The Insurance Underwriters will hold 
an investigation of the management o f ‘ 
the Upton fire next Monday, a commit¬ 
tee having been appointed at the meet¬ 
ing of the Underwriters held last Sat¬ 
urday. Quite an array of witnesses 
will be brought forward on both sides. 

The meetings of the fire companies 
were held Monday evening. 

Board of Engineers meet this even¬ 
ing. 

In our last issue, in the report of the 
trouble in the department, by a misun 
derstauding we stated that Hose 2 was 
discharged on a charge of “drunken¬ 
ness and disorderly conduct.” The 
statement was incorrect, inasmuch as 
the charge of diunkeuness was not 
brought against them. 

Engineer William W. Reed came out 
in a letter in the Sunday Globe of last 
Sunday, giving his side of the story in 
answer to the one of the previous Sun¬ 
day.

During the past two decades in Great 
Britain, co-operation has made rapid 
strides. The movement dates back 
nearly forty years when a body of 
workmen at that time known as the 
Rochdale Pioneers, started a co-opera¬ 
tive store upon the small capital of $150 
Groceries and provisions aud other ne¬ 
cessities were bought and sold for cash, 
thus incurring no bad debts; and upon 
all purchases a small rebate, by way of 
incentive to buy for cash, was allowed. 
The business of this pioneer store grew 
rapidly, aud once the inception of the 
enterprise assured, other similar stores- 
for distribution of the chief uecessi- 
| ties of life sprang up in quick succes¬ 
sion. During the past quarter of a cen¬ 
tury the development amongst the Brit¬ 
ish artisan class has been most marvel¬ 
ous. There are now in Great Britain 
1,346 co-operative stores, with a cap¬ 
ital of $50,000,000 aud a membership 
of 709,000. In the fiscal year just 
closed, the combined sales footed up 
$150,000,000, with declared profits of 
$10,000,000. Iu addition to this the 
societies had other investments, which 
netted during the year a profit of 655, 
955, in addition to which over 74,000 
had been expended during the year for 
educational purposes, and for the es¬ 
tablishment of coffee-houses and social 
clubs. So far, co-operation has been 
confined in its operations to the dis 
tribulion of supplies, although many 
successful ventures are found in the 
sphere of production. One of the 
largest manufactures in the world— 
j Huddersfield, Yorkshire—is run pure- 
! ly on the co-operative principle, each 
adult employe of the mill being requir 
ed to take so much stock within a giv¬ 
en period of the date of his employ 
ment. Thus the workmen occupy the 
dual capacity of employers and employ 
es and as a result strikes and lockouts 
are unknown. Another sequence is 
found in the decreased running expen¬ 
ses, the interest of all employes being 
j in the line of the strictest econom}', 
Sociable ^‘ih of lime > labor and material, and 
against waste and leaks of all kind. 
As a leverage for the amelioration of 
the condition of the mass of workmen 
throughout the British Isles, co-oper¬ 
ation has been a grand success; incul¬ 
cating habits of frugality and thrift 
and fostering in its devotees a spirit of 
self-reliance and courageous self-help— 
Labor Herald.

A Rattlesnake and a Mouse.

Presuming that she was hun¬ 
gry, a mouse was caught alive and 
dropped into the box. At first the 
mouse was overcome by fear, but soon 
recovering, played at steeplechasing 
over the coils of the snake. The snake 
had evidently lost her appetite. In 
this way they were left for the night. 
On going to the box the next morning, 
Maby found the mouse with the snake, 
both as lively as ever, but the nine rat¬ 
tles were gone, and only a short thread 
projected from the end of the reptile’s 
tail. 

Mr. Maby has come to the conclusion 
that the mouse must have mistaken the 
rattles for corn during the night and 
lunched off them while the snake was 
asleep. At all events the rattles have 
never been found, and there are a score 
of Mr.Maby’s nei^nbors who will vouch 
for the truth of this remarkable incident 
in natural history.

It has been the policy of the Press 
to favor the interests of this towm, and 
anything which either directly or in¬ 
directly would advance the interests of 
the people doing business here. We 
believe what is for the good of one is 
for the good of all. And we do 
not think it out of the line of that pol¬ 
icy to favor the extension of the track 
which the Eastern R. R. propose to lay 
to the tannery of Thomas E. Proctor. 

We regret to say that it has not been 
policy of this town in times past 

extend aid to advance the interests 
of its manufacturers, or to encourage 
new ones to locate here. Many towns 
are in the habit of abating taxes for a 
certain period to induce new enter¬ 
prises to locate. This town never does 
anything of the sort, and if a direct 
proposition of the kind was made, we 
feel certain that there would be much 
opposition to it. In many other ways 
the town is not as liberal, as enter¬ 
prising as many others. It is very ol- 
to use a homely expressiou “ old 
fogyish.” It was this spirit that de¬ 
layed the building of a new Town Ilall 
for at least twenty years after it be¬ 
came a necessity. It is a relic of the 
same spirit which induced our Town 
Officials to oppose the postponement of 
a matter recently brought up in Town 
Meeting uutil the peopla should have 
an oppotunity to express their opinion, 
feariug, perhaps, the overthrow of their 
pet theory. It was nurtured under this 
spirit which caused so much apathy, on 
the pa t of those who should have been 
interested, in giving encouragement to 
the E sex Agricultural Society to hold 
their next Fair here. And it is the 
same spirit, which when a leading 
manufacturer sees an opportunity to in¬ 
crease his facilities for . business, op¬ 
poses the extension of the privilege. 

It has been said that the proposed 
track will not be a public benefit. 
Perhaps not. But will it be a pub¬ 
lic disadvantage? That seems to us to 
he the point. It is understood that the 
cars would not be run oftener than 
twice a week, and perhaps but once. 
It might take fifteen minutes to do 
the business. And the Selectmen can 
specify, if they choose, the times of 
day or night when it shall be done. 
Who of the general public is going to 
he seriously injured by this? 

It is said again that Mr. Proctor is 
the principal one to be benefited. 
Well, what of it? The freight carried 
by the Eastern R. R. for this gentle¬ 
man is of sufficient value to that Road 
to induce thorn to be willing to lay the 
track for his accommodation. And 
why should he not be allowed to avail 
himself of its advantage? Suppose it 
is an “ entering wedge” for other 
tracks of like nature. If the Board are 
willing to build the track for Mr. Proc¬ 
tor, they will be willing to do likewise 
in the future for oilier firms, and it at¬ 
tended with no more inconvenience 
than this o ne there can be no reason 
why it should not be done. The only 
damage that is claimed is to the firm of 
Winchester & Blaney by the taking of 
a small piece of their property. They 
will be pecuniarily compensated for 
this, and as was well said by Mr. Evans 
Friday, such compensation is always 
liberal in the extreme. Against this 
opposition of Mr. Blaney, besides the 
claims of Mr. Proctor, which we doubt 
suppose the Town Fathers will claim 
are of no account, is the petition ot 
some sixty of our citizens, many 
of them in the business which controls 
nearly all the capital of Peabody. 

^ We consider the advantage* of the 
track far superior to any opposition yet 
developed. We did not anticipate 
any opposition to this location. In re¬ 
gard to the former one there was more 
room for a difference of opinion. Yet 
we have seen citizens whose judgment 
is equal to any in town, who could see 
no objection to that, under the restric¬ 
tions which the Selectmen could have 
made. But this last plan is certainly 
less objectionable and we can not 
see on what grounds the Selectmen can 
refuse the prayer of the petitioners. 


INVESTIGATION, 

A hearing on the management of the 
fire at Upton’s Glue Factory took place 
in the Selectmen’s Room Monday. It 
was under the direction of the Commit¬ 
tee from the Insurance Exchange who 
make the ratings in this town and vi¬ 
cinity. W. R. Gray, representing the 
City of Loudon Insurance Co., was 
Chairman, Henry A. Day, representing 
the N. Y. Bowery Co., was Secretary. 
The other members were E. Banning, 
of the Manufacturers of Bostou, L. G. 
Smith of the German and American, 
New York,and William B. Bartlett, of 
the Phcnix, England. 

The object of the hearing was first 
stated by Mr. Gray. The Insurant 
men had heard some talk about mis¬ 
management here at the tire, aud a 
committee was appointed to make an 
investigation. That member of the 
committee who was expected to make 
the charges was not here, and they 
must depend upon the citizens generally 
and the firemeu, to obtain what light 
they could on the matter. 

King Upton described the origin of 
the fire. It was first seeu coming up 
the dry loft. The man who first dis¬ 
covered it called out to the watchman 
and one of them grabbed the hose while 
the other turned on the water. They 
then ordered the whistle blown. An 
attempt to control the fire was only 
made with one line of hose. 

Officer Sweeney was at Pickering’s 
corner when he heard the whistle. He 
thought it was the Bleachery. He 
went at once to the Brick House, and 
Barnaby went to the church. This 
was corroborated by Officer Barnaby*, 
who said the answer from the Brick 
House was quicker than lie ever knew 
it before. 

O. W. Upham,3foreman of Upton’s 
works, could uot state the time of the 
fire. He only knew what the watch¬ 
man told him. 

Mr. C. B. Farley heard the whistle 
at 25 minutes before 5. Was awake at 
the time. The chime whistle did uot 
sound louder on account of the heavy 
head of steam. The sound all run to¬ 
gether. Got at the fire about o o’clock. 
The Department were there then. He 
knew nothing about mismanagemeut. 
It was all hearsay. 

Driver Price heard the whistle and 
came at once down stairs in the Brick 
House. The driver of the steamer 
came with him. The driver of the II. 
& L. was already down about his other 
work, and had one horse already har¬ 
nessed—the other partly. In about 8 
or 10 minutes was at the fire and at¬ 
tached to the hydrant. There were 
three men—enough to cause no delay. 
The whole place seemed to be on fire 
when he arrived. It could not have 
been stopped. 

Driver Morgan corroborated the 
above. Got to the fire in about 8 min¬ 
utes and the place was all on fire. 
Could not have been stopped. He saw 
no evidence of drunkenness nor any 
bursting of hose. 

Henry Wardwell got at the fire be¬ 
fore 5. They were at work on this 
side—playing on the building 1 that was 
saved. Along in the forenoon saw 
considerable druukenness. During the 
fire saw what he thought was fooling, 
but was afterwards convinced it was in¬ 
toxication. He stated that the vacuum 
pan stood on heavy timbers and well 
braced; he asked the engineers to keep 
it up as long as they could. He went 
round on the other side and heard that 
it had been pulled down. Thought 
there was no need of this. While the 
fooling was Jgoing on on the roof of 
the cooler, was the time when the pan 
was pulled down. 

Chief Littlefield said that he went 
around on the railroad side and saw the 
tank leaning; he cautioned the firemeu 
to keep away. 

Mr. Upton thought the pan was 
cracked by being pulled down. It 
would cost $4000 to put It back. 

Thomas Clolhey went by Upton’s 
place about 20 minutes after 4. Went 
directly to Browu’s where he is em¬ 
ployed. There were two men at work. 
In about 16 or 20 minutes they heard 
Upton’s whistle. One of the men 
pulled out his watch, said 20 minutes of 
five. They looked out and saw Up* 
ton’s place a complete blaze. When 
he first went by he noticed an unusual 
light; thought they had put on the 
night gang again. If he had gone 
around the other way he should have 
been obliged to go in and notify them 
that the place was ou fire. 

U. A. Brophy, of Hose 2, heard the 
whistle, looked out and saw the fire. 
Told his wife Uptou’s place was all 
on fire. Went to the engine house, 
and a milkman hauled up his carriage. 


began to play. After the steamer got 
working it was better. 

Flavel Goodwin, in the employ of Mr. 
Upton, came down in 5 or 6 minutes 
after he heard the whistle. Three men 
had a line of hose on the roof. ITose 5 
came in about three minutes. Could 
uot get a stream to throw over 20 feel. 
It was 25 minutes of 5 in the office by 
the clock when the alarm was given. 

Fred Thomas explained about Hose 2 
getting there. There was no force of 
water. He did not see any men drunk, 
but some feeling prettj good. Saw 
members of the present department in 
that condition. There was not many 
of the Department that did not drink. 
Told his version of the Reed affair. 
Claimed that they did not know the or¬ 
ders came from Reed. 

S. F. Blaney wanted the committee 
to see an exhibition of the force of the 
water. The engineer had his pumps 
running at 10 minutes of five, and kept 
the pressure up to GO lbs. 

The water service was then explained 
to the Committee by Mr. Farley. 

Fred Thomas wished to know why 
the force of water at the Naumkiag 
House fire was so great, that two men 
could not handle the hose, while there 
was no force at this fire. The chair¬ 
man said if he could answer that ques¬ 
tion, he would get at the whole point of 
this investigation. 

AFTERNOON SESSION. 


There was no feeling between members 
of Hose 1 and 2 on account of getting 
first water on. Saw some good feeling 
among the men, but did not call a man 
drunk as long as he could stand up. 
He did not see any of the officers drink¬ 
ing but others of his company did. He 
did not see any one then present in the 
room whom he saw drinking. He 
knew who gave the men liquor. It 
was not carried up by his company. 
Mr. Evans, in the employ of Upton 
sent a member of Hose 2 to get the li¬ 
quor. There was no stream when they 


At this sessiou two of Mr. Upton’s 
employes testified to handling the hose 
belonging to the factory. Hung on 
perhaps twenty miuutes when they had 
to drop it. 

Mr. Brophy did not see any hose 
abandoned when he got at the fire. 

Mr. F. L. Evans testified to sending 
a member of Hose 2 for a quart o'? 
whiskey. He took some of it and put 
it iu a glass with some Jamaica ginger, 
and then filled it with water. He gave 
some to members of Hose 1 and 5, but 
did not recall giving any to others 
This was about 7.30. There were about 
twelve of them working on the coal 
fire. Heard Mr. Reed order the men 
up the ladder inside the building. Was 
iu the building himself. He called two 
or three times. Had said that the men 
who declined to come were cowards. 
Denied getting men drunk. lurnish- 
ing liquor under these circumstances to 
men who were not iu the habit of 
drinking and getting men drunk were 
two different things. 

Chief Littlefield was then questioned 
at great length by Mr. Gray. Several 
times other people were questioned 
during Mr. Littlefield’s testimony, aud 
a general discussion was the result 
when a return would be made to Mr. 
Littlefield. He described going to the 
fire, and the details of the work of the 
companies. He did not see any of the 
trouble which had been spoken of. 
Was not there. Went back to the fire 
in the forenoon, and saw men drunk. 
As a result of this one company had 
been disbanded, and two men of 
another discharged. Hose 2 had a 
company formed. Hose 1 had the 
names ready, and they would probably 
be approbated at the meeting that 
night. Capt. Littlefield then gave iu 
detail the force of the department, en¬ 
gineers, men, horses, etc. The horses 
were to be kept at a reasonable distance 
from the house. Had considered it safe 
to keep the horses out. Most of the 
tires occurred in the night when the 
horses were in. He admitted that there 
might be cases when the first few min¬ 
utes would be of great value if the 
horses were at the house. He consid¬ 
ered the town had adequate protection 
from the Fire department. lie stated 
the quantity of hose belonging to the 
department, and the number of hy¬ 
drants. 

At this point Mr. Blaney described 
the piping. Considered the cement 
pipe good. Had no trouble in making 
new connections. The capacity of the 
stand pipe was 500,000 gallons, and it 
was left full every night. The report 
of Engineer Felice was then put in 
showing the pumping for the day of 
the lire. The Engineer knows all the 
time by the guage just how much water 
is in the stand pipe. The guage Is tak¬ 
en every day at a certain time. Mr. 
Blaney could uot understand why the 
force of water appeared no stronger. 
Had confidence in Mr. Felice and felt 
that there was plenty of water. 

At this point David Brown testified 
that he drank some of the liquor which 
had been described. It was poor stuff. 
It had beeu said that one of the Engi¬ 
neers drank out of the same bottle 
with him. It was true. It was Mr. 
Folsom. Mr. Brovvu was here asked 
by J. B. Thomas about the horses at 
the time of Fepper’s fire. He said that 
they were ail five beyond Quint’s house. 
He thought it would take ten minutes 
to get them to the house. 

Mr. Gray then stated that in refer¬ 
ence to the broken steamer the Com¬ 
mittee by examination of it in the fore¬ 
noon were satisfied that no blame could 
attach to the Department. 

Mr. Littlefield then stated in refer¬ 
ence to a telegraphic alarm, he did not 
consider it a necessity. In this case 
the alarm was given quicker than it 
could have been by this system. 


Mr. Gray stated that it seemed to 
him that this town slopped at two or 
three smaller things. Tjiey had good 
Engineers and good houses, but they 
ought not to take the chances of the 
horses getting in on time, and they 
ought to have a system of tiro alarm. 
He then asked Chief Littlefield, if, 
taking all these things into considera¬ 
tion, it was his opinion that the fire 
department was all that the Insurance 
men ought to ask. 

Mr. Littlefield thought it was. The 
town had been very liberal. Ho ad¬ 
mitted that it might be a good plan to 
have the horses at the house, and in 
some cases a lire alarm system would 
be important. 

George (). Fierce said that none of 
the new Hose 2 were under 18 years 
of age, but could not call them per¬ 
fectly organized firemen until they had 
had some experience. Had always 
found the old company prompt and 
reliable, all heavy men and good fire¬ 
men. Think the electric alarm would 
be a good tiling. Did not think it im¬ 
portant to keep the horses in the stable, 
as had always fell safe with the high 
service and Hose companies 

Chief Osborn, of Salem, said in re¬ 
ply to Mr. Upton that no aid had been 
asked of Salem, and Chief Littlefield 
said it had not been considered necessa¬ 
ry. 

Mr. Folsom explained the pulling 
dowu of the vacuum pan. He found it 
leaning; did not consider it safe, and 
Foreman Miller with his men pulled it 
down. lie did not remember Mr. Up- 
tou telling him to lei it remain as long 
as possible. 

Foreman Miller substantiated the 
above. Said when they pulled one way 
it would not start, hut when they 
turned around it almost came down of 
itself. 

j 

S. A. Southwick thought that the 
talk of to-day might give the insurance 
men a wrong impression of our depart¬ 
ment which he thought was one of the 
best around here, lie did not think 
the men were all total abstinence men 
and did not know as they should be. 

Mr. Gray was of the same opinion 
lie was a temperance man — with re¬ 
strictions. His experience iiad not 
taught him that total abstinence men 
were the best firemeu. 

Fred Thomas desired to know of 
Chief Littlefield why two men of his 
company were turned out without au 
investigation. He admitted that he had 
drank liquor; so had others, and were 
still in the department. So had some 
of the Engineers. He admitted that 
his company had a keg of beer in the 
house—not only once but several times. 
Knew it was coulrary to the regulations 
but when the Engineers did the same 
thing he could not consider himself any 
better. Had drank liquor siuce the 
fire iu the houses of Hose 3 aud 4. 

The question was then raised as to 
the investigation of the conduct of some 
of the members of the Department 
after the Union Ball. Mr. Littlefield 
said there was such au investigation. 
Mr. Peirce was ou the Committee; they 
reported to the Board of Engineers, 
who decided that as it was near the 
end of the year, they would drop the 
matter. Mr. Peirce said the statement 
of Chief Littlefield was true; but this 
did not seem to satisfy J. B. Thomas, 
who thought Mr. Peirce knew more 
than he was willing to tell. Finally 
Mr. F. admitted that lie found what 
was not satisfactory—and that it was si¬ 
lenced. He could stand more from a 
good fireman than most people coukl. 
For the credit of the department and 
the men ho thought it better to say 
nothing. He had reported the matter 
privately to the chief. This closed the 
hearing aud the committee adjourned 
to the front of the Ilall where a couple 
lines of hose had to be pul on, to show 
the force of water.

PEABODY- 

The Selectmen gave a bearing Fri¬ 
day afternoon on the petition of the 
Eastern R.R. to lay a spur track to the 
tannery of Thomas E. Proctor. The 
proposition was to branch off from the 
main track and run between the build¬ 
ings of Webster & Co., and Winches¬ 
ter & Blanev and cross Walnut street to 
Upton, thence to the shop of Mr. Proc¬ 
tor. The leather interest of the town 
was well represented at the hearing and 
the petitioners, including Mr. Proctor, 
were represented by Forrest L. Evans 
and Henry Warn well. 

Mr. Wardwell explained the differ¬ 
ence between this petition and the 
former one. Its object is to obtain the 
couseut of the Board to run the track 
lengthwise of Upton street and be read 
a petition signed by sixty or more cit¬ 
izens in favor of granting the favor, in¬ 
cluding some who were not in favor of 
the former project. As Mr. Wardwell 
understood it, this was just the plan 
f avored by the principal opponent at 
the first hearing. Ho thought some 
plan should be adopted to relieve Mr. 
Proctor aud others from the expense 
ot cartage. Anything for the benefit 
of the leather manufacturers should be 
done. They came to ask the Selectmen 
to grant the right lino igh Upt n sired. 
The other places to be crossed belonged 
to other tribunals to decide upou. The 
use and advantages as well as the cus¬ 
tom of laying such tracks in cities and 
towns in this state and elsewhere was? 
explained. 

Mr. David Webster thought the 
track would be an advantage. I 
would lake some laud from bis prop 
erty used as a drying yard but the dam. 
age would be more than made good 
by the benefits to be derived from 
it. He had a spur track . t bis Utu- 
nery in Edgeworth which was indis¬ 
pensable to him. He could not under¬ 
stand why the tanners of Pi abed} 
have carted their bark so long. 

Mr. Proctor had nothing new to add 
to what he had said at the previous 
hearing. He thought the grcaic-t suf¬ 
ferer by the road was Mr. Webster and 
lie was willing to waive those disadvan¬ 
tages for the sake of the benefits. 
There is a right of way between Web¬ 
ster & Co. and Winchester & Hlanex 
being held in fee by Webster & Co., 
but accessible to Winchester & Bianey. 

James Rcdie had property abutting 
the tannery of Mr. Proctor and the 
proposed terminus of the road, but 
thought the track would be of no in¬ 
jury (oil. 

This closed the petitioners’ case. 
Then the opposition was opened by S. 
F. Bianey. lie seemed to have the 
same objection as at the previous bear¬ 
ing — that the track would benefit Mr. 
Proclor and no one else, and that it 
would be au injury to bis properly. It 
was of no benefit to the public, and he 
had no doubt that the long list of sig¬ 
natures bad been obtained by misrepre¬ 
sentation, and he thought he could 
obtain as long a one on the other side 
in an hour. 

Mr. Lyons also spoke In opposition 
on the grounds that the road would be 
an injury to labor. Large numbers of 
men are employed to cart the bark and 
these would be thrown out of employ¬ 
ment. 

Mr. Silas Smith was also opposed to 
the track because it would not benefit 
bis land but might injure it, and he 
thought the Selectmen should consid¬ 
er his interests as well as those of Mr. 
Proctor. 

IUifus II. Brown was in favor of the 
track. lie thought anything that 
would benefit the leather manufacturers 
here should be done. lie was not sure 
that this was the best route, but he 
would leave that to the judgment of 
the Board. lie however thought this 
an excellent opportunity for the town, 
if they granted the request, to insist 
upon some change being made about 
using the Square as a shifting ground 
for freight, as a condition of granting 
permission to lay this track. 

H. P. Heed explained the petition 
which had been presented by Mr. 
Wardwell. He had obtained all the 
names personally, with maybe a single 
exception. There had been no mis¬ 
representation in the matter. Th ere 
were laboring men on the petition and 
nearly all of them had come to him vol¬ 
untarily and asked to sign it. As far 
as he knew there was not a name the r • 
of Mr. Proctor’s employes. lie had 
no doubt lie could have obtained the 
signature of nearly all of them if he 
bad asked them. But he was careful 
not to do that. He also spoke of the 
advantage of the track and that it 
would enable Mr. Proctor to.enlarge 
his business. 

King Upton spoke in favor of the 
track. He had received benefit from 
the spur track which he used, and 
thought that in these times of compe¬ 
tition everything should be done to eu - 
courage manufactories. 

F. L. Evans summed up. He could 
see no reason for Mr. Blaney’s oppo¬ 
sition,and outside of him there is none. 
He produced a letter written by Bianey 
to the E. R. R. saying that if they (the 
E. R. R.)would buy alibis property 
they could do as they liked. He 


thought this showed only personal op¬ 
position, and a desire to sell his prop 
erty. He thought the plan was the 
one favored by Mr. BIaney.nl the pre¬ 
vious hearing. 

Mr. Bianey replied that he did not 
want everybody’s interest to be sacri¬ 
ficed to that of Thomas E. Proctor. 

He did not wish to go with his oppo¬ 
sition before another tribunal. lie 
wanted it stopped here. He did not 
think he should receive a dollar’s ben¬ 
efit from the track.

Winchester Home, Charlestown, 
was incorporated in 1873 have a 
fund of $20,000. Thirty-five inmates 
in the home the past year. 

The Washburn Home in Worces¬ 
ter was established in 1869. iclia- 
bod Washburn left by will bis home¬ 
stead and furniture and twenty-five 
thousand dollars for a Home for 
Aged Females, and on tlie death of 
his wife the Home was to receive 
twenty-five [thousand more. There 
are at present 19 inmates.

I once saw somewhere a list of arbi 
trary questions, intended I believe, for 
an autograph album, after this sort: 
“Who is your favorite author?” “What 
is your favorite study?” and the like 
Among these questions there wms one 
which struck me as being considerably 
brighter and more original than any of 
the others; and that question has been 
often in my mind since, as perhaps sug¬ 
gested by and peculiarly appropriate to 
certain times in the experience of any 
person whose sensibilities are not utter¬ 
ly befogged and biuuted. u If not 
yourself who would you rather be?” No 
one of us iu his right mind wishes to be 
other than himself. There is that with 
in each of us, no matter how poor, how 
weak and mean by comparison which 
tells us that we would not change with 
any man; that it is better as it is. The 
young would not be the old for all their 
money. Even the weak and suffering 
would not, strange as ii may seem, 
change willingly their own souls for 
those of the strong and powerful. It is 
a leap in the dark. We have some 
knowledge of our own souls. We would 
not, if we could, take ou the darkness 
of another’s being, and we cannot afford 
to part with the measure of light, small 
though it be, which is peculiar to our¬ 
selves. God lias put within each one a 
certain belief iu self, and has so mould¬ 
ed and interwoven the self conscious¬ 
ness of each one of us that after the 
lirst suggestion of transmigration, occa¬ 
sioned perhaps by the desire for one 
particular external phase of good pos¬ 
sessed by another aud desired by our¬ 
selves,—after this is passed, I say, aud 
we begin to realize what it might be to 
lose ourselves, we cauuot conceive of 
Such a thing. 

There are times, however, when, 
awed and wrapped up iu any exhibition 
of greatness of soul; and, iu the over¬ 
whelming sense of our own littleness 
and meagreuess aud poverty of spirit; 
we would give our all to be as the ob¬ 
ject admired. We covet iiis greatness. 
Such a thought, such a feeling was up¬ 
on us iu the presence,—we might bet¬ 
ter say at the feet of, Edwin Booth as 
Hamlet. We would gladly, for the 
moment, have lost ourselves, for the 
privilege of being present in the soul 
t;n.l as the soul of the great tragedian. 

It is mpossible to analyze the genius 
of Edwin Booth. The biologist may 
separate cell from cell and fix upon the 
minuteness oi life germs, but he has yet 
to find the life principle, the essential 
force which organizes cells aud germs, 
and makes dead matter live. So in the 
contemplation of such a genius as Mr. 
Booth’s there is always a subtle some¬ 
thing, aud that the most important part 
which escapes us. When we would say 
exactly what it is which constitutes his 
power, which separates him from his 
fellows, which enchains our attention 
aud excites our admiration, which ap¬ 
peals to our sense of completeness and 
perfection, we cannot. Partly because 
of the complexity of talents which make 
up his genius; but chiefly because of 
that untangible spirit which breathes 
upon, kindles and enlivens those tal¬ 
ents; aud without which talent is not, 
aud man is not; and which, when we 
shall have grasped it, and held it, aud 
known it, shall be to us the hitherto 
unknown secret of the life of man, 
which is now with God alone. We can 
only point to some of the qualities 
which appear in his work, and without 
which his power woulu not be what it is. 

Of the three most conspicuous gen¬ 
eral characteristics of Mr. Booth, which 
enter into and make up the sum of his 
power, we mention first his intellectual 
clearness aud subtlety. Endowed by 
nature with a clear and active intellect, 
his assiduous toil and his life long train¬ 
ing have refined and polished the pure 
natural metals of his mind. His neces¬ 
sary contact and familiarity with the 
genius of Shakespeare, with his clear 
aud sure perceptions of human nature, 
with his brii ia icy of wit, have natural¬ 
ly tended to quicken and clarify; and 
he shows the keenness and strength of 
his intellect by his admirably true aud 
complete understanding of Sliakespere’s 
meaning, and by his success in bringing 
out that meaning where it would many 
times be obscure to the ordinary reader. 
The intellectual quality of Mr. Booth is 
very apparent in his impersonation oi' 
parts which require a preponderance of 
the physical. The characters of Othel¬ 
lo and Macbeth presuppose a consider¬ 
able degree of physical and emotional 
vitality, being as they are exhibitions, 
in the first instance of a consummate 
jealousy, aud iu the second of a brutal 
villainy. Mr. Booth lacks the physical 
largeness and foice, and consequently 
neither his Othello nor his Macbeth is 
ever great; but Lis lack of an over-mas¬ 
tering rage and passion is partly atoned 
for by the justice and accuracy of his 
intellectual conception. He has Mac¬ 
beth and Othello more in his mind’s 
eye than in his heart’s core. Mr. Booth 
is at his best as Iago who is all intellect. 

In Iago’s character there is no possibil¬ 
ity of the raving and rage of Othello. 

He may be jealous, but his jealousy is 
connected with a calculating and crafty 
intelligence. The physical resources 


of the actor are not taxed. In Hamlet, 
too, the intellectual quality of Mr. 
Booth is strongly maiked. Every shade 
and change of feeliug, every pointed 
and direct climax, all delicate play of 
wit and humor is given its true value. 
In short, Mr. Booth has intellect which 
would serve him well elsewhere, had 
he uot the additional gifts and instincts 
which make him great as an actor. 

The second element of his power has 
to do with his ability in the technique 
of an actor. Nature has endowed him 
with a most graceful and elegant form; 
a clear, musical and flexible voice; and 
an intelligent and expressive counte¬ 
nance, making for him a moat distin¬ 
guished and dignified presence. In¬ 
spired by the love of an art for which 
he has been peculiarly well equipped by 
nature, and which has made two of his 
kindred, a father and a brother, as fa 
mous as himself, he lias become the 
master of its every detail. His elocu¬ 
tion is delightfully distinct, his inflec¬ 
tion delicately resonant, lie has at¬ 
tained to such completeness in matters 
of gesture and posture, that no art is 
apparent. II is costumes arc rich and 
appropriate. Whatever pertains to 
stage effect, whether in action or in re¬ 
pose, iu expression, in by-play, in cor¬ 
rect setting and circumstance, he is 
perfection itself. 

The third and rarest element of pow. 
er which is apparent in Mr. Booth is 
his spiritual insight. There is many an 
actor among us to-day who can read his 
lines intelligently and who can accom¬ 
plish all stage business artistically and 
well; but there are very few who can 
so lose themselves in the contemplation 
of a character, who can so feel and be a 
Ilamlet or an Iago as Edwin Booth. A 
nature deeply sensitive, doubtless made 
more so by personal sorrow, has in him 
been wrought upon by deep and careful 
study of the greatest creations of the 
human intellect, the immortal dramas 
of Shakespeare. What hours of medi¬ 
tation, of introspection, of communion 
with the silent, yet ever speaking spirit 
of the departed bard ha\e been the 
privilege of Edwin Booth! How strong 
and full, how tender, how melodious 
must seem to him the familiar words! 
How completely must they have be¬ 
come interwoven in his soul, and how 
constantly does he sit down to meat as 
the welcome guest, yea, as the familiar 
friend wilh tUo*6 gr indiy n 
ideal, persona.;, 
becomes ! 

Distinguished by mu Nectual and ar¬ 
tistic excellence, and by a most exqui¬ 
site sensibility; conscious of the hotly 
coursing blood of an illustrious kindred; 
subdued and softened by such peculiar- 
ly poignant sorrow as few are called up¬ 
on to bear; and wearing with a manly 
dignity the well earned laurels of a suc- 
cessiul career; Edwin Booth stands 
easily to-day the foremost actor on the 
American stage. “Lucerne.”

HQME HAPPENINGS. 


The services at the Congregational 
vestry last Sunday evening were very 
interesting. Rev. Mr. Sperry read, a 
sermon written by Rev. Mr. Packard, a 
deaf mute of Salem who was present on 
the platform. The sermon reviewed 
the subject of the early education of the 
deaf and dumb and of their condition 
before an effort had been made to edu¬ 
cate them. It also spoke of the way 
they were treated under the rule of 
foreign powers only a few centuries 
^igo, and the means used to degrade 
them. The first educational institution 
in this country for deaf mutes was es¬ 
tablished in Hartford, Con., in 1857, 
and had seven pupils and at the present 
time there are 200 , and from this have 
grown many others, while its members 
hold positions of trust in different parts 
of the couutry. The number of deaf 
mutes in this country is 35,000. A re¬ 
sume of the organization and work of 
the Salem society was given and it was 
clearly shown as a deserving charity. At 
•the close of the sermon Rev. Mr. Pack¬ 
ard illustrated by pantomime the story 
of “Abraham’s sacrificing Isaac” and 
“The Prodigal Son,” besides giving 
the Lord’s prayer and other sentences 
and words. The story of the Prodigal 
Sou was so clearly given that the audi¬ 
ence had no difficulty in following the 
story to the end. The service was very 
unique and greatly interested those 
present. A collection was taken. 

The daily papers contained an ac¬ 
count of a horrible accident by an ex¬ 
plosion of dynamite and gunpowder in 
the house of Stephen Young, at Straf¬ 
ford, N. H. Eight persons were in¬ 
jured, four fatally, including Mr. 
Young and Ins daughter. The young 
man who was the cause of the accident 
was a nephew of Mrs. Samuel Donnell 
of this town. 

The Law and Order League have 
sent to most of our busiuess men a re¬ 
quest, asking them not to employ any 
one who gets drunk, or even drinks, in 
fact none but total abstainers. A no¬ 
tice to that effect was also enclosed to 
be posted up in the shop. This is a 
new line of work for the L. & O. L., 
■and one we fear they won’t make much 
headway with. 

The fourth lecture in the free course 
was delivered to a full house last Thurs¬ 
day eveniug by Prof. J. G-. Wood, on 
the subject “Pond and Stream and 
some of the inhabitants.” The lecture 
was illustrated by blackboard sketches. 
The speaker failed to interest his audi¬ 
ence, partly owing to the subject of his 
lecture, and partly to his manner of de¬ 
livery. Prof. Wood will give the next 
two in the course. 

Mr. Horace Perkins has returned to 
Xova Scotia, where he will continue 
the business of shipping eggs to this 
vicinity. Express agents and employes 
have a great fondness for Nova Scotia 
eggs, as nearly everv case shipped has 
from one to five dozen stolen from it. 

Shortly after five o’clock last Thurs¬ 
day evening Mr. Wm. Frye, while cross¬ 
ing Ceutral street near Walnut, was 
struck by Mr. El bridge Rust’s team 
and slightly bruised. The horse was 
startled by the cars, but was quickly 
under the control of the driver, who 
prevented the accident from being more 
serious. 

A girl named Dowdy twelve years of 
age, living on Harris street, had a nar¬ 
row escape from burning to death last 
Saturday, while lighting a fire with 
keroseue. A shawl which she had ..on 
took fire but was thrown off before the 
child was seriously burned, although 
her hands were somewhat scorched. 

The proposed division of the town 
would take 4000 acres of the 9000 com¬ 
prising the township, and fully 15 miles 
of roads. It is claimed that West Pea¬ 
body pays one-fourteenth of the tax. 
They expect to he joined by So. Lynu- 
fiekl as soon as they are set off. 

During the past week the police have 
visited Capt. Mitchell, John O. Mahon¬ 
ey and John A. Leighton, Jr., at South 
Peabody, and also J. E. Millea on Fos¬ 
ter street, where two barrels of ale were 
captured in the cellar, one of them un¬ 
der a pile of coal. 

Atwood & DeauV 4 Among the Break¬ 
ers Co.” failed to appear at Town Hall, 
last Wednesday evening on account of 
an accident to one of the company. 
Part of the company were in town Sat¬ 
urday, but concluded it wouldn’t pay to 
play on so short a notice. 

A little son of Patrick Maginley liv¬ 
ing near the Peabody line fell from the 
roof of au out building, last Saturday, 
striking on the hack of, his head. Dr. 
Swazey of Salem was called and it is 
feared the child is seriously injured. 

Oliver Boynton, driver for Munroe & 
Arnold, has been confined to the house 
since Thanksgiving, caused by injuries 
received by falling from an express 
team while returning from Boston. 
The team arrived home without him.

Chief Engineer Osborne and Asst. 
Engineer Arnold of the Salem F. D. 
were present at the hearing Monday 
afternoon, and were in the engine 
house after the hearing. 

At the regular meetiug of the Board 
of Engineers held last Wednesday 
evening Frank Farrington, John Smith, 
Georga F. Allen and Charles Forness 
were approbated as firemen for Hose 
2. The usual number of bills were 
approved. 

Last Saturday night Perley King had 
a narrow escape from injury and fire, 
by the bursting of a kerosene lamp in 
his hand. A table cloth was burned 
and the wood work of the room was 
scorched. 

Adjourned meetiug of the Directors 
of the Relief Association of the Fire 
Dept, will he held at the engine house 
to-morrow evening. 

The Insurance men were treated to 
an exhibition of the power of the Pea¬ 
body water works after the hearing 
Monday afternoon. Two lines were 
attached to the hydrant in front of the 
engine house, 150 feet in each line, and 
good streams were obtained, although 
the pumps were shut down. The Com¬ 
mittee expressed themselves as being 
well pleased with the pressure of the 
water. 

Quite a unmher of the hoys of the 
department were called up as witnesses. 

Hose Company No. 3 have just had 
their pictures and that of their house, 
horse and hose carriage, and have had 
them enclosed in a handsome black 
walnut frame, which will he hung in 
the company’s parlor. The carriage 
occupies the center with the sixteen 
cabinets of the company, and Engineer 
Daniel B. Lord. It makes a handsome 
picture, and one that does credit to the 
artists, Messrs. Taylor & Preston of 
Salem. 

Quite a number of Peabody firemen 
were present at the ball, Thanksgiving 
night, of the Amazon Engine Company 
of Essex. 

The*Beverly Firemen’s Relief Asso¬ 
ciation will hold a grand hall in the 
Town Hall, Beverly, on New Year’s 
eve, the receipts to go to the fund. 
Good music will he in attendance. 

The Monday’s hearing on the Upton 
fire has been pretty thoroughly dis¬ 
cussed in the different fire stations since 
that day, and many are the comments 
on what it brought forth. 

It looks uow as though another pair 
of horses would he the outcome of the 
investigation. They are needed, and 
it will he better for the firemen and for 
the property owners to have it arranged 
so that both steamers can he run out at 
once. Some of the other improvements 
that the Committee thought were 
needed, electric alarm, five horses in 
the house at all times, and horses for 
all the hose carriages, will probably 
have to wait a while longer, asnhe 
town is in no condition to go to the ex¬ 
tra expense. We should like to see the 
Gamwell system of alarm, but we fear 
it will not be this year. 

The Board of Engineers will hold a 
meetiug this evening and will appro¬ 
bate a company for Hose 1. 

There are rumors that petitions are 
in circulation for the removal of three 
of the Board of Engineers. Wouldn’t 
it he the better way to wait the report 
of the committee of the New England 
Insurance Exchange before going too 
far in the matter? 

One impression conveyed to out¬ 
siders by the investigation is that the 
department is made up of a set of liquor 
drinking men, when the truth of it is 
that although it is not really a temper¬ 
ance society, there is no more liquor 
drinking men in the fire department 
than in any body of men of like size. 
It is certainly a vast improvement over 
the old days of hand engines, when it 
used to require about as much liquor to 
run a company as it did water for the 
engine. z.

A Lively Jelly Fish. 

At the Broadway wharf one of the 
officers of the steamer Yaquina saw on 
the sides of that vessel a strange-look- 
ing object which much resembled a 
mass of jelly—transparent, but tinged 
with red.

Other 
offices will be filled later. 

George F. Ward is painting the walls 
of the room of Hose 1, and varnishing 
the woodwork. The walls are painted 
an olive green with a maroon dado. It 
will be a great improvement. 

Hose 2 have contracted with Engi¬ 
neer George O. Pierce to furnish them 
with rubber coats and fire hats. 

The Salem Board of Aldermen have 
voted to recommend that the dis¬ 
charged firemen of II. & L. be rein¬ 
stated again, alter receiving a repri¬ 
mand. 

Lawreuce is contemplating the pur¬ 
chase of a new Button steamer. 

The Upton fire management investi¬ 
gation at Peabody Monday, by insur¬ 
ance underwriters, resulted in demon- 
si rating two facts: That a $4000 tank 
was needlessly torn down, and that too 
much rum was indulged in by the mem¬ 
bers of the department .—/Sunday Globe. 

We are glad to find out that such a 
thing was demonstrated, as it was not 
generally known by those who attend¬ 
ed the hearing. The truth of it is that 
the Globe has been just a trifle misin¬ 
formed on the whole busiuess. It was 
demonstrated at the hearing that the 
tauk was dangerous as it stood, and for 
that reason was pulled down. The fact 
that two or three firemen should get a 
little more aboard than they could safe¬ 
ly carry, should not condemn the whole 
department. The same paper says that 
“Volunteer Hose 4, was the only one 
that came out of the investigation with 
a clean temperance record.” This is 
also a misstatement, as there were oth¬ 
er companies in the department, whose 
names were not even mentioned in the 
hearing on the liquor business. There 
is one thing certain, and that is that the 
writer of the Fire column of the Sun¬ 
day Globe will have to let up on the 
Peabody fire boys, or not receive any 
support for his “pet scheme” from this 
town. 

Flanders, the rusher of the Woburns, 
received a very fine offer from the Sa- 
lems, but declined it on account of 
friendship for his own team. 

Commissioner Greene and Superin¬ 
tendent -of Fire Alarm Flanders of the 
Boston Fire Department were in town 
yesterday and placed ‘an order with 
Dole & Osgood for four horse pungs to 
be used in the outlying districts cf 
Boston. They paid a flying visit to 
the engine house but did not stop long. 

The principal talk in the fire stations 
now is the letter of the Iusurance Ex¬ 
change and the improvements that 
they suggest. 

All persons having demands against 
the old company of Hose 2, are request¬ 
ed to forward the same to Henry Grif¬ 
fin, clerk of the company before the 
19th of this month. 

Ulick A. Brophy took the carriage of 
Hose 4 Salem, to the fire on May street

first year. It would put the depart¬ 
ment on about the same footing as the 
Lynn department, which would be a 
good move, providing there were as 
many fires and alarms and as much val¬ 
uable property as Lynn, but the rate 
of taxation in this town will not war¬ 
rant any such expenditures providing 
the taxpayers were willing.

Lack of space last week forbade any 
remarks, on our part, with reference to 
the result of the investigation by the 
Insurance Committee on the Upton 
fire. There is much that deserves to 
be said, and ought to be said, for the 
credit of our town, our fire department 
and for the interest of the business men 


was also evident, and this is borne out 
by the report, that very little weight 
was attached to the matter of the boys 
having something to drink during the 
forenoon. There was no evidence of 
any intoxication during the fire, in the 
sense in which that term is usually un¬ 
derstood. By that we mean that all 
the intoxication that has been talked 
about was after the fire-was perfectly 
under control. Of course the tire was 
smouldering, and a necessity existed 
for watching it all that day and we 
know not how much longer. But we 
deny, iu toto, that there was any evi 
deuce at the hearing, that any of the 
firemen were under the influence of liq¬ 
uor at a time when it incapacitated 
them from every effort towards putting 
out the fire. Nor was there any evi¬ 
dence to show that the liquor was ob¬ 
tained from any other source than a 
man in the employ of Mr. Upton. 

It is no surprise to us, therefore, that 
the Fire Department and firemen are 
exonerated from blame, at this fire. 
And we are glad for the ciedit of our 
town that this is so. With reference to 
some talk about liquor at the houses, 
that is a matter for the town to settle. 
It is contrary to the rules of the De¬ 
partment, and we have perfect confi¬ 
dence that the Selectmen and Eugi 
neers will straighten this out. 

The suggestion of a better system of 
fire alarm is not new to our people. 
The Gamewell system, which is the 
best beyond question, was before the 
Town Meeting several years ago, and 


here is directly interested. We were 1 
told only last week by one of our agents ! 
here, who desired to place $10,000 on 
some properly since the tire, that 
he had difficulty in so doing, because 
of these reports. 

The report of the Committee may

travels a hundred times faster than its 
contradiction and does an infinite 
amount more of harm. We think we 
have shown to the judgment of any fair 
minded persou, the source whence 
these rumors proceeded. The harm 
that has been done is known to all our 
citizeus and business men. Tile reme¬ 
dy is obvious.

who have large amounts of property at I a public exhibition of its working was 


stake. 

We have considered that the protec¬ 
tion given to the property of our citi¬ 
zens in case of fire was not only equal 
to that of auy place iu this vicinity, but 
was adequate to the needs of the town. 
Since the introduction of the High Ser¬ 
vice we have had a valuable addition to 
any department that could be organ¬ 
ized. It has proved so. No man in 
his senses would deny it for a moment, 
The town was very liberal in its support 
of the Fire Department at the reorgan¬ 
ization made necessary by the new 
service. To the fine houses already 
built they added new hose carriages 
o.ie of the best trucks anywhere, new 
hose and new horses. And in refer¬ 
ence to the men, the record of the de¬ 
partment since the introduction of High 
Service needs no defence from us. We 
don’t believe an abler, better set of 
men in this town, or any town, can be 
got together. The fires have been 
managed admirably. The men on the 
whole have been prompt, efficient and 
ready and willing to do their duty, aud 
we don’t propose to admit any excep¬ 
tions to this in the case of the last fire. 

Owing to circumstances of which we 
shall have something to say in another 
Column, it was reported to the Insur¬ 
ance people iu Boston, representing the 
large Companies which had risks at the 
Uptou fire, that there had been mis- 
managemeufcat this fire. That it was 
from twenty minutes to half an hour 
after the alarm was given before there 
was any response from the Fire Depart¬ 
ment. That after they got there it was 
not managed properly. That we had 
not only an inefficient Board of Engi¬ 
neers, but a set of drunken firemen. 
Humors, we say, of similar import, 
came to the ears of the Underwriters in 
Boston. What was left tor them to do 
but send a Committee to look the mat¬ 
ter up? If these things were true they 
did not purpose to have large risks in 
the town of Peabody. 

The result was the Committee came 
here. They looked over the apparatus. 
They visited the houses. They ad. 
jourued to the Town House where the 
investigation as reported in last week’s 
Pit ESS took place. And it is a good 
thing for the town, in more than one 
respect, that they gave as much time 
to the matter as they did. Chairman 
Gray was not only a very gentlemanly 
but liberal man; he was courteous ans 
fair to everybody. And he gave hi 
opinions freely as the investigation pro¬ 
ceeded, iu many matters. So that the 
Engineers felt, and the firemen felt 
that the report which would be made to 
the Insurance Exchange would not 
materially differ from the opinions ad¬ 
vanced by him at several times durin 
the day. 

The substance of the report is known 
and does not reflect discreditably upon 
the Department or the Engineers. It 
recommends that more horses be kept in 
liomscs, that the drivers sleep at 
houses, and suggests that the 


made by the agents, at the request of 
our Engineers. Tax payers who were 
present last week iu the Selectmen’s 
room, and who heard the suggestion of 
Mr. Gray, spoke against it and voted 
against it then. Some of them are 
large property holders. And we were 
glad they were interested iu the hear¬ 
ing, aud heard carefully the suggestions 
which Mr. Gray made. It rests with 
the town, and no one else, to heed or 
not, the suggestions of the report of 
the Committee.

As we said, this report 
could easily have been forestalled by 
the interpolated remarks of Mr. Gray 
during the day. He admitted that 
there was no delay in reaching the fire, 
and that when the alarm was given by 
Upton’s men, the factory was in such 
a condition that no power could have 
saved it from a total loss. The testi¬ 
mony of Mr. Clothey is all that any 


The Power of the press, for good or 
evil, has been time and again demon¬ 
strated. So powerful a factor for good 
can be made under the proper circum¬ 
stances, a mighty engine- for evil. A 
notable instance of the latter has been 
observed since the late fire in this town. 
Slurs and inuendoes, against our fire¬ 
men aud the management of the fire, 
have gone forth, aud beeu taken for 
solid facts. Misstatements iu reference 
to the investigation recently held have 
been taken as the opinion of the citi¬ 
zens of our town. All of which the 
most casual examination, by a corre¬ 
spondent or journalist accustomed to 
such care, would have been shown to be 
very far from the truth. 

We had thought that a correspondent 
of the presumed capability and caliber 
of the representative of the Boston 
Journal would hesitate about heralding 
the slurs against the Fire Department 
from a quarter known to be hostile to 
its every movement, from a party, too, 
who would not dare in case of fire to 
get within range of a stream of water, 
as the settled opinion of the people of 
this town. Yet this is just what was 
done directly after the fire ai)d after 
the investigation. The takiug of the 
slurs against the Department, and pub¬ 
lishing them in a paper of the circula¬ 
tion of the Boston Journal as facts, 
gave the people of the country to 
understand, and the Insurance men in 
Boston to understand that Peabody had 
a miserable Fire Department. That 
there was no protection to property 
here in case of lire. This was directly 
the cause of the investigation, and 
here is where the mischief was done. 
In this town the original slurs aud mis¬ 
representations were simply laughed at; 
everybody knew them to be false. But 
people in Boston and elsewhere did not, 
and they were by them accepted as 
truth. 

From the same source, after the in¬ 
vestigation, came the announcement 
that it was shown that the men were 
drunk during the fire, and that there 
was mismanagement. Now, no report¬ 
er present at that investigation could 
have honorably said anything of the 
sort. Nothing of the sort was shown. 
Yet this was heralded by the Boston 
papers as the opinion of the people 
here. It was entirely false. The people 
of Peabody have perfect confidence in 
their Fire Department, and yet such 
rumors do the harm away from town. 
Here, as we have said before, they are 
simply laughed at. 

But the Insurance business is a seri¬ 
ous business. It is a matter that con¬ 
cerns every man iu town. If on ac¬ 
count of these slurs and false state¬ 
ments there is a reiuctancy ou the part 
of Underwriters to lake risks here, or 
if the rate of Insurance is to be raised, 
not only our Manufacturers, but the 
humblest citizen who owns property 


While the Insurance Committee 
have exonerated the Engineers and 
Fire Department from all blame, as 
they could hardly help doing, we pre¬ 
sume it would not have looked well to 
find no fault anywhere. So they have 
made some recommendations to the 
town which will be found elsewhere. 
We suppose if they had seen anything 
here inferior to the arrangemen s of the 
paid department of the city of Boston, 
they would have thought it necessary to 
make some suggestions. Wc do not 
think our citizens will feel, when they 
read them, that they are absolutely 
needed in a town of this size, or that 
there was anything brought out at the 
hearing showing their necessity. The 
matter of a Fire Alarm system has been 
brought up. Some have favored it— 
others have not. In regard to keeping 
a horse at every one of the hose houses 
with a man to sleep there, it may seem 
to be a big thing to the Insurance men, 
because there wasn’t anything else for 
them to see, but we fail to see its im¬ 
portance. When a department can ral¬ 
ly to a fire in from five to eight min¬ 
utes,(and it wasn’t fifteen iu the last 
tire)which is done here right along, we 
don’t see where it is to help matters 
much, or what greater promptness any- 
oue can expect. It looks like an aJded 
expense to the town for ornamental 
purposes. 

If the town adopt all the recommen¬ 
dations they will feel that they are 
driven to it, to a certain extent. And 
they will have still less respect for the 
Insurance monopoly, with its plate 
glass windows, and heavy salaried offi¬ 
cers. With every one of the recom¬ 
mendations in force at the time of the 
Upton fire, we don’t believe there would 
have beeu any less loss to the Under¬ 
writers, any less actual loss of property, 
auy promptor response by the Fire De¬ 
partment. It could not have beeu pos¬ 
sible. And the same cau be said of 
every fire that we recall for a number 


hose cart which is now run by hand, 
and that these horses shall be kept con¬ 
stantly iu the hose cart houses, and 
that at least four horses additional to 
the hose cart horses shall be kept iu the 
central engine house, two for use on 
steamers and two for hook and ladder 
truck. Also that they should have a 
competent and comprehensive lire 
alarm system. Also that the driver be¬ 
longing to each piece of machinery 
should sleep in the house where his ma¬ 
chinery is kept, and that iu the central 
engine house not less than eight men 
should be required lo sleep. Also that 
the lack of discipline in the department 
is a very serious one, and one that must 
receive prompt and thorough attention 
at your hands. 

While there has been no formal ac¬ 
tion taken on the subject as yet by the 
Exchange, I can safely say lo you that 
unless the changes indicated are made 
as promptly as ciicunislauces will per¬ 
mit, the underwriters will certainly feel 
compelled to lay increased premiums, 
to receive proper compensation for the 
additional hazard to their interests from 
the lack of that full protection upon 
which the present tariff rales were 
based, and which we supposed we were 
receiving

Romance of a French Diplomat, 

A truly extraordinary story is told by 
an old schoolfellow of M. Lemaire, late 
French Consul General at Shanghai, 
and recently appointed Minister Pleni¬ 
potentiary at Hue. Twenty-five years 
ago lie was at school at Tonnerre. 
There, with unconsciousness of his des¬ 
tiny, lie was nicknamed Jaunot, on ac¬ 
count of his singularly yellow complex¬ 
ion. He was a quiet lad, not brilliant, 
often bullied by his comrades, ami 
somewhat hardly treated by his profes¬ 
sors. 

When fifteen he passed a vacation 
with an uncle in Burgundy, and had 
for companion a cousin much younger 
than himself. Their delight was to 
play at soldiers. Lemaire shouldered a 
rusty flint gun, and the cousin nourish¬ 
ed an old sabre. One day it .was agreed 
that they should get up some wine from 
the cellar, not with any pilfering inten¬ 
tion, but merely to play at soldiers 
plundering. As the cousin was mount¬ 
ing the cellar stairs Lemaire exclaimed, 
“Here is the enemy,” and pulled the 
trigger. The gun,which he didnotknow 
to be loaded, went off and blew out the 
brains of the young cousin. Lemaire 1 s 
family, horrified at the event, sent him 
to sea as a cabin boy. 

Nothing was heard of him for years, 
and he sent no letters home. At last 
it was found out that he had establish¬ 
ed himself at Saigon, had learned Chi¬ 
nese. and was employed as interpreter 
at the French Consulate. Later news 
came that he had married a Cochin 
Chinese lady, whether a native or a 
settler is not stated, and now the result 
of that unfortunate shot with the flint 
gun is that he is recognized as the most 
accomplished, diplomatist that France 
can find to conduct her affairs among 
the yellow people. Such is the history 
of Jaunot .—London Daily News.

“And good night, Brown, for I am 
going to bed.”

The Essex Agricultural Society held 
its first Institute meeting at Rowley on 
the 10th inst. It was largely attended, 
more than two hundred persons being 
present during the day. The exercises 
were very interesting throughout, as 
much so as at any previous meeting of 
the Society. Mr. Gregory’s address 
on the comparative value of commer¬ 
cial fertilizers was an exhaustive analy¬ 
sis of an important subject, and the dis¬ 
cussion which followed the address was 
Interesting and instructive. Nearly 
one hundred persons partook of a sub¬ 
stantial dinner at the Eagle House, 
which was served in an excellent man¬ 
ner by mine host Sanborn. Mr. J. P. 
King, of Peabody, said that when a 
large quantity of manure was used in 
land a fertilizer could do no good. 
Should use part fertilizer. Have raised 
‘JO bushels of corn on an acre by using 
fertilizers; the same land the next year 
yielded 750 bushels of onions. The 
land was left in just as good condition 
aud yielded good grass for four years. 
By using barnyard manure afterwards 
the crop was light. Consider fertilizers 
cheaper than barnyard manures at 38 
a cord. Time is saved by using it. 
Have found it better to have a different 
crop every year, no matter what the 
fertilizer is. lien manure is a good 
fertilizer. Have raised line popping 
corn with fertilizers alone on very sandy 
land. Consider it good for squashes.

For instance, I 
never saw or heard it stated that orange 
groves are plowed, harrowed, and 
hoed, and kept as free from grass as a 
vegetable garden, but such is the fact;

surprise No. 1. Again, while standing 
amid a cluster of orange trees, and ob¬ 
serving the profusion of great golden 
globes pendent upon the branches in 
every direction, I ventured a remark to 
the gardener: “We are just at the 
proper season for seeing the fruit at its 
best?”

There may be, but there need 
not be, a more beautiful spot upon the 
earth. — Boston Transcript . 


A famous dealer in the best wines ot 
Burgundy, having an idea that the wat¬ 
ery portion of the wine is best done 
away with, has taken to artificially 
freezing his stock. He thus withdraws 
a certain percentage of water in the 
shape of ice from iiis wine. The crop 
of ice thus removed, as soon as it melts, 
becomes fetid, showing some elements 
of queer decomposition.

Last Friday the Town Clerk sent out 
circulars to about 75 of the business 
men and heaviest tax-payers inviting 
them to meet at the Selectmen’s room 
Saturday night about 7 o'clock, to ad¬ 
vise with the Selectmen and Board of 
Eugineers as to what action should be 
laxen on the letter and recommenda¬ 
tions of the New England Insurance 
Exchange. The result was that about 
25 or 30 met at the time appointed. 

Meeting called to order by Chairman 
South wick who read the letter from Mr. 
Gray. He said that the meeting had 
been called by the Selectmen as they 
thought the matter an Important one to 
the business men and the Selectmen 
would like their advice. We hear re¬ 
ports of the lack of discipline, the ineffl- 
ciency of the Engineers, and we also 
hear the same thing of the Selectmen. 
We would call upon any gentleman 
present to present their views. 

C. W. Osborne would like to know 
how the fire department compared with 
other departments. Had always sup¬ 
posed our department fully as good, II 
not better, than the most of the towns 
of the same size. Know they were 
always prompt in getting out and always 
worked well. 

Chief Littlefield does not know of any 
town so well equipped with apparatus 
and men as this town, and Mr. Gray of 
the Insurance Committee thought the 
same. Think’it would be a good thing 
to have both steamers run out at once 
Has changed his mind on that subject 
since last year. He was opposed to 
keeping horses in all the hose houses 
The question of lack of pressure on tin 
morning of the Upton lire was here tak¬ 
en up and discussed by Littlefield, C. 
B. Farley, Engineer Reed and J. B 
Thomas. 

C. B. Farley wanted to know if there 
were horses for both steamers and four 
drivers at the Central Station, if there 
was any need of horses lor the olhei 
houses. Littlefield said Unit situated 
as Hose 4 was, a horse would be a great 
advantage. William 1\ Clark asked il 
the Engineers had ever tried to hire 
horses for IIosc 4. Engineer Pierce 
said that he had tried that very day 
without success. 

C. W. Osborne thought that the Ex¬ 
change was asking too much. All the 
talk had come from Upton’s tire and he 
understood that at that fire 1 lie engine 
and blower had been running until the 
progress of the fire stopped them. The 
fire had been well handled and he 
didn’t, believe any department could 
have done better. lie didn’t believe 
in putting in the electric alarm or in 
buying extra horses for the hose carts. 

Engineer Pierce thought that the Ex¬ 
change was putliug, it to the town pret¬ 
ty solid, and that it all ay with the 
town to regulate the matter. H : knew 
what the pressure of water at t]ie Up¬ 
ton fire was, and would like to know 
why it went back on them on the morn¬ 
ing of the fire. He gave the number of 
streams that the pipes had ought to 
supply. 

R. II. Brown wished to know if there 
had not been a lack of management on 
the part of the officers in charge. This 
is what the Exchange charges against 
the department. The Engineers have 
a great responsibility resting on them 
during a lire, and it becomes them to 
keep themselves well drilled and under 
subordination. They are the proper 
persons to attend to the recommenda¬ 
tions of the Exchange but I don’t think 
it necessary to go ’into all of them, es¬ 
pecially the electric alarm, as our sys¬ 
tem of alarm is as good as any, the 
whistles always being prompt. It 
would be a good thing to notice the mi¬ 
nor points in the letter. 

Wm. P. Clark had that clay seen a 
synopsis of the fire departments of the 
towns and cities of the State, and Pea¬ 
body ranked among the first. He did 
uol believe in sending the II. & L. out 
first; why not send out both steamers 
and then come back after the truck? 
Do not see any need of the electric 
alarm. There has been some pushing 
done since the Upton fire, Dr else the 
Insurance Exchange would not now 
come into town and dictate their terms. 
If they will not insure our property let 
the town do its own insuring. 

Chief Littlefield would like to know 
just what was meant by “lack of disci¬ 
pline,” He had asked Mr. Gray this 
very day what it meant, and had re¬ 
ceived the answer, that the investiga¬ 
tion had brought out the fact that liq¬ 
uor was kepi at the engine house, and 
that was what was meant. In the man¬ 
agement of the Upton fire, the Insur¬ 
ance men had no fault to find. Would 
recommend another pair of horses for 
the steamer. Engineer Pierce wanted 
to know if Littlefield acknowledged the 
failure of the high service, and consid¬ 
erable discussion followed on the mer¬ 
its of steamers and hydrants. 

S. A. Southwick knew that one man 
from this town had been before the Ex¬ 
change in Boston and he had suspicions 
of another, and what they said was the 
cause of the investigation. 

George C. Pierce thought that the 
Committee came here under a misap¬ 
prehension of the facts. Don’t believe 
there is a better department in Essex 


County. We have an active young 
reporter in town who does not always 
hit the exact truth in his reports, and 
in this case these reports were one 
cause of the hearing, and the riding of 
hobbies was another. 

George O. Pierce said that further 
evidence could be put forwaid but ii 
was held back in the interest of tin* tax¬ 
payers. “Ii has been said that I am 
the man who went before the Exchan- e 
with a copy of the Salem News and 
presented the story to them. The man 
who said that is now in the room.” lie 
had always worked for the inten s s of 
the town. He then gave the story of 
how he found things when he arrived 
home from Chicago, after the Upton 
fire. 

II. P. Ilecd did uot hardly believe 
I he Committee would have come down 
here, but for the talk after the disband¬ 
ing of the Hose companies. He re¬ 
ferred to the Proctor fire as being badly 
mismanaged and charged that there 
was a 1 ick of discipline in the depart¬ 
ment at that time. Chief Littlefield 
denied the charges, and explained ju t 
how the Proctor fire was handled. The 
building being only hung by the roof 
was not safe for men to enter. 

C. B. Farley said that property own¬ 
ers now found themselves in a peculiar 
position as they could not get insured 
as readily as in former years. The in¬ 
surance monopoly have things their 
own way, and if you want to insure you 
have to pay whatever they may charge. 
He believes in keeping both steamers 
on duty, and that horses should be pur¬ 
chased: that some of the horses should 
he kept constantly in the house; believe 
in keeping the main force at the centra' 
station well supplied, and if horses are I 
needed for the hose earls to hire them I 
The next question is as to whether we 
have an efficient Board of Engineers, | 
whether there is harmony in the Board i 
and whether the members of the de- 1 
partment respect them. 

William P. Clark moved that the 
whole matter be referred t > the Select- j 
men, to see what is necessary for the 
improvement of the department and 
for them to make report at the March I 
meeting. Several amendments were 
offered and tlie motion was ful.y dis¬ 
cussed by C. B. Farley, John Line- ! 
ban, J. P. King, V T m. II. Little, A. B. 
Merrill, C. W. Osborn, Geo. O. Pierce, 
R. II. Brown, S. S. Littlefield, Geo. C. 
Pierce, J. B. Thomas, I. Munroe and! 
II. P. Reed, and was finally withdrawn 
by Mr. Clark in favor of the following 
offered by Mr. Farley: “that ii was the 
opinion of this meeting that the Select¬ 
men would be fully justified in buying 
or hiring another pair of horses, and 
that four men (drivers) be required to 
sleep at the Central Station.” This 
motion was then adopted and the meet¬ 
ing dissolved.

13 y the permission of the Xew Eng¬ 
land Insurance Exchange we publish 
elsewhere the full text of the report 
by the Committee of Investigation in 
the recent fire. It is interesting in that 
one point, especially, is more particu- 
laily covered than in the recommenda¬ 
tions to the town addressed to the Chief 
of our Eire Department and Chairman 
South wick of our Selectmen. 

The recommendation said the lack of 
discipline in the department is a very 
serious one, etc. Chief Littlefield said 
on Saturday eveuing that he did not 
understand exactly what the Committee 
meant, and he had asked Chairman 
Gray what it meant. Whether he got 
a clear refily or not, there can be "no 
doubt of what was in the minds of the 
Committee, after reading the full text 
which we to-day publish. 

After Chairman Gray had expressed 
the opinion on the day of the investiga¬ 
tion that little stress was laid ou The 
fact that some of the boys 44 took some¬ 
thing warm” during the forenoon; 
after, too, he had given it as his opin¬ 
ion that his experience had not shown 
terupenuce men to be the best firemen; 
after the evidence which did not show 
intoxication at the time of the fire; after 
his admission that the Upton fire was 
pjomptly managed, that it was doubt¬ 
ful if any less loss could have entailed 
on the Underwriters; after all these 
things it was rather puzzling to us, and 
to the Fire Engineers to hear of the 
very serious lack of discipline in the 
department. Mr. Gray was certainly 
in error in the one case or the other. 
He either did not say what he meant 
here, or did not mean what he said in 
the report. 

But we are glad we know at last just 
what sort of a Fire Department we 
have. And we beg our readers to note 
what the Committee say they found, 
that “there is, and has been for a long 
time a very serious lack of any sort of 
healthful discipline in the department.” 

The italics are ours. Bead it slowly, 
and take it all in. For a long time this 
town has had no sort of discipline iu its 
Fire Department. They also found 
that the meu of some companies as well 
as a portion of the officers have been in 
the habit , both at fires and sometimes 
in their own fire houses, of indulging 
in the use of liquors. 

Well, if all this is true, and it was all 
brought out at the investigation, there 
certainly were some of us who did not 
find it out. There was more or less 
washing of dirty linen at the investiga¬ 
tion, and of course the displacement of 
some of the men stirred up some had 
blood. But the department should not 
be held responsible for the errors of a 
few of its number. And we still as¬ 
sert that a body ot men in this town, or 
other, of ihe same number of men, 
could not be got together, any better 
firemen, auy more willing to obey or¬ 
ders, any prompter in getting to a fire, 
or any freer from intoxication than the 
department as it exists to-day, or even 
* as it existed before the Upton fire. 

We don’t believe, and the Selectmen 
and citizens don’t believe, that k4 /or a 
long time there has been a serious lack 
of any sort of discipline here.” Would 
our citizens in town meeting last March 
have voted additional pay to the boys, 
if they had believed they were an ineffi¬ 
cient set of firemen? But such a ques¬ 
tion may need argument in Boston, but 
it does not here. Neither is it true, 
nor was it so found out by the Commit¬ 
tee at the investigation, that the officers 
and men are in the habit of drinking at 
fires. It is not so believed by our 
citizens. We will admit that there was 


cut, to the extent mentioned by him, 
is denied as explicitly as was asserted 
by him, and that, too, by parties in just 
as good condition to know the facts in 
the case. 

It may be proper that some of the 
recommendations of the Committee be 
adopted, but the full text of the report 
shows that the decision of the Commit¬ 
tee was not made up from the heariug, 
but from some influence brought to 
bear iu another direction. Too much 
attention must have been paid to the 
statements of parties who were “sore” 
on account of being discharged from 
the department, or from those who 
were iu sympathy with them. So that 
to a certain extent, the recommenda¬ 
tions are shorn of their strength. 
When a Committee of investigation re¬ 
port to the Exchange what the people 
of our town know to be false, it is not 
likely that as much regard will be paid 
to them as if they were arrived at from 
premises which have some logic 1 basis. 
It will take something more .than the 
opinion of Mr. Gray and his colleagues 
to convince our citizens that 44 for a 
long time there has been a lack of any 
sort of discipline here,” or that the offi¬ 
cers and men of the department “have 
been in the habit of getting intoxicated 
at fires.” 

If there is anything we can say, that 
we have not said, to interest our read¬ 
ers in the production of the Oratorio of 
the Messiah next Monday night in Me¬ 
chanic Ilall, we desire to say it. Not 
only for the benefit and pleasure of the 
auditors themselves, but for the good of 
the Oratorio Society. The musical 
people of Salem and the surrounding 
towns, including Peabody, Danvers, 
Beverly and Marblehead, ought to turn 
out in sufficient numbers to fill the hall 
both at the public rehearsal in the after¬ 
noon and the grand performance in the 
evening. The price of course tickets 
for the remaining four performances 
has been reduced; and ihe price of sin¬ 
gle tickets to the Oratorio is 51 includ¬ 
ing a reserved seat. They arc for sale 
at Emilio’s music store.

The new musical 
pitch will be used, which necessitates 
doing away with the organ. The 
chorus will, however, have the assist¬ 
ance of the full Germania Orchestra 
and a grand piano, under the manipula¬ 
tion of Mr. Fenollosa, the entire pro¬ 
duction being under the leadership of 
Carl Zerrahn.

Report of Insurance Committee. 

Boston, Dec. 10, 1884. 

• The New England Insurance 
Exchange,— Gentlemen: The Salem 
committee, to which was referred the 
duty of investigating the Salem and 
the Peabody tire departments, report 
that on Monday, the 8th insl., Messrs. 
Smith, Bartlett, Kendall, Day and 
Gray, of the committee, went to Pea- 
bo .y and spent the entire day in an in¬ 
vestigation of the condition of affairs 
at that place. We were, therefore, uu- 
able to give any attention on that day 
to affairs at Salem and have since been 
unable to arrange fora meeting for that 
purpose, and at this time are therefore 
only ready to report in regard to affairs 
at Peabody. We would say, that we 
found that the town of Peabody has 
two first class steamers, one hook and 
ladder truck, live hose carts, one of 
which is a horse hose cart, three are 
hand power only, aud oue is tilted for 
use either by hand or horse power. 
They also have five good horses, oue 
span for the steamers, one span for 
hook and ladder truck, and one horse 
for hose cart; therefore, so far as ap¬ 
paratus and machinery is concerned 
we find that the town is well supplied, 
and in regard to this point we have no 
recommendations to make. We find, 
however, that the horses which belong 
to and are a part of the department, 
are also used for general town pur¬ 
poses, watering streets, hauling gravel 
and other purposes, and, therefore, 
during the day time are veryiaelyin 
the house. We fiud that each piece of 
machinery lias got a company com¬ 
posed of members enough to be able, 
so far as numbers are concerned, to do 
effective service, but we find good rea¬ 
son to believe that there is, and has 
been for a long lime, a very serious 
lack of any sort of healthful discipline 
in the department. 

The statements made to us point¬ 
ed conclusively to the fact, that the 
men of some companies, as well as a 
portion of the officers, have been in 
the habit, both at fires, and sometimes 
in their own fire houses, of indulging 
in the use of* liquors, and undoubtedly 
at the time of the last tire—that of the 
Upton glue factory—quite a portion of 
the men belonging to the dt p utment 
were very seriously under the influence 
of liquor. As a result of this, Hose 
Company No. 2 has been discharged, 
and a new company, composed of 
young men—eight of whom only are 
voters—has been organized to take its 
place. We also find that two members 
of Hose Company No. 1 were guilty of 
such gross insubordination and disobe¬ 
dience to orders at this same fire, that 
the board of engineers felt compelled 
to discharge these two. The balance 
of this Company No. 1 felt so badly 
aggrieved at the action taken by 
the board in discharging two members, 
that they have disbanded the company. 
We also find that the town lacks even 
the crudest system for giving alarms, 
and that they depend upon whistles at 
the manufacturing establishments, or 
the fleetness of foot on the part of cit¬ 
izens iu order to give them any notice 
of a fire, or enable them to locate it 
when they know the fact. 

The water works, we have good rea¬ 
son to believe, are ample aud reliable. 

It is true that the statements made in 
connection with the water pressure at 
the time of the beginning of ihe fire in 
the Upton factory, would show that 
something was wrong, and prevented 
such pressure as ought to have been 
had at that time and place, but the 
weight of evidence would tend to show 
that this lack of pressure was owing 
largely to the failure to properly and 
thoroughly open ihe gates of the hy¬ 
drants, or to some other inadvertence 
or neglect on the part of the men, 
rather than that the water itself was 
not sufficient, for we found that later 
in the fire, with very many more 
streams in use, the pressure was much 
greater than ou the two hydrants first 
turned on.

most, or all of [lie selectmen, and an 
audience of a hundred or more, com¬ 
prising many of the leading citizens of 
the town, and that indications show 
that the town itself is now thoroughly 
aware of some facts in connection with 
the department, which they have not 
heretofore known, and we believe that 
the taxpayers are now in a frame of 
mind to give this matter prompt atten¬ 
tion, patricularly if the request comes 
from the underwriters that they should 
do so. All of which is respectfully 
submilled.

Messrs Editors :— Improvement s 
and enlargements is the motto of the 
Rendering Works on Liberty street, as 
the picture on the back of his card suf¬ 
ficiently indicates. 

The improvements are in the interioi 
of the factory. lie has had a new “Di¬ 
gester” put in of the most improved 
pattern, capable of holding several dead 
animals at a time, for the purpose of 
“cremation.” After passing through 
the “crematory” the remains are press¬ 
ed and dried, then run through the mil. 
which reduces them to a powder, after¬ 
wards bagged and utilized by the farm¬ 
ers everywhere. The extension of the 
works is on a larger scale. Connected 
with the factory (which is the centre of 
the picture) on the north side, by an 
elevated railway one huuclred or more 
feet long and about thirty high, is the 
large new storage building erected this 
fall for the purpose of storing phos¬ 
phate. Still farther north is seen the 
building used for storing dried hair; at 
the right of the building stands Dennis, 
a faithful sentinel with an ever watch¬ 
ful eye upon the interests of Lhe Hair 
Field. Connected with the factory 
upou the south and west is the platform 
and wharf. At the left of the wharf, 
and joining it are the extensive drying 
lofts for glue. Still farther left is the 
Red building used for storage purposes. 
At the wharf is a vessel loading for a 
distant port. In the doorway of the 
factory stands Prescott directing Jo¬ 
seph and others how to put the cargo 
on board. Down the roadway in front 
comes Charles with a “Hearse” load of 
dead animals. At the platform is seen 
Munroe A Arnold s h a n loa ling with 
tallow. At the door of the office stands 
the portly form of the proprietor, view¬ 
ing with an air of serenity the loading 
of the ship, and calmly contemplating 
the profits of the voyage. At this es¬ 
tablishment loafers are utilized upon 
the “Automatic” plan.

WINES AND CIGARS. 


A new code of railway signals went 
into effect on the railroads of the United 
Slates recently. The new code was 
adopted at the general convention at 
Philadelphia, October 9, 1854. The 
code embraces six sets of signals, 
namely: hand and lamp signals, bell' 
cord signals; signals by whistle; sta¬ 
tionary and fixed signals; carried by 
trains, and torpedo signals. There is 
very little change, however, from the 
signals which have been in uniform use 
on all roads for some years past. Tl e 
lamp signals and signals by whistle a.e 
the same as in the old code. In signa s 
carried by trains and stationary signals 
red is now used exclusively for a°dan- 
ger signal. By the new code green is 
used instead of red on a tarm to denote 
that the train following has the same 
rights as the train carrying the signals. 
A white flag or light on the front of 
an engine is now used instead of green 
to denote that the train is itself a wild 
one. One torpedo thrown on the track 
denotes “ danger” two torpedoes, mean 
“ caution; run carefully.”

In the first place—don’t smoke. It i.s 
a dangerous, unhealthy and expensive 
practice. It is very apt to control you 
and you will smoke more than is good 
for you. Still, if you smoke there is no 
use saying “Don’t smoke,” for von will. 
You think you can stop, but you can’t. 
Every smoker is sure he could quit to¬ 
morrow if he wanted to. There is one 
man in Detroit — a journalist on a Ger¬ 
man newspaper—who frankly admits 
that he can’t stop smoking. He tried it 
and couldn’t. He is honest enough to 
admit it. He is perhaps the only man 
now living who acknowledges that he 
canpot stop smoking. 

The best and cheapest way of smok¬ 
ing is the pipe, and the cheaper the pipe 
is the better. You can throw it away 
with more cheerfulness and unconcern. 
Throw a pipe away as often as possible. 
The foulness of it, besides being offen¬ 
sive, is poisonous. 

Cigars are the most expensive and 
the most convenient way of smoking. 
Use a holder and a cheap wooden one 
that you can throw away. It is bad to 
put a cigar in your mouth. The maker 
of it may have had some contagious 
disease. 

There is a great outcry against ciga¬ 
rettes. The outcry is unfounded. It is 
said the burning of the rice paper is 
bad for you. Bosh. It is not half as 
had as the tobacco inside. The trouble 
with cigarettes is that they maybe 
made of picked up second-hand tobac¬ 
co. That is not very pleasant to think 
about. In England nearly every man 
makes the cigarettes he uses, rolling 
them up very deftly. There are ma¬ 
chines for sale there for twenty-live 
cents each that will roll up a cigarette 
quickly, and as neatly as t hose you buy. 
An American rarely takes the trouble 
of making his own cigarettes. Too 
much bother, and he hasn’t time. A 
person is apt to smoke too many cigar¬ 
ettes. It is a curious fact that a man 
must see the smoke before he will enjoy 
smoking. Blind people rarely smoke. 
If a man is going against a strong wind 
that blows the smoke away from him 
before he sees it, ho is continually un¬ 
easy and thinks his pipe has gone out. 
Smoking in the dark seems to be niore 
acceptable, as then a person sees the 
glow of the cigar or pipe. 

As to pipes, they are classed by a 
noted French physician as follows: 1. 
Soft earthen pipe. 2. Meerschaum. 3. 
Hard earthen pipe, white or colored. 4. 
Wooden pipe. 5. Porcelain pipe. 6.

The American Indian approximates 
nearer to what man should be—manly, 
physically perfect, grand in character 
and true to the instincts of his con¬ 
science—than any other race of beings, 
j civilized or uncivilized. Where do we 
hear such noble sentiments or meet 
with such examples of heroism and self- 
sacrifice as the history of the American 
Indian furnishes? Where shall we go 
to hear again such oratory as that of 
Black Hawk and Logan? Certainly 
the records of our so-called civilization 
do not furnish it, and the present cen¬ 
tury is devoid of it. 

They were the true children of the 
Great Spirit. They lived nearer to the 
greai; heart of the Creator than do their 
pale-faced conquerors of to-day who 
mourn over the lost and undone condi¬ 
tion of the savage. Courageous, brave 
and the soul of honor, their cruel and 
awful destruction from the face of the 
earth is a sin of such magnitude that 
the relics and the people of America 
may well shrink from the just punish¬ 
ment which is sure to follow the assas¬ 
sination of as brave a race as ever 
breathed the air of Heaven. 

I wrote the above scathing rebuke of 
the American people when I was 15 
years of age. I ran across the disserta¬ 
tion yesterday. As a general rule it 
takes a youth 15 years of age to arraign 
Congress and jerk the administration 
bald-headed. The less he knows about 
things generally, the more cheerfully 
will he shed information riglft and left. 

At the time I wrote the above crude 
attack upon the government I had not 
seen any Indians, but I had read much. 
My blood boiled when I thought of the 
wrongs which our race had meted out 
to the red men. It was at a time when 
mv blood was just coming to a boil 
that I penned the above paragraph. 
Ten years later I had changed ray views 
somewhat relative to the Indian, and 
frankly wrote to the government of the 
change. When I am doing the admin¬ 
istration an injustice, and I find it out, 

I go to the President candidly and say: 
Look here, Mr. President, I ‘have been 
doing you a wrong. You were right 
and 1 was erroneous. I am not pig¬ 
headed and stubborn. I just admit 
fairly that I have been hindering the 
administration, and I do not propose to 
do so any more. 

So I wrote to General Grant and told 
him that when I was 15 years of age I 
wrote a composition at school in which 
I had arraigned the people and the ad¬ 
ministration for the course taken to¬ 
ward the Indian. Since that time I had 
seen some Indians in the mountains— 
at a distance—and from what I had 
seen of them I was led to believe that I 
had misjudged the people and the Exe¬ 
cutive. I told him that so far as possi¬ 
ble I would like to repair the great 
wrong so done in the ardor of youth 
and to once more sustain the arm of 
the gurchiment. 

He wrote me kindly and said he was 
glad that I was friendly with the gov¬ 
ernment again, and that now he saw 
nothing in the way of continued nation¬ 
al prosperity. He said he would pre 
serve my letter in the archives as a 
fateaty of peace between myself and the 
nation. He said only the day before he 
had observed to the Cabinet that he 
didn’t care two cents about a war with 
foreign nations, but he would like to be 
on a peace footing with me. The coun¬ 
try could stand outside interference 
better than intestine hostility. I do not 
know whether he meant anything per¬ 
sonal by that or not. Probably not. 

He said he remembered very well 
when lie first heard that I had attacked 
the Indian policy of the United States 
in one of my school essays. He still 
called to mind the feeling of alarm and 
apprehension which at that time per¬ 
vaded the whole country. How the 
cheeks of strong men had blanched and 
the Goddess of Liberty felt for her back 
hair and exchanged her Mother Hub¬ 
bard dress for a new cast iron panoply 
of war and Roman hay knife. Oh, yes, 
he said, he remembered it as though it 
had been yesterday. 

Having a heart the welfare of the 
American people as he did, he hoped 
chat I would never attack the republic 
again. 

And I never have. I have been 
friendly, not only personally, but offi¬ 
cially, for a good while. £ven if I 
didn’t agree with some of the official 
acts of the President I would allow him 
to believe that I did rather than harass 
him with cold, cruel and adverse criti¬ 
cism. The abundant success of this 
policy is written in the country’s won¬ 
derful growth and prosperous peace.— 
Bill Nye.

Though the Society for tho estab¬ 
lishment of an Old Ladies’ home, in 
Peabody, was formed in Dec. 1883 as 
an auxiliary to the Benevolent So- 
ciety, yet it may bo said to have its 
origin seventeen years ago, when 
Mrs. Mary Upton, and Mrs. Eliza 
Sutton gave $2000 to provide rooms 
at a low rent to such widows and el¬ 
derly ladies of the town, of American 
parentage, as needed it. This 
amount was further increased by a 
gilt ol $1000 from Mr. Ilenry Cook 
in 1875. 

Hie desire that a temporary abode 
should be replaced by a permanent 
home for our aged and lonely wom¬ 
en, has been a growing one, and two 
bequests, one of $2000 from Mrs. 
Lavinia Osborne in 1382 and one of 
$1000 from Mrs. Lydia Proctor in 
1883 have brought the object more 
to the public notice, and aroused the 
good ladies of the town to take hold 
of a benevolence, which seems not 
oidy necessary, but possible of ac¬ 
complishment. 

Through their efforts, within the 
year since the Auxiliary Society was 
formed, by money solicited(of which 
the largest sums given were $1000 
by Mrs. Eliza Sutton, 8500 by a 
friend, $200 by Mr. Jacob Rogers, 
and $100 by Mr Perley King) and 
by two entertainments, a Kettle¬ 
drum and a Lawn Party, over $4000 
have been raised, and promises of 
further aid when the Home is opened.

SKATING KINK NOTES. 


An audience numbering some 600 
people were present at the rink last 
Thursday night to witness the game of 
polo between the Peabodys aud Paris 
team of East Boston. The game was 
called by Referee Hallett of Chelsea at 
9.15 and it lasted nearly two hours, 
while the actual playing time was fifty- 
four minutes and forty-five seconds. 
Both sides it seemed had made up their 
minds to win the game and some splen¬ 
did plays were made by both. The 
goal tenders, particularly the Peabodys, 
made excellent plays. The first goal 
was won by the Peabodys in forty-five 
seconds. The second goal was very 
exciting and splendidly fought by both 
teams, but a number of fouls was made 
and the referee hastened to decide those 
made by the Peabodys while he would 
parley and hear both sides before de¬ 
ciding against the Paris. After play¬ 
ing seventeen minutes and forty sec¬ 
onds the referee had counted three 
fouls against the Peabodys and gave 
the goal to the Paris. The third goal 
was even more hotly contested and 
was won by the Paris in twenty-five 
minutes and forty seconds. The fourth 
goal was secured by the Peabodys in 
four minutes and forty seconds. The 
fifth opened with both clubs warmed 
up to their work aud after playing 
about five minutes the ball was knock¬ 
ed to the Peabody goal but was stopped 
by the goal tender who held it on the 
outside edge of the goal with his skates 
and resisted all the efforts of the Paris 
team to push it in. The referee here 
blew his whistle, and decided the goal 
in favor of the Paris team. Every one 
present who had any sense of honor 
about them were indignant at the rank 
decision of the referee and possibly 
violence would have been used against 
him, as the crowd rushed into the rink 
floor and surrounded him, if it had not 
been for Manager McCully who quick¬ 
ly informed them that he would settle 
the difficulty. 

The goal tend of the Brocktons 
played in a similar position with the 
famous Paris team of East Boston last 
year and is a daisy goal tend. 

The third three mile race for the Pea¬ 
body gold medal took place at the rink 
on Saturday evening last and was won 
the third and last time by G. A. Qber 
of Lynn he making the three miles in 
14 minutes 11 seconds; at the close of 
the race the medal was presented to 
Mr Ober by Manager McCully. 
There was quite a large party present. 

On Saturday last the Salems and 
Lowells withdrew from the Massachu¬ 
setts Polo League; the former will join 
the. New England League and the lat¬ 
ter will only play* exhibition games. 


The Salems will be strengthened by | 
Staniford and Hill of the Lowells. 

Watson of the Glou cesters, and for¬ 
merly of the Salem club, will it is said, 
rejoin the latter. 

The Peabodys played in Brockton 
last night and were defeated three 
straight goals. 

On Christmas morning a game of 
polo between the following gentlemen:

Teele, Walter Pray, Frank Summers, 
E. W. Harris, vs. S. W. King, H. A. 
Spaulding, Walter Poole, C. A.

Game called at 10. 30. Regular after¬ 
noon session, with music. Evening 
session a ticket will be given to every 
person buying a ticket; the person 
holding the lucky number will draw a 
pair of clamp skates. Friday evening 
a league game of polo, Peabodys vs 
Brockton Citys of Brocktons. Game 
called at 9 o’clock. Saturday afternoon 
and evening, Dec. 27, Dr. George B. 
Smatelle’s celebrated family of St. 
Bernards, ten magnificent and saga¬ 
cious animals, direct descendants of 
those noble dogs, the constant compan¬ 
ions of the holy brotherhood of Monks, 
at Mount St. Bernard, Switzerland. 

The referee at the polo game last 
Thursday evening between the Pea¬ 
bodys and Paris teams—Mr. Hallett, of 
Chelsea, was not in our opiuion and 
the opinion of hundreds of others who 
witnessed the game an impartial judge. 
In every instance where he could favor 
the Paris team he did so. And his de¬ 
cision in the last case, where the teams 
had secured two goals each and he gave 
the goal to the Paris, was simply out¬ 
rageous. It is just such fellows as he 
that bring the game into disrepute. A 
man who placed in a position of that 
kind would let his sympathy warp his 
judgment should be retired by the 
league. 

It would be better if some of the en¬ 
thusiastic patrons of the rink would de¬ 
sist from hissing or jeering during a 
polo game. Any little mistakes made 
by the players should be overlooked 
and all treated as gentlemen. No mat¬ 
ter how rank the decisiou of the referee 
may be, hissing or calls of foul won’t 
help matters at all, as the referee will 
decide every point to suit himself. 

At a meeting of the Mass. Polo 
League, Mr. II. N. McCully was elect¬ 
ed President. A staff of six referees, 
in addition to those already serving, 
was appointed. Two polo teams, made 
up of rink proprietor and managers 
were formed, and these teams will play 
one game in each league rink; the 
fourth game being played in the Pea¬ 
body rink. The teams are as follows: 
First team, W. E. Carter, of Woburn; 


Jonathan S. Porter, Lawrence; Brown, 
of Haverhill; II. N. McCully, Pea¬ 
body; C. A. Milieu, Brockton; E. T. 
Seitz, of Cambridge. Second team, 
Clark, of Haverhill; F. P. Baker, of 
Chealsea; T. McKinley, East Boston; 
Albee, of Chelsea; George O. Tilton, 
of Haverhill; Charles A. Thomas, 
Peabody. 


SPAItKS. 


The Engineers have contracted with 
Dole & Osgood to build a light pung 
with a hose reel on it, for the use of 
Hose 2 this winter. 

Hose 5 have got patent shoes or run¬ 
ners for their hose carriage. The 
wheels are set into the shoe and then 
locked making a good sled of the car¬ 
riage. 

The New Bedford firemen were well 
supplied with refreshments at its $90,- 
000 fire last week by their friends, near¬ 
ly every restaurant keeper desiring to 
furnish eatables. Had the Peabody 
firemen been so remembered at the re¬ 
cent Upton fire its recent unpleasant¬ 
ness would probably have been avoided, 
as firemen cannot work for hours on 
empty stomachs. 

The above from the Sunday Globe is 
ust about the true state of the case, 
the firemen should have hot coffee fur¬ 
nished during the progress of a fire 
they would not have the inclination to 
fill up on cheap whiskey. Some of the 
cities and towns in New York have 
what they call hot coffee brigades, 
whose duty it is to see that the firemen 
are supplied with all the hot coffee they 
want during a fire, and it has been 
found to work admirably. 

The firemen were called out Monday 
morning abont 12.15 o’clock by an 
alarm of fire taken from an alarm in 
Salem. The streets were covered with 
a glare of ice, and the rain was pouring 
down at the time making it extremely 
dangerous to move, and many were the 
falls received by the boys. The appa¬ 
ratus went as far as Pierpout street, 
but found no signs of fire. Hose 1 with 
its new company turned out promptly. 
Hose 2 did not rally very promptly, ow¬ 
ing to the difficulty in hearing the 
alarm. Both the Methodist and South 
church bells were rung. 

Keys of the Methodist church have 
been put into the hands of the night 
watch, in order that the bell may be 
rung in case of fire in that vicinity.
